New York, Oct. 5.—(Special.]—Yale scored 
ancther triumph today. Her skilled ath- 
letes won a signal victory over the experts 
from Cambridge University, England, at

events carded the American collegians fin- 
ished in front, thereby delighting the brin- 
jant assemblage of 8,000 spectators who 
pail high prices for choice seats in the big 
grandstands. It was in the quarter, half, 
and one mile runs that the Englishmen 
were successful and they were enthusias- 
tically cheered by the followers of both 
sides. Only once was a feeling of intense 
partisanship displayed and that was quickly 
frywned upon. It occurred just as Jennings

Dark Blues Keep Up Winning Clip. 

The 120-yard hurdle race on th cinder 
track was the second event, and Yale’s 
tries were E. H. Cady and G. B. Hatch, 


while Cambridge’s representatives were L. 


E. Pilkington and W. M. Fletcher. As in 
the 100-yard dash the Yale men soon forged 
to the front, and took both places easily, 
Cady winning cleverly in sixteen seconds, 
which equaled his best previous record. 
That was two events for Yale, and another 
great cheer followed the victor to his dress- 
ing-room. 

The running high jump developed the fact 
that none of the contestants was particu- 
larly clever at it. After a tiresome wait it 
was announced that L. P. Sheldon and J. 
H. Thompson Jr. of Yale and F. M. Jennings 
of Cambridge were tied at 5 feet 7% inches, 
and that after a rest they would attempt to 
decide the knotty question. Later Thomp- 
son managed to clear the bar at 5 feet 8% 
inches, amid much applause, and Yale's 
third event was safe. 

Now came another remarkable perform- 
ance by Richards of Yale which stamped hin 
as @ great sprinter. He, together with D. C. 
Eyers, represented Yale in the 300-yard run 
as against W. Fitzherbert and C. H. Lewin, 
both of whom were regarded with apprehen- 
sion, At the crack of the pistol Byers got 
away first, but gave way to Richards. The 
latter was running easily and-at the same 
time swiftly as they hustled along the back- 
stretch. As they neared the line Fitzher- 
bert, with tremendous strides, crept up slow- 
jy but surely and there was any amount of 
worrying in the crowd. When they straight- 
ened out for the tape Lewin began to move 
up, and then followed a heartbreaking dash 
for glory. Twenty-five yards from home it 
looked anybody's race. Richards’ head was 
high in the air and he seemed a bit tired. 
The two Englishmen were running for their 
lives and the frantic thousands were almost 
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upon the point of leaping out of their chairs 
when Richards dashed across the line a win- 
ner by about a yard. Lewin made a mag- 
nificent burst of speed in the last few yards 
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sentatives b. decide ih — of these 
games, but eter the half mile run was 
ready to be started, the Yale contingent 
locked sad. P. W. Crane was the only New 
Haven man to start, and he struck a tartar 
in F. S. Horan, the Captain of the Cambridge 
team. The latter led from the start and 
romped home a winner by seventy-five yards. 
That was the first international victory 
scored by either the Cambridge or London 
teams since they arrived here, and Horan was 
the recipient of a rousing ovation. The broad 
jump was captured by Yale, but Cambridge 
got second place by virtue of the perform- 


ance of F. M. Jennings, who was the best 


looking man on his team. There was a tem- 


porary damper put upon the Yale cheers 


when the one-mile run came off. 

This, like the half mile, proved a walk- 
over for W. E. Lutyens of Cambridge, who 
won all the way and finished as he pleased 
twenty yards ahead of J. E. Morgan of Yale. 
The sensational race of the day was the quar- 
ter-mile. Fitz-Herbert, who holds the 
championship of England, was looked upon 
as a sure winner, while Richards was touted 
as a dark horse. No one for a moment be- 
lieved that C. H. Lewin of Cambridge had 
a chance, so when he started out in the lead 
at a pretty stiff pace Richards thought it 
was a good scheme to keep him in view, at 
the same time having an eye on Fitz-Her- 
bert. 

But as the race progressed Lewin threw 
out his chest, quickened the movement of his 
legs and arms, and fairly flew over the 
ground. Richards never tried to pass him, 
though, expecting Fitz-Herbert would do so. 


Richards Makes His Run Too Late. 

When they were twenty yards from the 
tape Richards cut loose and tried with des- 
peration to overhaul Lewin, who was run- 
ning like a hound for the line. Inch by inch 
the Yale flyer gained upon the Englishman 
until he was almost on even terms with 
him and the crowd was screaming for him 
to win. It looked like a struggle to the 
death as the rivals bounded on to the last 
mark, Lewin tting forth a tremendous 
spurt and Richards clinging to him like 
glue. On and on they dashed, with eyes 
bulging from their sockets and teeth closed 
like vises, until, with one last leap; they fell 
across the line into the arms of friends. 
Lewin was the victor by two feet in the fast 
time of 49 4-5 seconds, but Richards again 
demonstrated his wonderful ability to run. 
Had he used better judgment earlier in the 
race he might have won. As it was Cam- 
bridge scored its-third success, and it was 
the last. The wind-up was the 120 yard hur- 
dle race on the turf, and this time, by way of 
variation, Hatch won, Cady finishing be- 
kind Fletcher of Cambridge. The band 
played “Yankee Doodle“ and everybody went 
bome happy, even the Cambridge boys, who 
were beaten but not disgraced, .

MONEY Is GOING OUT OF THE BANKS, 


Business Beginning to Absorb 

Capital Long Idle, 

New York, Oct. 5.—The New York Finan- 
cler says this week: Decreasing deposits 
and loss of cash holdings are the distinguish- 
ing features of the New York bank statement 
for the weex ending Oct. 5 

The clearing-house banks held last week 
only $151,496,400 cash, which is a loss of 
$31,000,000 sines June 1 last and of 8381. 
386.000 since Aug. 81 last. ‘This money 
représents in part the gold export movement, 
but morethan anything else the demand from 
the interior. The actual.lossfor the week 
was $8,083,900, of which $739,600 was in 
specie and $7,344,300 legal tenders, 

Deposits are down to $540,000,500, the 
loss for the week being $9,037,000. The ag- 
gregate volume of deposits has fallen off since 
June 1 over $21,000,000 and since Aug. 31 
$33,500,000. The deposits of the New York 
banks as reported for the last week are nearly 
$50,000,000 less than for the corresponding 
week in 1804.

It was an 
hour before it was ascertained that the 
trouble proceeded from a fumigation going 
on in the cellar and an hour or two more be- 
fore it could be remedied. 

The poisonous gas was first noticed at 2 
p. m., and could not only be perceived by the 
nose but be seen also, as a blue haze filled 
the room. It was found to proceed from a 
cold air shaft which opens into a room 
through the wainscoting, just to the left of 
the door as one enters. 

It was only a short time before the women 
employés were compelled to divide them- 
‘selves into shifts, so that some of them could 
go into other parts of the building and re, 
fresh themselves while the rest waited on the 
public in the midst of the deadly fumes. By 
4:30 p. m., however, the air had become so 
badly poisoned that the delivery of books 
was suspended, and Miss May Carroll and 
Miss Otillie Goldbergea who were receiving 
and checking off books, were driven from 
their desks, and sat at tables out in the hall- 
way. 

As soon as possible the evil was partly rem- 
edied by obstructing the opening of the 
shaft. The tron grating was removed and a 
thick piece cf paper put under it, making the 
opening comparatively airtight. More- 
over, as soon as Night Superintendent Nick- 
erson arrived he gathered up five or six 
movable electric fans and carrying them to 
the east windows set them going, and forced 
much of the poison-laden air out into the 
court. So that before 6 o'clock the women 
returned to their posts and the public was 
served as usual. No other room on the floor 
was affected, and the crowd in the reference 
department hardly noticed the excitement. 


One Man Prostrated. 

The only person seriously injured was an 
unknown man 35. years old, who was stand- 
ing at the card catalogue when the inflow of 
gas occurred, and who suddenly fell to the 
floor and remained unconscious for ‘an 
hour. He was borne from the room to the 
patent report department, his family physi- 
cian was called, and after being resuscitated 
he was walked down-stairs and driven ina 
cab to his home in Thirty-fifth street. He 
was accompanied by his wife, who refuse 
to tell who they were, on the ground that her 
husband was an epileptic, and that if his 
name were published it might prevent him 
from getting employment. 

But the vapors had invaded the office of 
Chief Badenoch, and it was not long before 
the whole building was aroused and a vigor- 
ous investigation was set on foot, Chief 
Janitor Linehan reported the trouble to 
Commissioner Kent, and it did not take long 
to trace the poison to the subceliar, which 
contains the vermin-infested repository of 
stolen articles recovered by the police and in 
charge of Custodian Hall. It was also dis- 
covered that the apartment was locked and 
Custodian Hall was absent. There was then 
an excitement almost amounting to a panic 
until it was found he had left his keys with 
Desk Sergeant Kisselberg, and the keys were 
gotten and the room was unlocked and 
entered. 

As the doors were thrown open the deadly 
gas rushed out and almost overcame the 
whole party, and it was sufficiently plain 
that the source of the trouble had been 
found. In full view were two great pans of 
bubbling sulphur with gas jets under them, 
throwing off enough sulphurous acid gas to 
kill an army of men. Custodian Hall had 
undertaken to fumigate his properties. He 
knew the gas would go up-stairs, but though: 
the Public Library was closed Saturday aft- 
ernoons, aud did not dream it was the busiest 
day in the week. 

Even after the source of the evil was dis- 
covered it baffled for a considerable time all 
efforts to remedy it. The whole force and 
authority of the city government was pres- 
ent, but the two sulphur pans defied them. 
Commissioner Kent, Chief Badenoch, As- 
sistant Chief Ross, Inspector Fitzpatrick, 
Chief Janitor Linehan, and all the engineers 
and firemen were on hand. Singly and in 
platoons they charged into the Tophet, over- 
turning the pans and thrashing the contents 
with brooms. But time and again they were 
driven back almost in a fainting condition, 
and the result seemed in doubt. Victory 
came at last through the efforts of the fire- 
men, who ran wheelbarrows of ashes into 
the den and buried the sulphur under them. 
In this way the Gehenna was at last subdued. 

It is a singular coincidence that the same 
trouble occurred last Friday night on a 
small scale at the Virginia Hotel. Ata late 
hour of the night a large room on an upper 
floor was found filled with sulphurous acid 
gas. The air was blue with it, and no one 
could stay in the room a moment. For an 
hour or two the clerk and engineer were 
puzzled and almost frightened. But it was 
eventually discovered that a guest on an- 
other floor was engaged in killing moths. 


BIG FUNERAL OF ORLANDO I. POE. 


Final Respects to the Memory of the Dis- 
tinguished Engineer. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 5.—Soldiers, sailors, 
and civilians of all classes united this after- 
noon in paymg their final respects to the 
memory of Gen. Orlando M. Poe, the distin- 
guished military and civil engineer, whose 
death is universally deplored at all lake ports, 
in whose interests he had rendered such not- 
able services. The funeral took place at 
Christ Episcopal Church at 3 p. m. The 
body was escorted to the church by 
the Nineteenth Infantry, U. 8. A., 
from Fort Wayne, the Fourth Regi- 
ment Michigan National Guard, Naval 
reserves, Grand Army veterans, and many 
citizens.

the Monroe doctrine is a true guide for Amer- 
ican statesmanship and should be maintained 
towards small nations without blustering, to- 
wards great nations witout cringing, but 
a! ware ia liberateiy, temperately, resolutely.” 

Civil service reform is indorsed, advo- 
cates the enactment of a restrictive imtuigra- 
tion law. Declaring that “ religious and race 
partisanship has for many yeafs been mani- 
fest in the Democratic party in Massachu- 
setts, weakening that sentiment of pure Amer- 
icanism which ought to control all public ac- 
tion and resulting in counter irritation and 
antagonism.“ The platform says Church and 
State should be separate and independent in 
fact as well as in theory.“ For the rest the 
platform treats of State issues, closing with a 
plea for additional laws against prize-fighting 
and for road improvements,

and. all other thing being equal, as many as he 
asks to appear are taken into the service. 

It an applicant proves to be sHort-sighted. has 
a stiff arm or a lame leg, it is evident he. cannot 
do the arduous work of standing at a letter-case 
for twelve hours distributing mail as a clerk or 
working for eight bours and discharging his 
duties as a carrier. Having been accepted by 
the Postmaster the applicant is sworn into the 
service, after producing the necessary letters of 
recommendation concerning his past conduct 
and moral character. He is then put on the sub- 
stitute list without salary. As asubstitate car 
rier he does the work of a regular carrier who is 
absent and receives the pay of that carrier. Sub- 
stitute carriers are also employed in the delivery 
of special delivery letters, for which they receive 
eight cents for each letter, When a vacancy oc- 
curs in the regular force the one highest on the 
substitute list takes such place, uo matter what 
his name, age, rationality, or religion. 

The lowest salary paid in tne clerical force of 
the Chicago Postoffice is $400 a year. When a 
vacancy occurs in that grade the substitute high- 
est on the list takes the place of such clerk and

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Alan Biorth Boyesen 


The country lost a prominent author and 
an ideal citizen Friday morning in the death 
in New York of Hjalmar Hjorth Boyesen. 
professor of the Germanic languages and 
literature in Columbia College. His position 
in American letters was analogous to that 
of Maarten Maartens in British; because, 
while born in Norway, as Maartens was in 
Holland, he chose another country and a 
wider language, and was loyal to the coun- 
try and conquered the tongue Surpassing 
his literary counterpart in England he be- 
came an instructor in our higher schools, 
for he has been a professor in a college in 
Ohio as well as at Cornell, besides being con- 
nected with Columbia. His career as a lit- 
erary man was unique, but it is from his 
character as an adopted citizen that should 
be drawn the chief lesson of his life. 

Coming to this country in 1869, he settled 
first in Chicago, where he became editor of 
u Norse paper entitled the Fremad. In this 
position he advocated the cause of Anierican 
common schools, vigorously opposing the 
Norwegian preachers who in their sectarian 
narrowness were upholding separate and 
special institutions. Mr. Boyesen from the 
beginning of his career in this country was 
a thorough American; he saw the danger df 
clannishness which menaced his original 
countrymen, and he tried his best to make 
the Norwegians of the West what they are 
rapidly becoming—an organic part of the 
Nation, 

His gift in philology was marked from an 
early age, and he was urged by his parents 
to adopt this science as the bread work“ 
of his life; but he had a longing from boy- 
hood to become a writer. 

He was educated at the University of 
Christiania. His father in advising him to 
visit America said to him, “Ifyou are strong 
enough to conquer a new language and 
make it so perfectly your own that you can 
bend it rhythmically to your own will, 
then I shall believe in your literary aspira- 
tions, but not until thén.” All readers of 
American fiction know the result of the 
young Norwegian’s endeavors. 

His first novel, “Gunnar,” appeared in the 
Atlantic Magazine in 1873, a little over two 
years after the author's arrival in America, 
and since then hia industry has been unflag- 
ging. (He appears among the contributors 
to the current numbers of the Cosmopolitan 
Magazine and the North American Review.] 

He said some years ago: From the day 
I set foot on American soil I never spoke the 
Norwegian language, except when I was 
forced to do so. I soon began to think in 
Finglish, and finally to dream in English, 
which satisfied me that I had conquered it. 
Of course I lost my own language in the 
same degree that I gained another; but the 
English is so much wider in range than the 
Norwegian, so much richer and stronger, 
that I do not regret the loss.“ 

Prof. Boyesen's place in American fiction 
is ign the ranks of the realists. He was un- 
tiring, like W. D. Howells, in upholding the 
principles of his literary creed. He was the 
uncompromising foe of romanticism, which 
is <«..joying a slight revival at present in 
popular favor. A notable critical work oi 
his lately published was: “A Commentary 
on the Writings of Henrik Ibsen, published 
by Macmillan, a work which in its thor- 
oughness was refreshing when ‘so many 
Americans form a superficial estimate of 
Ibsen from seeing two or three of his satir- 
ical social dramas. In his introductory 
chapter Prof. Boyesen gave a sketch of [b- 
sen's life and writings, and also made a crit- 
ical estimate of the poet’s whole work. 
Prof. Boyesen understood the greatness as 
well as the littlenesses of his countryman, 
though the two men had very different ideas 
of America.

JUDGE HANECY APPOINTS A RE- 
CEIVER FOR THE ALLEY IL.“ 


President Marcellus Hopkins Agreed Upon 
by Holders of First and Second Mort- 
gage Bonds and Receives the Appoint- 
ment This Action Taken to Protect 
the Interests of All Parties During the 
Litigation of Differences Between the 
Two Classes of Bondholders. 

Marcellus Hopkics, President of the Alley 

Elevated railroad, was yesterday made 


of the Northern Trust compahy, which is the 
trustee for the $7,500,000 of first mortgage 
bonds. The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, 
which is trustee of $8,000,000 of second 
mortgage bonds, joined in the application. 
The sppointment was made by Judge Hanecy 
of the Superior Court on the reuding of the 
bill of foreclosure, it being shgwn to him that 
all parties in interest joined in the applica- 
tion. There are, however, important legal 
questions remaining to be fought out here- 
after, as there isa sharp difference of opinion 
between the first and second bondholders as 
to the property covered by their respective 
mortgages. 

Attorneys Dupee, Judah, Willard & Wolf 
and Peckham. & Brown, representing the 
Northera Trust company, and W. G. Beale 
for the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, went 
before Judge Hanecy with their bill of fore- 
closure. It was represented to the court that 
the proceedings were amicable so far as the 
appointmeat of a receiver was concerned, 
the first and second bondhoiders desiring to 
have the property conserved while they were 
lit.gating their differences. It was also said 
President Hopkins would be satisfactory to 
all parties ic interest aa receiver. Judge 
Hanecy accordingly made the appointment, 
tixing his bond at $50,000. 

Contents of Bill of Foreclosure, 


The bill of foreclosure is a lengthy one, It 
shows that Oct. 1, 1889, the company issued 
$7,500,000 of 5 per cent first — 1 1 gold 
bonds running until Oct. 1, 1929. inter- 
est on which was to be paid semi-annually. 
To secure these bonds a mortgage was given 
on the road bed, roliing stock, real estate, and 
all other property of the road, which at that 
time was extended, or to be extended, as far 
south as Sixty-third street, It was provided 
in this mortgage that if the road defauited in 
the interest the bondholders could elect to 
foreclose after six months had passed without 
pay ment. 

This issue of bonds, was deposited with the 
Northern Trust company as trustee. 

Subsequently, Jau. 2, 1803, the road made 
a second issue of bonds, this time of $3,000,- 
000, running to 1933, under the same condi- 
tions as the first, except that the Sixty-third 
street extension from Calumet avenue to 
Jackson Park was then in process of con- 
struction ard was included in the mort- 
gage. The money raised by this issue of 
bonds was used in building this line and 
equipping the road for the increased demands 
of the Worid’s Fair traffic. These bonds were 
also deposited with the Northern Trust com- 


ny. 
P The bill then sets out the fact that interest 
on first mortgage bonds failing due April 1 
and the interest due Oct. lare unpaid; and 
that the interest on thesecond mortgage 
bonds due July 1 is st unpaid. 

The bill c:oses with the statement that the 
road is insolvent, that individual creditors 
are liable to attach and dissipate its property, 
and that the only way to preserve the rights 
of ail is to appoint a receiver. The Title 
Guarantee and Trust campany, which 
holds some real estate belonging to 
the road, and the Continental National Bank, 
in which $25,000 of its money is deposited, 
are also mude defendants, The Northern 
Trust company, the plaintiſt, also says in its 
bill it has in its hands $106,301 belonging to 
the road and asks that it be applied toward 
the payment of the first mortage bonds, 


Cause of Contention, 


Here comes in one of the contentions be- 
tween the first and second mortgage bond- 
holders. Sept. 80 last the Northern Trust 
com pany relinq the of the 
second mortgage bonds and they were trans- 
ferred to the Liiinois Trust and Savings Bank, 
which now represents their owners. This 
was done for the purpose of thie suit, both 
sides being agreed as to the necessity of a 
receiver while they were fighting out their 
differences. 

Attorney E. O. Brown, for the first mort- 
gage bondholders, said yesterday, after the 
receiver had been appointed, it was but the 
beginning of a hard fight, as the dispute 
between the two sets of bondhoiders is one 
that can only be settled by a court. 

Simplifies Litigation, 

The appointment of a receiver for the Alley 
„L wil have the effect of simplifying the 
litigation which must involve the road for 
many months. It takes the property out of 
the hands of the stockholders and puts it in 
possession of an officer of the court repre- 
senting primarily the first and second mort- 
gage bdondholders. 

ohn J. Mitchell is Chairman of a commit. 
tee of three appointed to take up the question 
of reorganization of the company. On the 
selection of the committee Mr. Mitchell an- 
nounced he would do nothing until he had 
received the assent of a decided majority of 
the stockholders. There are 75,000 shares 
of stock of a par value of $100 each, the capi- 
tal stock of the company being $7,500,000. 
In order to have a majority the assent 
of the. holders of 37,500 shares was 
necessary. Mr. Mitchell has now more than 
40,000 shares, and he announced early last 
week the committee would be called together 
and the work of preparing a plan of reorgan- 
ization would begin. It has been decided to 
hold the meeting one week from Tuesday. 

Mr. Mitchell is reticent as to his own ideas 
regarding reorganization. It is believed the 
committee will offer as its plan an assessment 
on the stock of $25 a share and a acaling 
down of the securities of the company.

ALL IN RUSSIA’S FAVOR. 


Playing in the Czar’s Hand Even 
Against Its Will. 


MAY END IN A TRAGEDY. 


Events That Are Making an Anxious 
Period in Europe. 


SHARP SETBACK IN SWITZERLAND.

London, Oct. 5.—(Copyright, 1895, by the 
New York Times. The prevalent sense of 
an impending disturbance with the last 
week closed had its prompt and emphatic 
justification. England, it was felt, had be- 
come ready to substitute deeds for words, 
and was on the point of delivering a blow 
somewhere. As it turned out, she struck 
simultaneously with both fists. Her demon- 
stration of naval force to back up her ulti- 
matum to the Chinese Government was 80 
definite in outline and followed by so swift 
a surrender of the menaced party that it 
monopolized public attention. 

No one particularly noticed the quieter 
and much less dramatic forward movement 
of another British fleet to within sight of 
the Hellespont. Indeed, few knew of it at 
the time, for there is always far greater 
mystery about the whereabouts of squad- 
rons in the Mediterranean than in the Pa- 
cific; but then came the startling upheaval, 
disorder, and bloodshed in the streets of 
Stamboul, and immediately the pendulum 

of popular interest swung back from Asia to 

Europe, and the rest of the week has been 

given over entirely to reports, discussions, 

sensational fumors, and predictions about 
the violently reopened Eastern question. 

Both in the Turkish and the Chinese 
waters those British fleets remain, however, 
prominently in view, and in each case it may 
be surmised that they have by no means 
finished what they came to do. 


Two Views of the Situation. 

Continental and English comments on the 
situation as it stands reveal an entire con- 
fusion. Here in London we have two sharp- 
ly conflicting accounts of the Constantinople 
riots. One says the Armenians are wholly 
to blame; the other pictures them as lamb- 
like victims to Turkish ferocity. In other 
words, that natural partisan division among 
Englishmen on this whole question, which 
has been for a whole year repressed, has as- 
serted itself, as last October these dispatches 
pointed out that it must. The English

by instinct and tradition. 


eae Henéé;"when the Times, which in this re- 
dect retains a strong leaven of its old Lib- 


eralism, took up the Sassoun massacres and 
raised a hot Armenian issue, there was a 
rather painful, hesitating silence among 
them; but then the Tory papers, with one or 
two exceptions, followed the Times’ example, 
partly because they imagined it was good 
politics thus to force Rosebery’s hand, partly 
for reasons less creditable to journalism, and 
the rank and file amazedly found itself com- 
mitted to precisely that Gladstonian policy 
of bullying the Sultan and encouraging his 
turbulent small nationalities to mutiny 
which had formerly revolted its very soul. 
Paint Armenians in a Bad Light. 
Lord Salisbury, on succeeding to the For- 
eign Office, felt in duty bound to make the 
best show of continuous Eastern policy that 
he could, but his party was under no such 
obligations and the Tdéry papers began at 
once to change their tone about the Arme- 
hians. Today the Times among them re- 
mains almost alone in desiring to see the 
Porte humiliated and the Mesopotamian 
Christians exalted.

The Viceroy 
whose degradation was demanded and con- 
ceded with such facility had been already 
degraded a year before and was only re- 
maining at his post to clear up his accounts. 
This is being represented as a fine joke at 
England’s expense, but I am assured that 
it was quite understood between the English 
and Chinese officials and was intended mere- 
ly as a mask for an understanding of a far 
broader and more important nature. 


Strange Events in Germany. 
Reports of a more ordinarily curious char- 
acter are beginning to circulate again 
among people who are generally described 
as in diplomatic circles about the German 
Emperor. I find five or six public men, all 
more or less in touch with German affairs, 
have heard within the last fortnight differ- 
ent stories by him which seem to indicate 
that he is passing through another of those 
queer mental spells of his. His affection, 
from his earliest boyhood, for his charming 
brother Henry has been written much of; 
now he has quarreled with him on, it is 
said, the question of naval management, 
and Henry has quitted Germany under con- 
ditions not easily distinguishable from ban- 
ishment. Minor eccentricities are related 
which, if at all true, amply warrant what is 
heard of the popular apprehension and dis- 
trust in Germany. 


Anxious Period for Europe. 


This is the most anxious period that Eu- 
rope has known for a long time, and to save 
any of the many vital issues at stake in 
hands not under absolutely calm control 
necessarily increases the general disquietude. 
But Germany has on the whole more to risk 
or lose by war than anybody else, and it is 
quite intelligible that rumors of this sert 
should fill her with specialalarm. However, 
it may be remembered that they were heard 
often before and that no harm resulted. 


Sharp Setback in Switzerland. 

Again the referendum in Switzerland has 
worked in a way to disappoint those who 
hoped most from it. The conditions of the 
match trade in the republic have long con- 
stituted a public scandal, competition hav- 
ing driven wages to the starvation point, 
and what is much worse, beaten down all 
safeguards against phosphoric poisoning 
among the workers, which there is at its 
worst. Factory inspection did no good 
and finally it was decided by a large major- 
ity in the Legislature that the true remedy 
lay in the government taking over the man- 
ufacture as a monopoly. This was referred 
to the popular vote, with the result that only 
a half of the electorate took the trouble to 
vote, and that a few progressive, educated 
cantons like Basle and Zurich, which sup- 
ported the project, were overwhelmed by 
the rural parts. The French districts were 
specially against it, and in the very com- 
munes where phossyjaw among match- 
workers had become a terrible and chronic 
scourge the owners of small factories were 
able to pile up immense majorities against 
the proposal. This result, like that in the 
Jewish killing of cattle, has furnished a 
text for a good deal of smart writing on the 
general subject of universal suffrage. 


Heroics for the Negro. 


The South Carolina convention receives 
considerable attention in the cable dis- 
patches and the general tone of British com- 
ment is dispassionately casual, but the 
Daily News, which went into hysterics over 
Ida Wells’ anti-lynching crusade and since 
then has been the chief bleater in the Ar- 
menian chorus, takes the Palmetto State 
sternly. by the ear. The value of its opin- 
ions may be gleaned by its belief that the 
constitutionality of Mississippi's earlier ex- 
periment in limiting the black vote has not 
been brought to test before the Supreme 
Court because the negroes are too poor to 
find money to pay lawyers’ bills; but about 
the earnestness of its emotions there can be 
no doubt. It recalls proudly that it always 
championed the human right of the negro in 
America, and adds: The Daily News will 
champion his civil rights as well.“ Whether 
it is prepared to proceed to the length of 
armed intervention is not clear, but at any 
rate South Carolina ought to know that the 
Daily News is watching it.

But protests 
have been vainly made to our Minister at 
Constantinople. He will do nothing. As 
tor the Armenians themselves, who have 
been assured by the missionaries of Ameri- 
can sympathy, they abhor the name of our 
representatives at Constantinople. Accord- 
ing to my advices, meanwhile the ‘Old man 
from Texas’ has ready admittance to the 
Sultan’s presence and to his table. It is a

BUNERAL OF PASTEUR IN PARIS. 


Remains Taken from the Institute to 
the Notre Dame Cathedral. 

Paris, Oct. 5.—The funeral cortége convey- 
ing the remains of Prof. Louis Pasteur to 
Notre Dame Cathedral left the Pasteur In- 
stitute at10:30a.m. Gen. Saussier, the Min- 
itary Governor of Paris, headed the escort 
of troops. An almost innumerable number 
of wreaths, etc., were borne before the cof- 
fin, which was followed by the family of the 
deceased, the Ministers, Senators, Deputies, 
and numerous delegations from different 
scientific and other bodies from all parts of 
France and from many foreign countries. 
An immense concourse of people lined the 
streets through which the funeral proces- 
sion passed, although the sky was heavily 
overcast and a downpour of rain was threat- 
ened. 

The procession arrived at Notre Dame 
Cathedral at noon and shortly afterward the 
funeral service was commenced. The serv- 
ices were imposing and were attended by 
President Faure, the members of the diplo- 
matic corps, Prince Nicholas of Greece, the 
Grand Duke Constantine of Russia, all in 
full dress uniforms. . 

After absolution had been pronounced by 
Cardinal Richard, the Archbishop of Paris, 
the coffin was carried to a catafalque in the 
center of the squaréin front of the cathedral. 
There M. Poincarre, the Minister of Educa- 
tion, made a speech eulogizing the life work 
of the deceased, and afterwards the troops 
and different deputations defiled before the 
catafalque. At the conclusion of the cere- 
monies the coffin was provisionally de-

® Criticism from Other Seurces,. 

Americans and Englishmen recently re- 
turned from Constantinople and letters 
from American and other missionaries in 
Turkey express like unfavorable opinion of 
the Minister of the United States in Con- 
stantinople. A correspondent of one of the 
great London dailies said to me a few days 
ago that the subservience of the American 
Minister to the Sultan was a matter of com- 
ment in all diplomatic circles at Constanti- 
nople. 

Mr. Terrell is an elderly gentleman from 
Texas who went to Turkey with probably 
little experience in great cities, and none 
whatever of European countries. The Sul- 
tan, already on half concealed terms of hos- 
tility with all the representatives of the great 
European powers, at once made much of the 
Minister from the great Western Republic, 
from which he thought he had nothing to 
fear. This attention from the sovereign 
cuite turned the new Minister’s head. 

The World’s correspondent from Armenia,

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ENGLAND MUST DECLARE ITSELF 
IN VENEZUELA DISPUTE. 


Evidence That the United States Intends 


to Make the Question One of Immedi- 
ate Diplomatic Importance — Little 
Change in Affairs Since It Was Han- 
died by the Last Secretary of State 
Armenians in Constantinople Believed 
to Haye Injured Their Cause at Home, 


New York, Oct. 5.—[Special.]—A diplo- 
matic controversy with Great Britain about 
Venezuela appears to be inevitable. There 
is evidence to show that the State Depart- 
ment has sent or is about to send to London 
a dispatch on this vexed and vexing question. 
Sunday newspapers make haste to call it an 
ultimatum. One thing certain about it is 
that it is not an ultimatum and that Mr. 
Olney has not notified Lord Salisbury that he 
must send an answer within ninety days. The 
latter would be a gratuitous discourtesy. ‘The 
former would mean war if the ultimatum 
were rejected. We have not got to that stage 
yet, nor is there the slightest reason to sup- 
pose that the Venezuela difficulty will prove 
unmanagable by diplomacy or in the last re- 
sort, by arbitration. 

I doubt whether there is anything really 
new in the present state of the controversy 
except a new Secretary of State. When Mr. 
Gresham laid his views before the British 
Government they were of course the views of 
the administraiion, in other words, of the 
President, for the President is the adminis- 
tration. Mr. Cleveland was the President 
then and is President now, There have, how- 
ever, been rumors that in the seciusion of 
Buzzard’s Bay Mr. Cleveland was developing 
a new interest in foreign politics. Till lately 
he had rather neglected foreign affairs in 
favor of domestic matters. Mr, Olney, more- 
over, has strong views, and the two between 
them may be supposed to have taken a new 
stand on Venezuela but a more straight ar- 
gumentative position than that which Mr. 
Gresham assumed in his original dispatches. 

Former Replies of Rosebery. 

Lord Rosebery was at that time Foreign 
Minister; a man whose friendship to the 
United States is warm. Friend as he is, he 
replied in terms which appeared to leave Mr. 
Gresham little firm ground to stand on and

The 
published accounts represent Mr. Oiney as 
asserting that it is, and that the United States 
means to rest upon that doctrine and-to claim 
a right of interference in a controversy which 
England regards as concerning only herself 
and that rather feeble South American re- 
public.

The En- 
glish public, it is safe to say, neither knows 
por cares anything about Verezuela, but 
cares a great deal about friendiy relation 
with the United States, I know of no reason 
why both there and here the subject may not 
be left to the Foreign Office and the State 
Department, 


To Bring Canadians to Terma, 


Sir Julian Pauncefote’s presence in Ottawa 
may possibly tend to bring the Canadians to 
a more reasonable frame of mind on their 
two present subjects of dispute with the Unit- 
ed States, Bering Sea and the copyright ques- 
tion. The Canadian poachers who are now 
piling up old ciaims against us cannot be ex- 
pected to be moderate, but Sir Julian, bemg 
on the spot, will get a better view of their un- 
reasonableness than he could at Washington. 
It is not known that he is instructed to open 
the copyright question, which is in the 
hands of Colonial Office. Mr. 
Chamberlain, however, the Colonial 
Secretary, has dad experience before 
now of the Canadians and their ways. He 
has sent back their piratical law to be revised, 
and he is hardly the man to embroil Engiand 
and America or risk the repeal of our inter- 
national copyright law toappease half a dozen 
Canadian printers who want to invade the 
American k market and rob the English 
author of his royalty. If he were the Eu- 
glieh author is capable of making himeeif 
heard, and is present in America in the per- 
son of Mr, Hail Caine, who is going to Can- 
ada to confer with the Canadian authorities, 
even at the risk of having to confront Sir 
Charles Tupper. 


Armenian Riots in Constantinople. 


The Armenians in Constantinople have 
done their oppressed brothers in Armenia 
itself the worst possible service. It is quite 
clear that the riots in the Turkish cupital 
were organized by Armenian revolutionists. 
They had not a chance of success, nor could 
those who fermented them have supposed 
that they cou'd overpower the police and 
soldiers. Their object wae very like that of 
the crank who fired a pistol at 2 in 
order to call attention to his grievances. 
This method seldom answers in private life 
and still moré seldom in state affairs. The 
effect has been to paralyze Europeaa diplom- 
macy for the moment and leave the Sultan 
temperary master of the situation. England 
has nothing to say in defense of the indefens- 
idle outburst of her clients, and the Turk hugs 
himself more closely than ever in his favorite 
attitude of masterly inactivity. European 
diplomacy has confined itself, since these de- 
piorable events occurred. to ‘protests a st 
police severities and the ferocities of the 
sel man mob in Constantinople itself. The 
American . thinks American mission- 
aries in danger. They are always in danger, 
— British Ambassador, Sir Philip Currie, a 

resolute man, did much to quiet the dis.

Sir Edwin Arnold's poetical reputation in

Changing the Name of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, 


American Church League, Office of the Secre- 
tarv, Erie, Pa., Oct, 3.- [Editor of The Tribune. ] 
WII you permit in your columns a brief re- 
joinder to your editorial of Sept. 20 on the title 
of our church, 

1. It is true only ia a very limited. sense that 
the Episcopal Church is Protestant. it protests 
against the domination of the Bisho op of Rome 
and against certain perversions of Catholic 
doctrine, but it protests equally strongly against 
the denial of the Catholic faith by the various 
Protestant sects, and it holds most tenaciously 
to the Catholic faith and polity, and the Epis- 
copal Church maintains that itis a part of the 
Catholic Church of Christ, baving existed con- 
tinuously from the earliest Christian ages and 
having the Apostolic ministry, derived in un- 
broken succession from the Apostles. So while 
the Episcopal Church is Protestant in a very 
limited sense, it is catbolicin a very much larger 
and more real sense, holding that great body of 
revealed truth which is held alike by Roman and 
Greek Catholics, possessing the same ministry. 
and administering the same sacraments. 

2. As to alieged departures from Rome the 
prayer-book of the piscopal Church does not 
condemn “the confessional” and the dogma 
of a purgatory.“ and it holds most clearly that 
its priest’ have the power to forgive sins. 

8. The term Catholic does not mean * embrac- 
ing all.“ but for all. and so the Episcopal Church 
is the Catholic Church of America (and of all 
Engiish- speaking nations), for it is that part of 
the Catholic Church of Christ which was first 
planted in the United States by lawfully author. 
ized priests, and the first church in this land 
to have lawfuily consecra Bishups, and 
it is just as truly the Church ok 
God for Americans as the church which St. * 

ianted in Corinth was the Church of God for 

orinthiaus. 

4. The catholicity of the church is 
not determined by the number of its mem- 
bers, but by the authority which it has re 
ceived according to the laws of the church to 
represent the church, and so the Catholic 
Church in apy land is that part of the ancient 
church which has lawful ecclesiastical jurisdic- 
tion in that land. The Episcopal Church has de- 
rived its authority from the Aposties by unbro- 
ken succession. It claims n me as the 
Catholic Church of this land. (1) anne it it was 
the first church pianted in this land. (2) Because 
its Bishops were the first to possess this land. 

3) Becauseitis the only part of the Apostolic 
Church which has ever possessed the allegiance 
of the English-speaking peoples. 

5. I maintain, therefore, that the Episcopal 
Charch is the Catholic Church of America, 
cause it is, according to the principles of ecclesi- 
astical law, which are recognized by man as 
well as Anglican canonis that part of the 
Catholic Church which has lawful claim upon 
all American people and because its faith is es- 
sentially what is recognized the world over as 
the Catholic faith and not the Protestant faith 
at all.

OBSERVATIONS ON THE ABOVE, 

The editorial to which the correspondent re- 
fers criticised the proposition of Dr. Clendennin 
of New York that the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of this country call itself The Holy 
Catholic Church —that it give up the honored 
name by which it is so well and favorably 
known and attempt to appropriate the name of 
an older and an overwhelmingly more numerous 
church. The names of old churches should not 
be changed lightly and without due cause, When 
a man says he belongs to the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church every one knows what his 
religious creed is. And if names are 
changed there should be no infringement of 
the prior rights of another church. The Roman 
Catholic Church called itself the Holy Catholic 
Church long before the Protestant Episcopal 
Church or the Church of England came into ex- 
istence. It presmoted that title seventeen or 
eighteen centuries ago and ought to be allowed 
the unmolested use of it. 

1. The correspondent says Protestant Epie- 
copal” isa misnomer. Even if it were it would 
do no harm after it had been sanctified by more 
than a century’s use in this country and 
every one understood perfectly what those 
words signify. But are those words 
a misnomer? The writer says his 
church does protest except in a limited sense. 
On the contrary, it protests in a very broad sense, 
It protests against papal supremacy, transub- 
stantiation, papal infallibility, the immaculate 
conception, and various other Roman Catholic 
doctrines. It protests also against Presbyterian- 
ism, Congregationalism, etc., because those sects 
have no respect for the “Apostolic succession” 
doctrine. It protests against Unitarianism, Uni- 
versalism, and Lutheranism. It finds fault with 
something in the church government or church 
doctrines of every sect under the sun. It is pro- 
testing against everybody, and may be called 
more of a protestant church than the ifferent 
evangelical denominations which fellowship 


with one another. 


The correspondent says “ his church has the 
pure Catholic faith. Each of the sects, large 
or small, insists that it alone has the true Chris- 
tian dogmas that were committed to the saints 
by the Founder. Thatis the one thing they all 
agree in. [fa plurality vote of Christians were 
to decide the question the Roman Oatholic 
Church wotld come out ahead. If a majority 
vote were necessary the question never would be 
sett ed as to which was right. It never will be 
decided, and the controversy is purely one of 
claim and counter claim—denials and 
affirmations. If the Protestant Episcopal 
Church has *txisted “continuously from the 
earliest Christian ages and has the ‘apostolic 
succession ministry it must trace its dsscent 
and titie through the Roman Catholic Church. 
For it was nearly six centuries after the cruci- 
fixion of Christ when a Roman Pope sent a imis- 
sionery to England to convert the heathen and 
found churches on that island. The first Bishops 
of the Church of England got their apostolic 
ministry from Roman Catholic who 
held all the doctrines of that church. It is im- 
possible for the Protestant Episcopal Church to 
get back to the Apostles, except through Rome. 

2. Granted that the prayer book does not con- 
demn the doctrine of purgatory or the confes- 
sional. . But it does not sanction them and de- 
clares them dogmas of that church. There are 
many things the prayer book does not condemn 
which are received with disfavor by al! members 
of the church, except a few uitra high charch- 
men who want to get as near the Mother

of church government and will welcome all con- 
trite sinners just as cheerfully as the Episcopal 
Church does. As ten times more Americans have 
accepted the invitetion of che Roman Catholic 
Church to enter it and be saved than have ac- 
cepted the American Episcopalian invitation, it 
does look somewhat as if the former was the 
most of a Holy Catholic Church “for all.” 

Nor was the Episcopalian Church the one 
“first planted in the United States by lawfully 
authorised priests. Prior to the Jamestown set- 
tlement, and prior to the organization of the 
Church of England in this country, lawfully au- 
thorized Catholic priests officiated in Florida. If 
the first sect which establishes itself in a country 
can preémpt it, and become the church of God 
for that country, then the claims of the Roman 
Catholic Church are paramount in this country, 
so our correspondent trips himself. 

4. If the Catholicity of a church is to be de 
termined, not by numbers but by the fact that 
it derived its authority from the Aposties, then 
it becomes a question of evidence. All 
the other sects deny there is any such evi- 
dence. But supposing thére is, why use that as 
a pretext for “jumping” the claim of another 
sect to its name? The Episcopal Church was not 
the first to possess this land. Ifthe Episcopal 
Church had Bishops in the American colonies 
before any other church, that cuts no figure as 
against sects which do not believe in prelates or 
bishops. The Episcopal Church has not the al- 
legianee of more than a fifth of the English speak - 
ing people in the worid, or 1 per cent of them in 
this country. All churches which will accept the 
Apostles’ Creed are apostoiic. 

5. Common sense is above ecclesiastical law. 
That church has the most lawful claim upon all 
American ple which is most fruitful in good 
works, afid which is most effective in making 
men lead good lives and be honest, patriotic,jand 
law-abiding citizens. 

Tun Tumor renews its advice that there 
be no change of name, which is of exceed- 


ingly doubtful policy, but if one be 
made it be to American Episcopal 
Church.“ If there are Episcopalians 


who feel that it is essential to their 
spiritual salvation that they be called Catho- 
lies, then let them join the Holy Catholic 
Church and be happy. It would be much 
better if all those who have yearnmgs after 
the whole Roman Catholic doctrines and 
names and costumes would quietly go over to 
that church than to keep up a continual agi- 
tation and distraction in the American 
Protestant Episcopal Church; at least that is 
the way it looks to an impartial outsider who 
believes that all good men and women of 
every Christian sect go to heaven.—([Editor

| FIND A MAN TO SAVE THEIR LIVEs. 


Romantic Story of the Disappearance of 
T. W. Bennett of Sailor Springs, III. 


The mystery surrounding the disappearance 
of T. W. Bennett from Sailor Springs, III., 
about three years ago has been cleared away 
by the discovery of Bennett in Louisville, much 
to the relief of James and Jacob McKinney, 
who had been arrested on a charge of mur- 
dering him. 

Bennett is a brother of Thomas Bennett, 
the carpenter contractor, of the firm of Ben- 
nett& Kriete, He was of a roving turn of 
mind, and about three years ago he deter. 
mined to see the world and at the same time 
to make money, He struck outa) a canvas. 
ser and carried with him blanks for making 
out family records. He traveled over Ken- 
tucky and Indiana, and finally reached Illinois. 
While he was in that town he fell in with 
James and Jacob McKinney, two brothers 
who lived alone in a large, handsome house 
near the outskirts of the town. The brothers 
were reputed to berich, A strong friendship 
at once sprang up between them and Bennett. 

After remaining with the brothers for 
nearly a year he suddenly disappeared, He 
had grown tired of the life on the farm and 
he determined to go South. It was a whim 
of his to dieappear from the house ut night 
and cast about his departurean air of mys. 
tery. When he left he went to Bay St. Louis, 
in Mississippi. His disappearance from Iili- 
nois was not only a mystery to his late friends, 
but his relatives in Louisville even lost sight 
of him, 

In the meantime it became a matter of pud- 
lic talk that Bennett had disappeared under 
peculiar circumstances, and it was not long 
before the finger of suspicion was pointed at 
the two brothers. 

About this time the brothers’ barn burned 
down. It was at once surmised they had 
burned the barn to hide some crime and 
search was made in the wreck. Hidden 
among the smolder ashes were found 
bones and teeth which appeared to be hu- 
man. 

Shortly afterward an old suit of clothes, 
which were identified by some of those who 
knew Bennett, were found in an old well. 
The evidence of the clothes and bones was 
Sone to be final and convincing, The 
people of Sailor Springs were wrought to a 
frenzy and for some time threats of a lynch- 
ing were freely made, 

The brothers, knowing their innocence, felt 
no uneasiness until one night a mob attacked 
their house and started to take them out and 
hang them. The brothers begged so piteous- 
ly and argued so forcibly one of the 
leaders of the mob weakened, and they left 
without carrying out their intentions. This 
again aroused tne public, and the authorities 
felt that something had to be done. They 
ordered the arrest of the two brothers. The 
men gave bonds in the sum of $20,000, and 
were released pending their trial. 

They at once began to make a search for 
the lost Bennett, and spent a small fortune in 
doing so, but up to about a month ago could 
eecure no trace of him, 

ln the meantime Bennett was ignorant of 
what his disappearance had brought about. 
The first he knew of it was about a year ago 
when a former companion, Bowers by name, 
wrote to him saying that it was reported he 
was dead and congratulating him on his be- 
ing very much alive. A year ago Bennett re- 
turned to Louisville and married Miss Lula 
Denman of Fiora, Ind. He took up his resi- 
dence at No. 340 Camp street, 

About four months ago he received a letter 
froin one of che brothers and answered it. A 
week or so after the lice authorities . of 
Louisville received word from Sailor Springs 
to look up T. W. Bennett, who was thought 
to be livingin Louisville. Detectives were 
put on the case and they located him at the 
address given. 

Bennett heard nothing more until Thursday

The greatest development in the sugar in- 
dustry in Kansas was reached in 1889, when 
factories were built at Meade, Ar!kalon, Lib- 
erel, Minneola, Medicine Lodge, Attica, and 
Ness City. The Department of Agriculture 
bought some machinery for nearly all the 
new factories. government took a bill of 
sale of all machinery so purchased, assumed 
the ownership, and in each instance puta 
chemist from the department at Washington 
to look after and operate it. The sugar com- 
panies in each instance bought most 
of the machinery, the government sup- 
plying only such as had not yet had practical 
tests. The mille were all built with the as- 
sistance of bonds voted by the towns in which 
they were located. In 1889 nearly all of the 
milis erected were on the line of the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacitic railroad company 
and the company invested largely in the 
sugar stock. It was in one of these mills, the 
one located at Minneola, that the fraud men- 
tioned in the report of Secretary Morton’s 
committee was discovered, 

It ig true the machinery refused todo what 
was expected of it and the mill would not 
granulate the sugar, so to insure the payment 
of the bonds voted by the municipality a 
few barrels uf sugar were hauled over from 
Dodge City and dumped-into the bine and 
palmed off as the product of the mill. The 
bonds were delivered on this showing and the 
fraud was discovered and reported by the 
State Sugar Inspector. 

The companies as a rule went into bank- 
ruptey and were sold out by order of the 
court. The Department of Agriculture under 
the present and previous adiministrations 
neglected to appoint custodians to look after 
the property of the government, and as the 
government machinery was mixed up with 
that belonging to the respective companies 
it was sometimes sold along with the rest. 
The government failed to take care of its 
machinery and it went to fack and ruin or 
was stolen together with that of the bankrupt

Hubert Vos, the Artist Just Arrived in 
America, Has Friends Here. 

Hubert Vos, who has arrived in New York 
with commissions to paint the portraits of 
part of the aristocracy of America, possesses 
the distinction of knowmg more people in 
this country than any other European and of 
being more familiar with the principal cities 
of the United States than most native Ameri- 
cans. 

Vos, who was Royal Commissioner of Fine 
Arts for Holland at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion, for which service the Queen of the Neth- 
erlands conferred upon him the Knighthood 
of the House of Orange and Nassau, not only 
spent the six months of the Fair in Chicago 
in 1893, but he devoted more than a year 
afterward to acquainting himself with Amer- 
ican life, He spent a season in Newport and 
New York and he has lived for months on 
the great cattle ranches of Mexico.

MacRae Extols His Own Ventures. 
D. S. MacRae, editor of the London Finan- 
cial Times, has accord study of the mining 
h 


situation and, according to report, he. is 
as conversant with the general situation as 
any man in London. He has recently writ- 
ten a private letter to Chicago, in which he 
gives zhe following account of mining in 
the Transvaal, with particular reference to 
the Black Reef Claim in the Witwatersrand 
gold fields, in which it must be remembered 
he is heavily interested: 
“The Randt, as it is called, is a district 
in the Transvaal, of which Johannesberg is 
the center and capital. To the east and 
west of Johannesberg a long and continuous 
series of reefs occur. These were discov- 
ered as recently as 1888; at the same time the 
whole country was found to be auriferous. 
It was then thought that these were simply 
reefs which would go down a certain dis- 
tance and then pinch out or become value- 
less, as is so very usual in ordinary quartz 
mining. A number of com les were 
formed and some of them did remarkably 
well,while others followed the usual specu- 
lative line. A few claims were capitalized 
for, say, £100,000, the venders taking £70,000 
for their property and the remaining £30,000 
representing the working capital, but in 
many cases the necessary capital was not 
subscribed. It is needless to say that the 
first cold wind that blew destroyed the 
hopes of any companies so frailly constitut- 
ed, and when money became tight here 
owing to the monetary difficulties in 1890, 
a large number of these companies came 
to a natural death. But those which had 
capital behind them continued to prosper. 
It was found that the reefs, instead of being 
nearly perpendicular (as is the rule in quartz 
mining), went down at an angie of 30 or 
40 degrees, the quartz or banket becoming 
richer at the greater depth. I may here 
explain to you that Randt mining is not 
quartz mining at all, the gold being found 
in conglomerate or banket. This banket 
consists of pebble and cement, and varies 
in different veins from eighteen inches to 
twelve or fourteen feet in thickness. The 
gold is found around the pebbles and in- 
cased by the cement, and, up to the present, 
banket has been treated by the ordinary 
methods known as quartz mining. Prior to 
1890 the reefs, if we may so call them, had 
been worked by the usual rag-tag and bob- 
tail who flock to a new gold field. Ex- 
butchers became mining experts, and ex- 
patriated patriots blossomed forth as mine 
managers. It. is needless to say that under 
these circums s very rich ore was need- 
ed to pay for the extravagant working 
such unskilled management would cause. 


The Setback of 1890. 

“Consequently, any but the richest strikes 
of ore were abandoned in 1890, and it is well 
that you should understand the majority of 
the banket or ore does not provide rich gold, 
and ‘that the return of one ounce per ton is 
a colossal fortune, while ten, eight, or even 
seven cwts. per ton is an excellent busi- 
ness proposition.

The expenses of securing them was 
héeavy—as much as £10,000 per annum being 
given by Messrs. Barnato Bros., one of the 
leading firms on the Randt, for the services 
of Mr. Hammond. The talent was added 
to by the acquisition of Mr. Hamilton Smith, 
well known on your side asa great geologist 
and mining expert, whose services were se- 
cured by the Rothschilds, who are always 
anxious to be in the forefront of any scheme 
where money is to be made, but who take 
the greatest precautions to insure their not 
entering on any wildcat schemes.

IS THE PRIMARY LAW WORTH ANY- 
THING! 

The first act to legalize primaries was 
passed in 1887 in response toa demand that 
something must be done by law to secure 
honesty and fair-dealing at those important 
elections: Flaws having been discovered 
in the act of that year, the next General 
Assembly enacted another and a more 
stringent one. It abounds with provisions 
for the punishment of cheating, intimida- 
tion, and bribery. If it were lived up to 
primary elections would be as peaceful and 
as free from fraud as the regular elections, 
and quiet, orderly people would be almost as 
much inclined to vote at the former as at the 
latter. 

It is well known, however, that that law 
is notenforced. In those wards where fair- 
play is most needed there is as much cheat- 
ing and violence as there was under the old 
go-as-you-please system. Nothing ever hap- 
pened before the law was passed any worse 
than what took place in the First Ward 
Wednesday. The leaders of the gang which 
raided the First Ward polling places knew 
of the existence of this primary law, but 
they knew also that though it had been 
violated often nobody had ever been pun- 
ished therefor. So they went at their bad 


work without fear. 
A law like this primary elections one, 


which is not enforced, is worse than no law 
at all. It aids rascals instead of hindering 
them. Decent men who have respect for 
the laws obey this one, and endeayor to ab- 
stain from the practices it condemns. The 
spoils-brokers say they are for the law and 
pay no attention to its provisions. They 
call their primaries under it and then pro- 
ceed to trample it under foot. 

It would be better were there no law at all 
and the fact were recognized that whgever 
did the most cheating and thumping was 
entitled to the victory. Then all would 
stand on the same footing and the hands of 
none would be tied. The side which could 
hire the most bullies and bribe the most 
judges would be admitted by common con- 
sent to be the one which deserved to rule. 

Either do that or try to enforce the law 
by punishing those who violate it. If it is 
found that the statute is worthless, then 
what will have proved to be a sham reform 
will be out of the way. The Civic Federa- 
tion is going to see whether the law amounts 
to anything. It has collected evidence con- 
cerning the outrages committed Wednes- 
day, and will prosecnte the offenders. This 
is something which should have been done 
long ago, but “better late than never.” If 
eonvictions can be secured under this law 
logal bosses and their followers will have 
more respect for it, and will not violate it 
as brazenly as they have been doing. There 
is more respect felt for the general election 
laws since some Democrats were sent to 
Joliet for breaking them. If the primary 
election law can be enforced it will be a 
most salutary one. If it is to be a dead let- 
ter, then, like the barren fig tree, cut it 
down; why cumbereth it the ground?”

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HOMES FOR DEPENDENT CHILDREN, 

There never was a time in the history 
of Chicago when it has been more sorely 
afflicted with the malignant mischief and 
rampant rowdyism of hoodlums and half- 
grown boys who are under no restraint at 
home and who spend their time on the 
streets, in alleys, and upon vacant lots, 
making life a burden for peaceably dis- 
posed persons. They ate entirely free from 
police interference, for the police cannot 
catch them even when they are disposed to 
do so. If a property-owner, after being 
harassed until he can stand it no longer, 
presumes to interfere with one of the pests 
then he is at once accused of cruelty and is 
brought before a Justice, whose sympathy 
is usually with the hoodlum, and fined. 
The city is overrun with these nuisances by 
day and by night. 

It is now an open question whether Chi- 
cago is not suffering sufficiently from these 
pests, who are turned out upon the streets 
because their parents ¢an do nothing with 
them at home, without having their num- 
bers increased by graduation from indus- 
trial schools, which, a¢cording to the testi- 
mony of experts, are supported by the tax- 
payers of this county as recruiting head- 
quarters for the criming! and pauper classes, 
and are so conspicuously mismanaged that 
they subserve this:undesirable purpose and 
no other. The County Commissioners have 


taken an excellent step in asking the Coun- 


ty Attorney-to point out some way by which 
the county may be relieved from the work- 
ing of the State law which governs the dis- 
position of dependent children. The Chair- 
man of the special committee does not over- 
state the case when he says: 

To use plain language these institutions, with 
the exception of the Glemwood school, are mere 
money-making concerns. All the managers are 
after is the $10 4 month Cook County pays for the 
keep of each child committed to their care. There 
is no pretense of educating or training these chil- 
dren or providing homes for them. We found 
girls at the Evanston school who had been there 
nine years, but were no better fitted to go out in 
the world and earn an honest.living than they 
were when first sent theré. The result is plain to 
every thinker. There comes a time when these 
children must be turned put on the streets, and, 
not knowing anything better, they drift at once 
into evil ways and become a menace to the com- 
munity. 

The remedy for this condition of things is 
in plain sight. It only remains to devise 
some method by which the county can make 
an application of it. That remedy is to 
send these children out into the country and 
place them upon farms, where they can 
grow up free from the influences of city life 
and become used to healthy work. There 
are societies organized for this very pur- 
pose. They have no/difficulty in finding 
good homes for dependent children at very 
small cost. They have a larger demand 
than they can fill. One of the superintend- 
ents of these schools says: 


There are now over 400 applications on our 
tooks, and if we had 400 children at our disposal 
we could put every one of them in comfortable 
homes inside of a week. The people who apply for 
children are mainly farmers of means in the West. 

e children are in all cases adopted when, after 
a trial, they prove satisfactory. We have ä long 
record of cases where children thus placed have 
become worthy men and women. 


The remedy thus offered is thorouPhly 
practical. It will take children off the 
streets. It will remoye them from danger- 
ous influences. It will accustom them to 
useful work. It will furnish them with the 
pleasures of country life, which are always 
attractive to boys. It will supply the de- 
serving ones with good homes, and make 
better men and women out of them, and it 
will deplete the volume of municipal vice 
and crime, besides saving a large amount 
of money supplied by the taxpayers and 
misapplied by tax-eaters. 


THE HUGE AFRICAN GOLD GAMBLE. 
The cable brings news of a sudden de- 
pression in South African gold-mining 
“properties” which may prove to be the be- 
ginning of a terrific collapse. The initial 
pressure came from Paris, the French Gov- 
ernment wishing to prevent further selling 
of rentes by persons anxious to invest the 
proceeds in the gold fields. If this be not 
the beginning of the end the break cannot 
be far off, for it is universally conceded that 
the craze is a mad ohe, having no parallel 
in the history of the stock markets during 
many years past. Tue Trisune of last 
Wednesday stated some facts about the ex- 
tent of the excitement, and additional par- 
ticulars may be of interest to many readers. 
The base of the speculation in South Af- 
rica, which has risen to an aggregate valua- 
tion estimated at not far from a billion and 
a half of dollars, is a newly conquered 
tract of country some 1,000 miles from the 
seacoast and having) an altitude of 6,000 
feet. It is not yet developed, and is settled 
but sparingly, though the City of Johannes- 
burg is said to have grown at a rate recall- 
ing the palmy days of “city building” dur- 
ing the gold excitement in California, The 
tract is not yet reached by railroads. Un- 
doubtedly it containg rich gold mines, and 
some estimates claim for that region that 
it contains more gold than has been taken 
from all the mines the world during this 
century, but this is not yet proved. The 
gold product of the region last year was 
about 35 million dollars in amount, and 
that of this year is ¢xpected to be from 20 
to 25 per cent greater. But the companies, 
mining, land, banking, and subsidiary, have 
a total capital of more than 250 million 
dollars, and their n jarket value“ on the 
London Stock Exchange was fully four 
times that amount a couple of weeks ago.

| six mining companies which have paid divi- 
dends, and their capital rose from a nom- 
inal value of about 33 million dollars two 
years ago to nearly 193 millions, or fully 
600 per cent. Besides these there are 133 
mining companies which have not yet paid a 
cent, but their original capital of 139 mill- 
ions has more than trebled in selling 
value solely on the strength of their great 
expectations, Besides these 27 miscella- 
neous companies, recently organized, now 
are speculatively rated as worth four times 
their nominal capital of about $80,000,000, 
The Barnato Bank, recently started with a 
subscribed capital of 7½ millions to finance 
the region, finds its stock valued at six 
times that amount. 

This rate of inflation is too terrific to be 
continued much longer. The production of 
gold in South Africa will not stop, but may 
be expected to increase. Doubtless also 
that great region will be settled up by white 
people, as it has a climate which is favor- 
able for them. It is described as a sort of 
health citadel from which a white popula- 
tion could rule and administer the affairs of 
a vast surrounding stretch of tropical val- 
leys, plains, lowland, and coast, and it is 


Africa where white men can live and bring 
up their families with comfort and good 
health. So the future of that country may 
be regarded as assured, but at a terrible 
cost to the thousands of people in England, 
France, Germany, Belgium, and Holland 
who have invested all their spare capital in 
the stocks of the South African gold com- 
panies at five or six times their actual 
worth, and to many thousands of others 
who have put their money into the stocks 
of companies formed expressly for the pur- 
pose of swindling the public. It may be re- 
garded as probable that if the collapse has 
not actually begun now it hardly can be de- 


the time when money always “tightens” in 
the money markets of Europe. When it 
comes it will cause a great panic. 


—— 


WHAT CICERO SHOULD Do. 

Some of the inhabitants of that portion of 
Cicero which has not yet been annexed to 
Chicago are not satisffed with their present 
forms of civic government. It is not digni- 
fied or ornate enough for them. They live 
in an incorporated township. They want 
to have a city of their own. They want a 
Mayor, Aldermen, City Clerk, a Com- 


_gnissioner of Health, and a Commissioner of 


Public, Works, Chief of Police, Chief of 
Fires, etc. They want more tax-eaters of 
all kinds, for a “ city ” will need many more 
than a town, and those who work fora city 
will have to get much higher pay. 

These ambitious Ciceronians yearn for 
more style and expense and heavier taxes. 
They wish to convert their large territory, 
which is six miles long and two and a half 
tosthree and a half miles wide, and which 
contains many pleasant villages, strung 
along the railroads with great vacant past- 
urage spaces between them, into a“ city,“ 
to be lighted, policed, drained, paved, fire 
protected, and provided with lake water, 
all in first-class metropolitan style. All of 
which can be done, but it will cost much 
money—millions of it. 

Next month the Ciceronians will vote on 
this question of city organization. Tue 
TRIBUNE'S advice to them is to vote“ No.” 
It suggests that they study the experience 
of Lake View. The people of that town 
put on _— frills, found the expense was 
getting too great for their tax-paying ca- 
pacities, the taxes piling up on them stdad- 
ily and promising soon to double, and the 
bonded debt also, So they concluded to 
unite with the great Chicago. If Cicero 
adopts a city form of government it will 
travel the same road. It will find -by ex- 
perience that to keep up an independent 
city establishment in necessary first-class 
style, with an army of municipal tax-eaters, 
will mean living beyond its income or tax- 
paying ability. 

If the residents feel that they ought to be 
addressed at mass-meetings and elsewhere 
as “fellow citizens” instead of “fellow 
townshipmen” or “fellow villagers,” all 
they have to do is to annex themselves to 
Chicago. Practically they are a part of the 
great city now. Elevated roads and electric 
surface roads and steam railways have 
bound them closely to Chicago. The in- 
habitants of the township are Chicagoans 
except in name, and they can get that hon- 
orable and influential name by a simple 
vote for annexation to this imperial city. 
Then they will be citizens of no mean place, 
and can write their names and addresses 
with pride on a hotel register when out of 
town. 

Annexation to Chicago will give them all 
the style they want, and their taxes will be 
no higher than now. Their own Town As- 
sessor will still assess their property, and if 
deemed desirable the territory annexed to 
the West Town can be restored to Cicero. 
All the special ordinances of Cicero will be 
respected. Aldermen representing them 
will assist in governing Chicago. The wise 
thing for them to do is to follow the exam- 
ple of Hyde Park, Lake, and Lake View, 
and come in out of the wet, and thereby 
round out the city limits on the west as they 
have been on the north and south. 

MAKE INDIANS OF THE BRUTES. 

Another proof that the Indian of North 
America is a stupid and senseless creature 
is presented in the announcement that the 
Choctaws are perfectly willing to adopt 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons into the tribe and 
to admit them thus to full fellowship with 
the braves. If the Indian of today bore the 
slightest resemblance to Uncas, the friend 
of Leatherstocking, he would no more con- 
sent to chum with low bruisers like these 
prize fighters than he would consent to take 
lodgings with a polecat. 

But if the Indian has earned public con- 
tempt he has also earned the public’s grati- 
tude by his self-degrading complaisance. 
It is pretty hard on the Choctaws, but it is 
a great thing for the paleface th have Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons eradicated, so to 
speak, from the Caucasian fabric of repu- 
tation and deposited upon the red savages. 
It is true the two thugs were born white as 
to countenances and livers, but they want 
to join the red men, and if they do they will 
relieve their previous race connections of 
all responsibility. After they have once 
been sealed with the seal of the tribe thes 
are Indians through and through, and are no 
longer citizens of the United States. 

It is to be hoped that Corbett and Fitz- 
simmons will not disappoint the expecta- 
tions they have thus aroused. For the sake 
of everybody not copper colored they must 
not do it, for their own sakes they ought not 
to do it. They would be much better off as 
Indians than they are now. They wouid 
have nothing to do but wear picturesque 
blankets, drink bad whisky, smoke cigar- 
ets, and lie around in the sun; except, of 
course, attending an occasional powwow.

CHURCHES BY WARDS IN CHICAGO. 

The Rey. William E. McLennan of Ber- 
wyn has compiled a church map of Chica- 
go showing where each church is located 
and its relation to ward boundaries, and 
tables showing the number of Protestaut 
churches and their relation to the popula- 
tion of wards. Bxcept in the Eighth, 
Ninth, Nineteenth, and Twentieth Wards 
the average is about one church to 3,000 
population. In the Twentieth it is one to 
7,309, in the Nineteenth one to 8,955, in the 
Ninth one to 7,092, and in the Eighth one to 
21,019, the population of the latter ward be- 
ing 42,038. The poverty-stricken manner 
in which Protestant religion is supplied to 
the Eighth-Warders leads Mr. McLennan 
to moralize after the following fashion: 

Imegine a city of 42,000 inhabitants in this 
country with only three churches, in not one of 
which can a service be heard in the English 
tongue! Were such a city discovered in the United 
States or in any English-speaking country of the 
world with what eloquence would we plead for 
men and money to evangelize the needy field, 
But here at our doors are 42,000 people, most of 
whom speak our language, more than half of 
whom have been born on our own soll, and they 
are as abandoned as though they were in the heart 
of China. 

Mr. McLennan’s statistics do not accu- 
rately describe the situation. He has not 
taken into account the fact that the Roman 
Catholic Church represents in Chicago about 
as many members who hold sittings and 
regularly attend church as all the Protest- 
ant denominations combined. There is a 
great number of Protestants attending 
church who may be called “transients,” 
and who do not rent pews. Soin some of 
these wards where there are few churches 
to the total population it simply means that 
there are few Protestant churches simply 
because nearly all the church-going people 
are Roman Catholic, In the First Ward, 
for instance, there are few churches be- 
cause it is not a family residence ward. 
This will largely account for the fact that 
there are not enough Protestant churches in 
proportion to population. There is a Cath- 
olic population in the city of five or six hun- 
dred thousand, and a large majority of them 
are church-goers, while of the Protestant 
million probably not a quarter attend church 
and pay pew rents, 


PLANS OF THE PULLMAN 
COMPANY. 

It is stated in a New York dispatch that a 
company is to be chartered under the laws 
of New Jersey which will buy all the real 
estate of the Pullman company which is 
not used directly for manufacturing pur- 
poses. Thus the latter would dispose of the 
houses which it rents now to its employés. 
The reason for this contemplated action is 
said to be the apprehension that the Su- 
preme Court of this State may sustain the 
contention of the Attorney-General that it 
cannot under its charter be in the real estate 
as well as the manufacturing business. 

There is no doubt that the dual relation 
of employer and landlord which the Pull- 
man company held as regards its employés 
was an unfortunate one last year. But for 
that and for the failure of the company to 
reduce rents as well as wages after the 
panic it is questionable whether there would 
have been any strike and any Debs and 
Howard insurrection upon the advice of the 
then Mayor. 

Therefore, quite regardless of what the 
Supreme Court may decide, it is better that 
the company should sustain only one rela- 
tion to its employés, instead of two. The 
reason for owning and renting houses was 
a valid one at the outset from many points 
of view. The works were far from the city 
then. They are in it now. 

But it is alleged that the stock of this new 
land company will be taken by the stock- 
holders of the old one. In that event there 
would be a nominal but not a real change of 
ownership. The contention of the Attor- 
ney-General might be met successfully, but 
the employé who rented a house in Pullman 
would still have practically one and the 
same landlord and employer. It would be 
better to separate the two entirely, for they 
rarely work wall together. 


REPORTED 


It is a pleasant announcement from Wash- 
ington that Mr. Spofford, the Congressional 
Librarian, will not be removed from his 
position on account of his recent financial 
complications. He has made good the ap- 
parent shortage and his requisitions for sal- 
aries and other expenses are now honored 
without question. This is as it should be. 
No one who knows Mr. Spofford would ever 
delieve that he was guilty of embezzling 
the public money. Mr. Spofford is a ii- 
brarian and not-an accountant or financier. 
He is first, last, and always a librarian, and 
the fittest man in the country for the post 
which he occupies. His alleged shortage, 
which he has made good, was clearly the re- 
sult of piling financial duties upon him for 
which he is unfitted and which he never 
should have been, asked to perform. 


Tue Governor of Oklahoma says the new 
Territory has now 275,000 people [7] who are 
industrious, contented, and prosperous, As 
the Democrats in the last House voted to 
admit Arizona, which has only about one- 
fifth as many people, and a good many of

THERB is still another point which should 
be emphasized in urging the Board of Ed- 
ucation to adopt the Thornton resolution 
providing for military drill in the schools. 
It would be not only optional and with- 
out expense to the taxpayers, but it would 
not encroach upon the time devoted to the 
regular studies as fads do. The drill would 
take place before or after school hours or 
during Saturdays, so that it would in no 
way interfere with the school studies. The 
only difficulty in the way would be the prop- 
er selection of pupils for the school regi- 
ment, for once it was decided to have the 
drill and evolutions every boy in the schools 
of Chicago would want to get into uniform 
and parade. But this is a matter which 
could be easily settled by the natural 
processes of selection.

EFFECT OF A STREET RAILWAY ON 
THE THOROUGHFARE. 


Increase in Business Follows the Es- 
tablishment of a Surface or Elevat- 
ed Road, While Its Withdrawal 
Causes Depression and Stagnation— 
Lake Street Blevated May Give Up 
Steam and Use Electricity—How 
Business Is Influenced. 


Numerous examples of the extraordinary 
factor street railroads are in the making 
or unmaking of a street can be seen in Chi- 
cago.

WOBLD’S GOLD PRODUCT FOR 1894. 


Mint Director's Interesting Revlew- Last 
Year's Predictions More Than Verified.

Director then discusses the outlook for the 

future as follows: 

** Predictions as to the future production of 
the precious metals are always hazardous; 
but, so far as any predictions capabie of ful- 
fillment in 1894 are contained in the above 
extract from the report on the production of 
the precious metals in 1893, they have been 
verified by the history of the production of 
gold in 1894. The value of the world’s out- 
put of gold in the latter year not only equaled 
the annual average of both gold and silver in 
the period 1861-1865, but exceeded it by 
$11,204,600, while the world’s yield of gold 
alone in 1894 was greater than that of the 
average of the years 1856-1860, in which the 
productiveness. of the Australian and Cali- 
fornian gold fields was at its high. 
est, by 5,882,600, or more than 384 
per cent. Ihe ‘great probability 
that the value of the world’s output of gold 
in 1895 and 1896 would equal that of both 
metals in the years immediately preceding the 
beginning of the depreciation of silver has 
been changed into a certainty by the events 
of 1894, since the average annual yield of 
goid and silver of all countries in 1866-1873 
exceeds that of gold alone in 1894 by less 
than 511.000.000. While, however, in 1893 
the United States ranked first as a gold-pro- 
ducing country, in 1894 it ranked probably 
only third, its output of 889,500,000 havi 
been exceeded in the latter year by that of 
Australasia ($41,760,800) and that of Africa 
($40,271,000). But while the production of 
gold by the United States in 1894 was rela- 
tively less than in 1893 it shows an absolute 
increase of $3,545,000 in 1894 over the 
product of 1893. 

„There has, with the exception of the year 
1890, been a steady increase in the world’s 
annual production of gold since 1887, when, 
the yield of the Witwatersrandt mines began 
to figure to any noteworthy extent in the to- 
tal yield of the metal, so there is the 
best of reasons for claiming that the discov- 
ery of the conglomerate beds of that region 
marks the beginning of as well-defined and 
important a period in the history of the pro- 
duction of gold as does the discovery of the 

old deposits of California and Australia. It 
8 an error, however, to assume that the re- 
cent increase of the world’s output of gold is 
due exclusively to the South African mines. 

The average annual gold product of the 
world in the fourteen years 1873-1886, in- 
clusive, was $103,796,200. The gold pro- 
duction of the world, exclusive of South Af. 
rica, in the years 1887 to 1894, inclusive, 1s 
shown in the following table:

“Tt thus appears that if the Wit waters 
randt mines had never been discovered the 
world’s production of gold since 1873, and 
especialiy since 1887, would, everything

333,475 more than the annual average of 
the fourteen preceding years, which em- 
brace nearly five years anterior to the publi- 
cation of Prof. Suess’ celebrated theory and 
nearly the nine years immediately follow.

Speculative produce markets were all weak 
and demoralized yesterday.’ In wheat the 
big receipts are the controlling factor. That 
receipts of wheat in the Northwest would be 
unusually heavy has long been a foregone 
conclusion, The trade has now settled down 
to a belief that a large quantity of the North- 
western wheat is to be transferred to Chi- 
cago.

HOPKINS IS MADE RECEIVER. 
President of the Alley L Assumes Con- 
trol of the Property for the Courts. 

Marcellus Hopkins, President of the Alley 
„L.,“ was yesterday appointed receiver for 
the property of the corporation upon the ap- 
plication of the bondholders. The holders 
of the first and second mortgage bonds have 
entered into as friendly an agreement as 
there can be between the holders of rival 
securities, and in the application which was 
made the wishes of the holders of the sec- 
ond mortgage bonds apparently took prece- 
dence over those of the first mortgage bond- 
holders. The case came up in Judge Hane- 
cy’s court, the application being filed by 
Mr. Beale, representing second mortgage 
bondholders. It was on the suggestion of 
Mr. Beale and John J. Mitchell, represent- 
ing these bondholders as trustee, that Pres- 
ident Hopkins was named as receiver. It 
is said the first mortgage bondholders want- 
ed Byron L. Smith appointed. They held 
that Mr. Hopkins had been elected Presi- 
dent to serve the interests of the stockhold- 
ers of the company, and that it would be as 
well to have some one else named in his 
place The objections raised, however, 
were not strenuous, and the wishes of the 
second mortgage bondholders were complied 
with. The bond of the receiver was fixed at 
$50,000, and this was speedily made up so 
that the receiver could assume control of 
the property. 

The appointment of a receiver will, in the 
opinion of Mr. Mitchell, simplify the work of 
the Reorganization committee. There will 
be no delay from this score in getting to- 
gether the members of the committee and 
in deciding upon a plan to be submitted to 
the stock and bond holders of the corpora- 
tion. The meeting was to be held Tuesday 
of this week, but owing to the fact that Col. 
Wolcott could not be present the meeting 
was postponed for one week. Just what the 
committee will decide upon is a question 
which only the future can disclose. Mr. 
Mitchell is not inclined to discuss the matter, 
but those who have looked into the question 
can see but one way out of the difficulty, and 
they believe this will be the plan presented 
by the reorganization committee. Their 
idea is for an assessment to be made on tho 
stock of the compeny of, say, $25 per share, 
together with a scaling down of the bonds. 
It is thought by some the committee will 
recommend the scaling down of first mort- 
gage bonds 25 per cent and in the second 
mortgage bonds a scaling down of 35 per 
cent, which would leave the total bonded in- 
debtedness of the company in the neighbor- 
hood of $7,500,000. What would please 
stockholders more than this perhaps would 
be to issue preferred stock in place of the 
bonds, but it is not thought probable this 
would moet with the approval of the holders 
of those securities. 

An assessment of $25 a share.would give 
the company $1,875,000, which it is figured 
would be ample to build extensions to the 
Stock-Yards Englewood, put the 
road in thorough repair, and change the line 
to an electric road. It is said the present 
expenses of operation amount to from 75 to 
0 per cent of the earnings, and that if elec- 
— were substituted this could be re- 
d to 40 per cent, or in other words would 
cut the operating expenses 50 per cent.

The history of thé world cannot show a 
parallel to,the achievement of the city in the 
matter of financial recuperation. All pub- 
lic losses were met, all damages were re- 
paired and paid for, and the city debt, which 
was $14,103,000 in 1871, was $15,545,400 in 


1891. 

The first building in the burnt district was 
started before the fire had reached the lim- 
its on the North Side. It was a board hut 
erected by William D. Kerfoot in front of his 
old office at No. 80 Washington street. It 
was built in the street, because the bricks 

were too hot for a foundation on the lot. It 
was started and completed on Tuesday, was 
12x16 feet, and was surmounted by a sign 
reading, ‘‘Kerfoot’s Block.” It became the 
meeting place for the burnt-outers.“ and on 
its front were posted proclamations, notices 
of meetings, and the names and new ad- 
| dresses of the people. Great gangs of men 
were put to work cleaning the streets. 
Whole rows of dwellings on the South and 
West Sides were quickly transformed into 
hotels, and business houses, and front par- 
lors, commanding and demanding enormous 
rents, became banks and business offices. 

Gov. Bross told in Kirkland's story of 
Chicago how Mr. Medill purchased Ed- 
wards’ job office at No. 15 South Canal street 
Monday afternoon, and while the latter was 
fitting up the office.

A period of social reorganization fol- 
lowed derrick time.

unknown before the fire. Social reorganiza- 
tion was necessary, because the fire had 
completely disrupted society by scattering 
its members to the four quarters. In ante- 
fire days social position depended mainly on 
church affiliation, and the various divisions 
of society were made on congregational 
lines. But thirty-nine churches were 
burned, and the congregations and cliques 
were broken and scattered, and society re- 
Yormed on a basis of intellectual sympathy 
rather than church-affiliation. There were 
three circles of social life in the three divis- 
ions of the city, and the sfruggle for suprem- 
acy will continue as long as the city stands. 
Secial clubs did not come until recent years, 
but since their introduction they have mul- 
tiplied until they wield a vast influence.

TOOK MILLIONS THROUGH THE MOB. 


Charles Henrotin and Solomon Smith car 


ried nearly $2,000,000 in currency and bonds 
through the streets while the fire raged and 
subsequently removed that immense treas- 


place. They were respectively Cashier and 
President of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company, at the time of the fire located in. 
the building at Lake and Dearborn streets. 


The vaults of that bank, it was known, were 


not Ukely to stand the test of fire, and when 
it became evident Chicago was to be almost 


obliterated the two men by a common im- 


pulse hastened to their charge. The raging 
wall of fire was moving quickly toward the 
building from the south when they arrived. 
Sol Smith was a man of action, and so was 
Henrotin. They decided to save the money 
and more valuable securities. An express 
wagon or any sort of conveyance at that 
fatal moment could not be procured for its 
weight in gold. Accordingly the two men 
picked out a number of tin boxes and 
crammed them full of currency. Henrotin 
stuffed his pockets full and then was com- 
pelled to leave thousands in small bills.in the 
vault. He and the President donned long 
linen dusters, and pulled down their slouch 
hats to help disguise themselves. Then they 
threw cloths over the boxes anc sallied forth 
carrying the load between them. 

Ser venchinn the sidewalk Mr. Smith was 
nearly thrown off his feet by the violent 
wind rushing north through Dearborn street 
and he needed the help of his younger and 
stronger companion to gain the lee of the 
Tremont House opposite. 

The streets were thronged with people too 
panic stricken in their flight to notice Smith 
and Henrotin. if indeed any recogni ed them, 
and with some difficulty, but withéut being 
molested, the bankers traveled in Lake 
street to Michigan avenue and thence to 
the Laflin residenee in Washington street, 
opposite Dearborn Park. It was then early 
in the morning. They decided in half an 
hour that the house was unsafe and, taking 
up the boxes, again moved southward in 
Michigan avenue to P. L. Yoe's residence 
in Terrace Row, which extended from Van 
Buren street to Congress. 

The Lake-Front was a mass of fugitives, 
thousands of whom were laden with valua- 
les. Smith and Henrotin recognized many 
people, but they were scarcely accosted and 
probably they were the coolest men in all 
the crowd. They concluded to make a third 
removal of the $2,000,000, this time to a 
spot outside the district which was likely to 
be swept away. They accordingly left Mr. 
Yoe’s house after a brief rest and plunged 
again into che excited crowds in Michigan 
avenue. . Hugging the water's edge—for at 
that tim® Lake Michigan rolled nearly to the 
line of the avenue—they proceeded to Park 
Row, thence to Sixteenth street, bringing up 
at a Mr. Blanchard's residence in Indiana 
avenue, near Seventeenth street. There the 
money was stored in a basement room for 
three days, at the end of which time the 
bank opened for business at the corner of 
Hubbard court and Wabash avenue. 

The Controller of the Currency gave the 
Chicago bankers one week in which to reopen 
for business. When the ashes of the build- 
ing occupied by the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company had cooled sufficiently the 
vault was forced open and it was found the 
books, notes, papers, and currency left in 
them had been reduced to little piles of 
ashes. The bank had no record of its loans 
or its depositors’ credits—literally nothing 
to show how its affairs stood the night be- 
fore the fire. Although in a flourishing 
condition then it was impossible to say any- 
thing definite now. Other bankers advised 
itis officers not to attempt to start, but to 
liquidate, but Henrotin proposed to the di- 
rectors that he make the effort to replace 
the book accounts—trom memory. It took 
a good deal of persuasion, but they finally 
yielded. 

Most bank books are made to order, but 
any kind of a blank book was eagerly pur- 
chased, until the few stationers on the West 
Side had sold out their stocks. Henrotin hur- 
ried men to Milwaukeé and secured a set of 
ledgers there with difficulty, for the other 
banks sent their agents for the same pur- 
pose. He worked*with his bookkeepers day 
und night, and within a week opened the 
doors for business, The bank had several 
thousand depositors and customers. Most 
of the former saved their pass books, but of 
course these did not show’ the debit entries 
in their aceounts and the paid checks 
in the bank had vanished in ashes. 
Henrotin, however, aided by his bookkeep- 
ers, recaiied the average balance of each 
man, and after a conference with each cus- 
tomer the latter’s balance was settled on and 
entered up. He had, of course,, to rely toa 
large extent upon the customer's honesty. 
Notwithstanding .the opportunities for a 
man to insist he had more on deposit than 
was really the case, the ultimate result 
showed there were few who did so. In the 
case ef borrowers a similar course was pur- 
sued. In a few days the bank was running 
smooth. and when a balance was taken off 
three mé@mths later the footing showed that 
the small difference between Jienrotin’s fig- 
ures of assets and liabilities aiid those of the 
customers bed more than bien made up. 
The operation was referred to at the time as 


one of the most remarkable in practical’ 


banking. 
TIM DARCY AND THE MURDERER. 


Among those who have thrilling experi- 
ences to relate of that historical Sunday 
night twenty-four years ago, is Tim Darcy, 
whom everybody about town Knows, a Bo- 
hemian and a good fellow, an old architect, 
and builder, and a leading light of the Apollo 
club. 

At that time, local crimes, particularly 
murders, attracted more attention than they 
do today. A big burly negro barber named 
Perteet, who was separated from his wife. 
had visited her on the South Side, and 
carved her to pieces with a razor. He landed 
in the old Court-House Jail in Clark streei, 
and was there when the fire broke out. 

How Tim Darcy, who is slender and wiry, 
but not a big man, took this burly negro 
murderer, alone and unarmed, through the 
streets at 3 o’clock that Monday morning, to 
another jail, is a story that Tim's children 
would tell their children for several genera- 
tions if Tim were not a bachelor. 

Darcy, who then lived at No. 81 Ontario 
street, was awakened at 11:30 the night of 
the fire, by the dreadful clang-g-g-g, clang- 
g-g-g, clang-g-g-g of the Court-House bell. 
He came down-town and emulated Don Quix- 
ote by enthusiastically trying to put out the 
whole fire by his own efforts, having many 
remarkable adventures. It was after mid- 
night when he returned to the North Side 
and to the old Huron Police Station (now the 
Chicago Avenue Precinct), then in charge 
of Lieut. Hathaway, who has lately retired 
on an Inspector's pension.

8 The prisoners of the Court House had been 
transferred to the outlying stations when it 
became certain the jail would burn. Some 
of the milder cases were released for want 
of asistance to transfer them. Perteet, the 
wife murderer and star prisoner, had been 
sent over to the Huron Street Station. 

Hathaway unlocked a cell, and, pushing 
the burly negro murderer out in front of 
him, said to Darcy: 

Here, officer, here's your prisoner.” 

Darcy asked for a pair of “come-alongs,”’ 
and a rude contrivance made of rope was 
twisted about the negro's right wrist, while 
Darcy took hold of the other end, 

He was entirely unarmed, and ascribes 
his nearly miraculous escape from death at 
the hands of Parteet largely to the remark 
made by Detective Dorgan as the pseudo 
officer and prisoner were leaving the station. 

“Shoot him down and kill him if he tries 
to get away,” said Dorgan. 

“Come along,“ said Darcy, giving a 
7 twist to the rope About the negro's 
Wrist. 

They turned into Clark street, walking in 
the middle of the thoroughfare, the negro 
at Darcy’s left, towering over him and look- 
ing like a giant almost beside his slender 
conductor.

Desk Sergeant Gus Swanson of the Cen- 
tral Station is one of the few men who have 
been in continuous service of the Police De- 
partment since the fire. He has a clear 
recollection of tha} terrible night and tells 
an interesting story of his personal experi- 
ences. 

The hight of the flre,“ he said, I was 


| stationed in the police station near the Polk 


street bridge. Our station was at that time 
in the old bridewejl. As near as I can re- 
member we were ¢alled out at 11 o’cleck at 
night and the entite reserve of us went out. 

„Well, the fire had gotten a good headway 
and we were kept:ahead of it all the time. 
But it drove us hear the river. Toward 
morning we were coming in and as we passed 
Jefferson and Adams streets we found an 
engine there which had been stuck. The 
crowd of policemen took hold of the wheels 
and we pulled the old engine out or it would 
surely have burned there. 

“When I reached home I was tired. I had 
been on duty all day and night, so I told 
my father to let me sleep and not wake me 
unless the fire goticlose. We lived in Sedg- 
wick street, hear Chicago avenue. My 
mother was sick, and 1 knew if the fire came 
close I would have to take care of her. Well, 
I had not slept more than a couple of hours 
when my father woke me up, and said the 
fire was at Supertfor street.

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said Mr. Eagle, I forgot that my own fam- 
ily was in a plight similar to that of my 
neighbors. I had been gone from the house 
only an hour when the flames wiped out 
the whole neighborhood. I met another boy 
of my own age, and, never giving a thought 
to the anxiety of my mother and father, we 
wandered around for three days seeing the 
sights and living principally on half-cookel 
Oysters and canned peaches taken from the 
ruins of Booth's packing-house. 

“On the third day while wandering up Mil- 
waukee avenue 1 felt a not too gentle grip 
on my collar and heard a voice saying, ‘You 
young rascal, come home.’ It was my fath- 
er’s partner, and he soon had me in the arms 
of my almost distracted mother. 

When our family came to figure up earth- 
ly possessions: after the fire had spent its 
force we found that we had a hole in the 
ground where our cellar had been, a baby’s 
Tame, some second hand schoo! books, and 
> Cents in cash, a per capita of 3.7 cents, for 
there were ten of us—father, mother and 
eight children.“ 

It Was a sort of an inspiration that set 
Gen. Joseph Stockton at work buying up all 
the provisions in his neighborhood before 
the fire, which was advancing northward, 
should have a chance to sate its own appe- 
tite upon them. Gen. Stockton’s residence 
Was itself protected by its Lincoln Park 
frontage, and t became a refuge for hun- 
dreds of the homeless. The big dining-room 
was like the storied feasting room of the 
Saxons. Its table was covered with great 
joints of meat, hot and cold, and all kinds 
known to the trade of the butcher. Every- 
thing which a can was capable of preserv- 
ing was there in abundance, flanked by 
great bread loaves and pots of steaming 
coffee, There the hungered multitude, 
men, women, and children, all classes and 
conditions of society, and there was enough 
left for all who came after, as come they 
did night and day. And this was not all, 
for the succeeding night the great barn and 
the great house were turned into dormi- 
tories and there the tired people, friend of 
the family and stranger alike, slept, forget- 
ful of their losses and getting that strength 
which enabled the people of Chicago to set 
an example of fortitude to the whole world. 


SAVED PART OF THE WEST SIDE. 


John C. Richberg and Ald. Walsh saved 
Linn Block from destruction, and at the 
Same time undoubtedly preserved a large sec- 
tion of the West Side from being destroyed, 
though Mr. Richberg in telling the story 
modestly disclaims credit for the greater 
service. His office had burned and he had 
gone west in Lake street to his house. Find- 
ing his family safe he turned back to the 
burning business seetion again. 

“As I passed the Lake street bridge,“ said 

Mr. Richberg, on my way. back, I found a 
fire engine there with half a dozen firemen 
Surrounding it, so thoroughly exhausted 
that they could barely move. 
“The big wigwam just beyond was burn- 
ing, as was almost everything else in the 
neighberhood. Linn Block was as yet stand- 
ing unscathed, and formed a barrier between 
the fames and the lumber yards on the op- 
posite side of the river. I saw if this block 
burned the lumber yards must necessarily 
catch fire, and that with them the West Side 
would go, 

“Aid. Walsh came along at this instant and 
urged the firemen to make an attempt to 
save the building. They stretched their hose 
with our aid, but it was not long enough to 
reach the front of the structure. The fire- 
men said there was another length of hose 
at the fire house. An expressman was pass- 
ing, and [| caught his horse by the head and 
explained the matter to the driver, and 
asked him to go for the hose. He refused. 
Ald. Walsh showed his star and put the man 
under, arrest, and in that way forced him to 
drive to the engine houge. They soon re- 
turned with another length of hose, which 
was coupled on and the engine started up. 

Ry this time the signs on the front of Linn 
Block were burning. The firemen were too 
exhausted to work, and Ald. Walsh and I 
held the nozzle and played on the front of 
that building until the fire had burned up 
nearly everything else in the vicinity and the 
danger was passed. 

“My office had been burned up and the 
Linn Building wasthe only one left standing. 
Within a few days all the lawyers and real 
estate men in town wanted to open up offices 
there. Carter Harrisons was the agent. |! 
went to him and told him wanted to hire 
an office in the Linn Block. Mr. Harrison 
told me that was about the only available 
business place and the prices were away up. 
Hie mentioned the figure in money he want- 
ed for the office I wished to hire. I said: 
‘Mr. Harrison, ff it had not been for Ald. 
Walgh aud me you would not have any of- 
Hees to rent.’ Then I told him the story. He 
cut the figure in two and I closed the bar- 
gain on the spot. The lease was made out 
on the page of a small memorandum book 
and I have it still. My partner and I found 
two real estate men in possession of the 
office we had hired. They refused to vacate, 
tut we were bigger than they were and we 
threw them out bodily.” 


HAULED WATER FOR DIRTY TRAMP. 

At a distance of twenty-four years my 
story of a water experience with a fire con- 
nection seems funny enough, but it was 
anything but humorous to me at that time.“ 
said Thomas Davies of L. C. Wachsmuth 
& Ce. “I was but little more than a boy a! 
the time and I had been up all during the 
fire and had gone to my mother’s honie 
on the South Side ready to drop asleep ata 
moment's notice. 

My mother met me at the door, saying, 
Tom, there is no city water and we must 
get some somewhere to cook with and for 
washing purposes.’ 

put a big new tub on my shoulder, and 
taking a pail and a piece of rope started for 
the lake. I found a place about forty yards 
from the shore where the tub would resi 
evenl®?, and then I[ went over the 
great piles of rough stones which lay 
between the tub and the lake. Going 
Gut a distance on the small pier 1 lowered 
the pail to the water, filled if, and then 
made my way laboriously back over the 
stones and the sand to the tub. T worked 
for three-quarters of an hour, all the while 
lov ging to get to bed and wishing the task 
was over. I finally found that one more 
pailful would fill the tub to the desired 
point, and I started on my last trip to the 
pier. 1 filled the pail with a sigh of relicf 
and lake water, and went back tubwards. 
When I came to the rise in the ground, 
in a hollow beyond which was my store of 
water, I heard a slight splashing. Running 
up the incline and peering over, there ap- 
peared to my view the dirtiest tramp 1 
ever saw in my life taking a bath in the 
tuls. 

The whole family went that night un- 
washed and supperless to bed.“ 

MRS. O'LEARY AND INTERVIEWER. 

Mrs. Catherine O'Leary, whose name will 
be linked with the story of the great fire as 
long as history lives, no mater what her 
part in it, died a couple of months ago. Her 
husband, Patrick, died a year ago last sum- 
mer, leaving her a comfortable litle home on 
Halsted street, beyond the Stock-Yards, 

The story of the origin of the fire in the 
act of her cow kicking over the lamp was 
told and published the day after the occur- 
rence and was accepted as authentic at that 
time. It remained for the tenderfeet“ who 
came to Chicago long after the fire to call 
that historic incident into controversy. 
Enough has been published on both sides of 
the question to fill a library, but the original 
story will always be accepted by the “burnt- 
outer“ as good enough for him. 

That it should be denied by the O’ Learys 
and those who took part in the dance on 
that memorable night was to be expected. 
As a waggish lawyer remarked at the time 
of the investigation into the origin of the 
fire: Mrs. O'beary is afraid she will be 
compelled to make good the loss of $200,- 
000,000 if she tells the truth.“ 

Mrs. O'Leary declared in her sworn testi- 
mony that the family, composed of herself, 
husband, and five children, were in bed at the 
time of the fire, although they were not 
asleep. But much and convincing evidence 


to the contrary was given. ‘ 


The subject of the fire had a terror for 
Mrs. O'Leary to the last, and her friends 
have declared that her mind finally became 
unsettled on that point. There is no doubt 
but that she was subjected to terrible an- 
neyance by “tenderfeet” historians and 
curiosity mongers. Just a year ago she 
was visited by a newspaper man from the 
Fast, who told the experience of his at- 
8 interview yesterday for the first 
time. 

“She was a remarkable woman in physical 
Appearance,“ he said. “My knock at the 
door of the pretty little white cottage was 
82 by a young girl. From the cozy 
little parlor I could see Mrs. O'Leary sit- 
ting in the kitchen, drinking something 
from a cup. rose from her chair with 
ditficulty and evident pain. But once on her 
feet she looked a giantess of strength, as 


she certainly was of frame, notwithstand- 
ing her more 
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little incident of twenty-three years before. 
What d’ye mean? she thundered. The 
great fire,’ I replied. Then her fury broke. 
She waved her long arms over her head and 
shouted a torrent of words at me that was 
simply blood-curdling. 
catch was that ‘she was no beggar,’ ‘she 
bad friends,’ and go see the priest.’ I tried 
to mollify her, but whenever I tried to speak 
the more violent she became, and finally I 
fled to the door, for I confess that I was 
afraid of her. The little girl followed me 
and told me she always behaved like that 
when the fire was mentioned.“ 


JIM FISK AS A POST-FIRE IDOL, 


„ was a street gamin back in 71.“ said a 
well-known politician yesterday, but my 
recollections of the great fire are as vivid as 
though it occurred but yesterday. It doesn’t 
seem possible that there are any incidents 
that have not been told after twenty-four 
years, but one that made the deepest im- 
pression on me I have never seen in print. 

“It was connected indirectly with the ‘Jim’ 
Fisk relief train, which was the first to ar- 
rive from the Bast. You remember the 
arrival of that train—at least you would if 
vou were in Chicago. At all events, the 
whole world remembers how this man of 
good and evil passions ordered the loading 
of a big train with provisions and clothing 
while the city was still burning, and when 
it was ready he commanded that the tracks 
be cleared to Chicago. He sent for the best 
engines on the Erie, and said: ‘Jim, what is 
the best time to Buffalo?’ 

Seventeen hours,’ replied Jim. 

Make it in fourteen,’ said Fisk. 

“The relief train, covered with bunting, 
was welcomed by 50,000 people with shouts 
that split the welkin up the back. From that 
mement the name of Jim Fisk became 
sacred to the old residents of Chicago, and 
if he had been killed here his slayer would 
never have lived to run a hotel fy this city. 

„But that has nothing to do with the in- 
cident. The ruins of the Postoffice were con- 
verted into an immense theater soon after 
the fire and the attractions ran the’Bamut 
from high-class tragedy to low-down variety. 
The latter appealed strongly tome. There 
was a big variety bill on the night I speak of 
and the house was packed from the front row 
of the orchestra to the rafters. There was 
an allegorical tableau of the fire, with some 
‘before and after taking’ pictures thrown in 
that worked the audience up pretty well. 
Then a tough variety ballad singer walked 
on the stage. He was what his fellow pro- 
fessionals call a ‘jay,’ a ‘mug,’ and ‘thd 
worst I ever saw.’ But he madea hit that 
Patti never dreamed of. His song was a 
lot of doggerel about ‘Jim’ Fisk and how he 
came to the relief of Chicago. The only 
words that [remember was the chorus. This 
was sung in a harsh, grating voice, with a 
musical range of about three notes: 

‘Jimmy Fisk was a map 
With his heart in his hand, 
No matter what people might say. 
He done all his deeds, 
Both the good and the bad, 
In the broad, open light of the day. 

The people cheered the first time it was 
sung. The second time they joined in soft- 
ly. The third time they roared it, and then 
the storm broke. Men stood on their seats 
and cheered till the rafters groaned. Hats 
were thrownin the air by the hundreds. Over- 
strung nerves. gave way; men fell into each 
other's arms and wept like hysterical wom- 
en. As the tumult began to die down some 
one would start the absurd chorus again, 
and the uproar would burst forth with re- 
doubled fury. It lasted for nearly an hour, 
and there was no more show that night. 
GEN. SHERIDAN RUNS A HOTEL. 

To my mind,“ said an old-timer, who was 
in the militia at the time of the fire, the 
incident that tickled the people of Chicago 
more than anything else was the little brush 
between Gen. Sheridan and the proprietor 
of St. Caroline’s Court. The ‘Court’ was a 
small family hotel on the West Side, and was 
in existence a few years ago, and may be 
now. When the great calamity came the 
proprietor thought he saw a way to reapa 
harvest from other people's misfortunes— 
and he was not alone in that thought by a 
long shot. 

“Well, he multiplied the rates and was 
raking in the shekels by the bushel when 
‘Little Phil’ heard of it The General 
walked into the hotel and asked to see the 
proprietor. The latter, pompous and full 
of business, appeared. 

What are your rates?’ asked the Gen- 
eral. 

From $6 up,’ replied the proprietor. 

„What were they before the flre?“ 

Two dollars and a half.“ 

„Well, said the General, ‘I think I will 
try my hand at hotelkeeping for a while,’ 
and, calling. an orderly, he directed him to 
bring up a file of soldiers, take possession of 
the hotel, and run it. 

Hereafter,“ he said to the proprietor as 
he walked out, ‘the rates will be $2.50 a 
day.’

The Nya Werlden, which at the time of the 
fire was the name the Swedish Tribune was 
izsued under, did not miss an issue, although 
the papers were got out in Galesburg, in- 
stead of at No. 3 North Clark street, where 
the office had been. 

The loss of the organ of the Swedes was 
not by any means the total damage sustained 
by residents of that nationality. Of the 50,- 
(un persons rendered homeless by the con- 
flagration fully one-third were Swedes or of 
Swedish origin, because the center of the 
“burnt district’ was the Swedish quarter. 
Their loss is estimated at $2,000,000. 

It was during the memorable Sunday's 
work of devastation by the fire that Andrew 
Chaiser, owner of the Nya Werlden, with 
his associate editor, the Swedish poet, C. 
I". Peterson, attempted to save something 
from destruction in his office. His editorial 
wisdom impelled him to select the mailing- 
list galleys. They bundled the galleys in 
their arms and started for some place of 
refuge, satisfied that all would not be de- 
stroyed. Half the galleys were pied at the 
foot of the stairs, Peterson spilling his. 
armful on the floor.

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Everybody will remember the amiable and 
intelligent Raja-I-Rajagan of Kapurthala, 
qho visited this country during the World’s 
Fair, and every one will be anxious to read 
his book on America and England, but every 
one cannot do this, as the edition of the book 
which Messrs. George Routledge &Sons pub- 
neh and of which I have been permitted to 
gee the advance sheets is limited to 300 
copies. The pages which make up this hand- 
some and interesting volume contain ex- 
traets from the Raja’s diary kept during his 
yisit to England and the United States. 

“My greatest desire is gratified,” exclaims 
the Raja is his preface. I have seen some- 
thing of the world outside of India.” It was 
always his great ambition to travel in 


Western countries, and he gratified it as. 


soon as possible after attaining his majority. 
March 17, 1893, the Raja left Kapurthala 
for Bombay, the details of his journey 
having been settled by Messrs. Thomas 
Cook & Son, and, though not “personally 
conducted,“ he placed himself unreserved- 
ly” in their hands. It is true that at Ismalia 


the Raja was met by Herr Richard Büchner, 


who had been supplied by the Messrs. Cook 
to act as courier and interpreter, and he 
“proved a real treasure.” : 
Perhaps the most remarkable thing about 
the Raja’s journal is that it is written in En- 
glish, and excellent English at that. As he 
passed through his own country on his way 
to Bombay his people came out to wish him 
bon voyage, and he was very much touched 
by their manifestations of affection and es- 


teem. To show that this Raja had some love. 


for his kind he said, after expressing his 
admiration of the “truly magnificent build- 
ings” forming the Victoria Terminus of 
Bombay: The money would perhaps have 
been better spent in improving the accom- 
modation of third-class passengers, who in 
India receive very bad treatment at the 
hands of the railway officials.”

“We had a long conversation in English, 

which his Highness speaks with a slight 
German accent, but with great fluency. His 
manner was very cordial and pleasant. The 
interview was full of interest to me in view 
of recent events in Egypt and the prominent 
part taken in them by his Highness the Khe- 
dive and Lord Cromer. His Highness re- 
turned my visit later in the afternoon, when 
we had a further opportunity of discussing 
matters of current interest. In the evening 
a dance was given in the hotel, and I thus 
had an opportunity of indulging my taste 
for this form of amusement, of which I am 
extremely fond. It was indeed fortunate for 
me that I acquired the art of dancing in In- 
dia, for had I not done so I would have 
missed many enjoyable evenings and pleas- 
ant company.“ 
From Egypt the Raja went to Italy. At 
Naples the Prince of Naples was kind 
enough to permit him to see the whole of the 
Plazzo of Reale, in which he resides. 

“The Prince speaks excellent English. He 
Was brought up by a Scotch nurse, and has 
never forgotten his first language. He is 
in command of a cavalry regiment in gar- 
rison e, and works all day long at his pro- 
fession. We spoke of the coming war. 
‘Ah!’ he exclaimed, ‘God grant it may never 
come! It will be terrible for the victors as 
well as for the vanquished.’ I am told the 
Prince is beloved by the people, and I am not 
surprised, for he is devoting his whole time 
to studies which * fit him ultimately to 
follow worthily in the footsteps of his il- 
lustrious father, one of the most popular 
monarchs in Europe. His surroundings 
are of the simplest description, and he 
moves freely amongst the people without 
ceremonial.of any sort. The crowd respect- 
fully salutes him as he passes, and frequent- 
ly his appearance in public is greeted with 
loud cheers.“ | 

The Iith of April, 1893, was one of the 
proudest days in the Raja’s life, for he was 
then at Florence, and while there he 
writes: “I had the privilege of being pre- 
sented to our beloved Empress-Queen.” 
Her Majesty was staying at the Villa Pal- 

, mieri in the environs of that city for the ben- 
efit of her health and to rest from her oner- 
ous duties, but she was good enough to in- 
timate that she would see the Raja. 

“We arrived at the villa in the afternoon, 
and were received by Sir Henry Ponsonby 
and Maj. Bigge. After a brief stay in the 
drawing-room we were conducted to the 
boudoir in which her Majesty was seated, 
together with the Princess Beatrice and 
Prince Henry of Battenburg. Her Majesty 
rose, and, advancing a few paces, was 
pleased to offer me her hand, motioning me 
to a chair beside her. I was then formally 
presented to the members of the royal fam- 
ily present. The conversation lasted some 
time. I explained how my grandfather had 
cherished the desire of paying his homage 
to her Majesty, and the circumstances un-

The 
dishes were handed round by servants in the 
royal livery, assisted by four Indian butlers 
and two attendants in Highland costume. 
The Queen's band played a selection during 
dinner, It was a most pleasant entertain- 
ment without any marked ceremony. On 
returning to the drawing-room her Majesty 
was pleased to converse for a short time 
with each of her guests. She retired at 
about 11 o’clock, after wishing us all good 
night.“ : 

July 15 the Raja satled on the Paris for 
New York. On shipboard he met many 
Americans, whom he found very pleasant, 
all of whom were “anxious to tell me,“ he 
writes, “‘ of the wonders I shall see in their 
great country, and they never seem to tire 
of explaining its superiority over the slow- 
going European monarchies.”’ The Raja 
admired the harbor and the approach to 
New York, but he did not enjoy the delays 
caused by the custom-house officials. 
This is the only country.“ he writes, in 
which we have experienced difficulty in en- 
tering.“ The Raja and his suite went at 
once to the Waldorf, and he had hardly ar- 
rived there before he was besieged by re- 
porters, whom he found most courteous and 
polite, though they did say that he had 
fifty-five wives at home, and had come to 
America for the fifty-sixth. “I am also 
supposed to smoke monster cigars and drink 
champagne all day long. We laughed heart- 
ily over these little details, which are all writ- 
ten in a good-natured spirit, and are not in- 
tended to give offense.“ 

He visited the Stock Exchange, where he 
was cheered by bulls and bears alike. 
“Thence I went to the Equitable Life As- 
surance Building, which is really more like 
a palace than a business house. I had lunch 
in the Lawyers’ club, and afterwards visit- 
ed the World newspaper office, which is 
of enormous height. I went right up to the 
top in an elevator, and had a splendid view 
of the city.’’ The city was hot, so the Raja 
and party went to Newport. 

Aug. 3, a day made memorable by Bret 

Harte, the Raja arrived at Chicago, and 
took rooms at a hotel opposite one of the en- 
trances to the World's Fair. 
The great Fair is indeed a wonderful 
sight, and to do it justice a book much larz- 
er than, this diary would have to be written 
so as to describe the beautiful buildings and 
their novel contents.“ 

Aug. 4.— I had a long day in the Fair 
grounds, visiting several of the State build- 
ings, including New York, Kentucky, New 
Jersey, and Illinois. All are interesting, and 
that of New -Yark truly grand. It is sad to 
think they must all be removed a few 
months hence. The gardens are every- 
where laid out with great taste, and have 
the appearance of being several years old, 
with large groves of trees scattered here 
and there, and pretty stretches of green turf 
and artificial water. The blue Michigan 
lake fringing the Exhibition site also adds 
»} a charm to the artistic buildings dotted 
along its banks. Later in the afternoon I 
took train to Chicago City, some seven 
miles distance, and visited a few of the 
large business establishments. I looked in 
at the celebrated Auditorium Hotel, an im- 
mense building with a large theater at- 
tached. The peculiarity of this hotel is 
that the dining-room and kitchen are onthe 
top floor,about twelve stories high, and the 
guests are lifted up by rapid elevators. The 
advantages of this plan is that the air is 
purer, and the front windows command a 
fine view of Michigan Lake.“ 

After dinner he visited the Midway 
Plaisance and rode in the Ferris wheel. On 
returning to his hotel he received news by 
telegram of the birth of a son at Dalhousie. 
This was Aug. 4, and, as he had received a 
similar telegram May 10 of the same year, 
it would seem that he had more than one 
wife, though he may not have had fifty-five. 

Aug. 6 being Sunday, there was only a 
small attendance at the Fair. The Raja 
visited Buffalo Bill’s’’ wonderful show, 
and was introduced to the manager, a hand- 
some man, dressed in picturesque costume. 
He is an excellent shot, and perhaps the 
best rough rider in the world. He present- 
ed me to the principal members of his 
troupe, and to some wild red Indians who 
take part in the performance. The robbing 
of the mail coach is a very striking spec- 
tacle. Citizen George Francis Train sat 
inside, and freely used his revolver. I was 
afterwards introduced to this celebrated cit- 
izen, who insisted on talking to me in 
French.” , 

“America” at the Auditorium Theater the 

Raja thought the finest spectacle he had 
geen in all his travels. He dined with Mrs. 
Potter Palmer, and attended a reception that 
she gave in his honor. Her house,“ he says, 
“is a lovely one, fitted with every modern 
luxury. I was permitted to see all the rooms 
and the various contrivances for comfort.” 
The Stock-Yards did not please the Raja, 
and he was sorry that he was persuaded to 
go there. Much more did he enjoy a delight- 
ful breakfast that Mr. Louis M. Howland 
gave on the roof terrace of his official pal- 
ace. (The New York House.) : 
Turning from the Fair and its attractions 
for a few moments the Raja speaks of Chi- 
cago City which suffers neglect from the 
overshadowing presence of the great World's 
Fair. 

‘The buildings are, indeed, magnificent 
in size; but they rapidly become dulled by 
the heavy smoky atmosphere, worse al- 
most than in London; and they lose much in 
grace by the massive solidity of the stone 
used in their construction. The shops are 
less bright.and attractive than those of 
New York, due also of course to the atmos- 
phere; but the street pavements are better 
looked after, and a carriage drive is not 
such an infliction. This is not a matter 
which is of much importance to the ordinary 
American, who usually travels by tram-car 
moving on rails. The electric trams run at à 
terrific pace, and I am surprised that acci- 
dents do not more frequently happen. The 
carrying of revolvers seems to be a peculiar- 
ity of America. Some English friends of 
mine, staying at Chicago this week, were 
alarmed to see these weapons suddenly pro- 
duced in a tram-car and actually used, be- 
cause the passengers had an altercation with 
the conductor as to the fare. I am told that 
there is much lawlessness in some quarters 
of the city, and that it is dangerous to walk 
about after dark, as one is liable to be at- 
tacked by robbers, who fell their victim, to 
the ground with a sand-bag aimed at his 
face. Or a man coming towards you sud- 
denly cries, ‘hands up’! and points a revolver 
at your head. You have to keep your hands 
up while his accomplice rifles you of every 
valuable you But these tales, told 
“for the benefit of travelers, are probably ex- 
: ed, with the idea of giving him a dra- 
matic impression of his surroundings. Per- 
sonally, I can say that our party moved 
about at all hours in perfect safety, meeting 
only with the very greatest civility and 
kindness from citizens and officials. My 
only regret is that our visit to this great cen-

It 
was a week ago last night, and the throng 
of people eager! te witness the performance 
was so great that the orchestra was forced 
to yield its seats to the spectators’ and to 
move into the mysterious region under the 
Stage.

Those few moments 
when Miss Rehan fluttered about the be- 
wildeted ald man like a hummingbird around 
a thistle and smoothed him to gentleness 
and then ruffled him into acerbity—surely 
no woman before fever went so near to per- 
fection as Ada Rehan then.

It may well be doubted whether Miss Re- 
han will again be able to wing her flight so 
high as she did that night. But to have 
reached that height only once is enough to 
earn for her the right to be remembered as 
the greatest actress of her time. Much of 
her precious life has been wasted on un- 
worthy objects in order to gratify the petty 
vanity of a stupid manager, who had no 
more idea of. her value than the organ- 
grinder’s monkey has of the value of the 
coins he collects, and who has been able in 
some inexplicable; way to compel her to do 
his wickedly injpdicious bidding.

SEABROOKE QUITS COMIC OPERA. 
Amusing Comedian Will Appear in a 
Straight Comedy at the Grand. 
Thomas Q. Seabrooke has abondoned comic 
opera and entered the field of legitimate 
comedy, his first offering to Chicago being a 
new farce by Harry and Edward Paulton, 
authors of Niobe,“ Erminie,“ and other 
works. Its title is “A World of Trouble,” 
and it will be exhibited at the Grand Opera- 
House tonight. Mr. Seabrooke can justly 
be said to be a prime favorite in Chicago, 
where his work, first as Deacon Tidd in “A 
Midnight Bell,“ then in The Cadi,” which 
Bill Nye ‘eoncocted, subsequently in the 
comic opera, “Isle of Champagne,” and last- 
ly in Tabasco,“ stamped him as a comedian 
of unusual ability, method, and naturalness. 
Consequently anything he may have to offer 

will be gladly given a hearing. 

The plot of “A World of Trouble” should 
furnish ample opportunity for fun. Middle- 
ton Simpkin, the role Mr. Seabrooke plays, 
is a retired Englishman of means, who hap- 
pens to look like somebody else. Simpkin’s 
double has mysteriously disappeared and 
the double’s wife believes Simpkin to be her 
husband, She asserts this belief with em- 
phasis, and as a result Simpkin is tried on & 
charge of bigamy and is fortunate enough to 
secure acquittal: through the disagreement 
of the jury. His wife is in doubt as to 
whether he is innocent and secretly intro- 
duces inte the house a detective for the pur- 
pose of having the question decided for her 
own benefit. The. hidden presence of this 
detective arouses Bimpkin’s suspicion, and 
Mrs. Simpkin has her distrust aroused by the 
appearance on the scene of the woman who 
thinks Simpkin is her husband. Many amus- 
ing complications follow as a matter of 
course.

Many Novelties for Theatergoers Who 
Constitute Their Patronage. 
Charles H. Hopper will make his first local 
appearance at the Haymarket Theater Sun- 
day night in his new romantic comedy- 
drama, The Vale of Avoca,“ by Clay M.

The total number of concerts announced to 
be given this season by the Chicago Orchestra 
under Mr. Thomus’ direction is ninety. Of 
these forty-five will take place in Chicago, 
aside from a concert for the benefit of the 
Visiting Nurses’ Association, and three in the 
Apollo club series, in which the orchestra is 
retained to assist. The Auditorium series 
comprises twenty-two afternoon re- 
hearsals and twenty-two evening con- 
certs, four more than the limit 
of the preceding seasons. With the ‘openmg 
of the Damrosch season of German opera 
Nov. 18 the orchestra will begin a tour em- 
bracing Battle Creek, Ann Arbor, Detroit, 
Toledo, Oberiin, ana Cleveland, returning to 
Chicago Dec, 29.

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Wo things are thrust upon the at- 
tention of the visitor to the Stock- 
Yards district at every step—beer 
and smells. The beverage is free- 
ly dispensed in tin cans; the odors 
are given out with a lavishness 


that challenges the universe to contain them. 
Any man who contemplates visiting that sec- 
tion of the city is cautioned to acquire a 
severe case of catarrh beforehand, for he 
will find that the Stock-Yards appeal far 
more powerfully to the olfactory nerve than 
to the esthetic sense. But speaking of beer. 
The trade in that great staple languishes 
between the hours of 7 and 11:30 a. m. and 
12:30 and 6 p. m. At all other times and par- 
ticularly at noon it flows as freely as sev- 
eral hundred—it may even be said as fast 
as some thousands—of faucets will permit. 
Beer is the one thing necessary to existence 
in the Stock-Yards. Clothing and even food

never be empty. The only exception to this 
rule is in the case of those who may happen 
to have enough money to indulge in the 
more expensive luxury of whisky, which 
is too costly to be purchased by the can. 
It is out on Ashland avenue, between Forty- 
first and Forty-fifth streets near the en- 
trances to the great packing-houses, that 
the can trade is the most extensive. A brisk 
business is done in the early morning when 
the men are on their way to work, and after 
6 o’clock in the evening a steady, brisk trade 
sets in that lasts until late bedtime. 

But it is at noon that the great business 
of the day is done, for every customer of the 
saloons, which practically includes every 
man and boy employed in and about tha 
packing-houses, must be served in the short 
space of twenty minutes. The men are given 
thirty minutes to eat their dinner, and not 
one of them would think of eating dinner 
without beer. 

Fifteen minutes before 12 women and little 
girls begin to appear in the streets, walking 


Yards gates, each carrying a basket anda 
can. One contains the midday meal of hus- 
band or father, the other is destined to hold 
his midday beer. Having filled their cans 
the female contingent seats itself on the 
rough board benches outside the saloons and 
waits for the appearance of the head of the 
house. 

About the same time the advance guard 
of the can brigade begins to deploy in the 
streets leading to the favorite saloon. The 
advance guard is mainly boys, who are 
slipped out ahead of time to fill all the cans 
they can carry, which means anywhere from 
six to twenty, for the elders. Occasionally 
there is a man among them. All walk very 
fast, neither pausing nor looking to right or 
left. | 

At 12 o’clock the grand can rush begins. 
Half a minute after the whistles blow an 
army of men and boys surges through the 
gates. Every one is on the dead run, hat- 
less, coatless, their scant clothing reeking 
with blood, and all the filth of the slaughter- 
house. Every one is breathing hard with the 
violence of his exértions. Every one looks 


Can Rush 
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straight ahead with an earnestness which 
says plainer than words that something 
more than life or death is at stake. There 
18. The problem that confronts each is how 
to get his can filled and emptied and return 
to his place within thirty minutes. And 
when it is remembered that there are several 
thousand of them and only a hundred or so 
saloons within running distance it can easily 
be seen that the problem is a serious one. 
But each saloon has many faucets and sev- 
eral bartenders, who can draw beer with a 
aexterity that rises almost to the plane of 
genius and the feat is accomplished. 
Having secured the beer the men rush 
out doors to drink and eat—particularly to 
drink. For a few moments the street, the 
curb, the benches in the sun, or in the shade, 
are lined with men as quick as they can sit. 
When the cans are empty the army begins 
the return march, but at a leisurely walk 
now. It is going away from the saloons. 
In the Stock-Yards the can is usually the 
oblong tin in which five pounds of beef are 
packed, with a piece of wire for a handle. 
Another sort of rush may be witnessed 


one dgy in the week—the rush to the pay- 
master’s window. This movement is also 
executed with great celerity because the 
can rush must be gone through with in ad- 
dition. The paymaster occupies a little box 
just outside one of the huge warehouses at 
noon. When the whistle blows the fastest 
runner presents himself at the window, 
bawls out the number by which he is known 
on the books of the company, and has a 
small envelope containing his pay marked 
with a corresponding number, literally 
thrown at him. He catches it and rushes 
away to fill his can. By this time there are 
several hundred men formed jn line before 
the window and the process of paying off 
goes on. ‘ 

By 12:30 the streets are silent and de- 
serted save for an occasional old woman 
staggering along under the weight of a 
dirty bag filled with coal or broken bits of 
board picked up from the streets. Whisky 
Point, so named from the great quantity of 
liguor consumed there, remarkable for even 
the Stock-Yards, is lifeless until 6 o'clock. 
Nearly all the saloons have Polish or Bo- 


hemian signs, an indication that a large per- 
centage of their patrons are of that nation- 
ality. 

Over on the eastern boundary of the 
Stock-Yards, along Halsted street, a differ- 
ent phase of life presents itself. The can 
is not quite so much in evidence, though the 
saloons are just as numerous and evidently 
quite as prosperous. It is this entrance to 
the yards that is seen and used by every 
man who brings stock to the market and by 
every man who does business there. Here 
is life enough at all hours of the day. More 
equestrians can be seen here in an hour than 
in any other section of the city in a day. 
Most of the horsemen are engaged in driv- 
ing cattle around the yards and to the small- 
er slaughtering houses outside the gates. 
Men who have often to go from the inside of 
the yards to the street ride a horse. Here 
may often be seen a bunch“ of cattle, or 
sheep, or hogs being driven by an immense 
exertion of lungs to the outside slaughter- 
ing houses. It may be said here that one of the 
most effective hog drivers never says a word. 
He is Old Sandy,“ a horse which has had a 
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steady job with Noonan & Hough for four 
teen years. Old Sandy not only renders va 
uable aid in driving hogs, but he drawsape 
culiarly constructed low cart which is eg 
as an ambulance for fat hogs, which 
exhausted on the way. Old Sandy never.

never has any lines on his harness. He 
Knows exactly what to do and he always | 
does it.

Poncet the grass munchers are liable to 
contamination through fungus spores ad- 
hering to the blades, The parasite promptly 
seizes the maxillary region, its favorite site. 
The consequences of this invasion are some- 
times very serious, leading to indurations 
and abscess, to say nothing of the disfigure- 
ment: but it is comforting to learn that the 
foe can be easily and completely routed by 
a well directed treatment with iodide of 
potassium, 


Physicians in London have put up wooden 
figures on the penny-in-the-slot principle. 
The figures are shaped like a man, with 
holes in every part of the body labeled with 
the names of diseases that usually affect 
that part. For Headache you find the 
proper slot so labeled, in the head of the 
figure, and drop in à penny; out comes an in- 
expensive but efficlent prescription that can 
be filled by any druggist. These prescrip- 
tions are said to be gotten up by prominent 
doctors and are very good and useful. One 
object of this device is to make medicine 
cheaper to the poor and restrict the use of 
dangerous proprietary mixtures.

hygienic point of view, to have some compen- 
eating advantages. Dr. Troitzke states that 
he has found that new and uncut bread con- 
tains no micro-organisms, as the heat nec- 
essarily destroys them, while soon after ex- 
posure many microbes, not infrequently 
pathogenic, are to be found on the loaves. 

Observant practitioners have so frequently 
recorded the appearance of diphtheria in the 
families of their patients simultaneously 
with or subsequent to the illness of the 
“harmless (7?) necessary cat” with an ob- 
scure throat affection that the coincidence 
can hardly be regarded as accidental. Dr. 
Williams again notes a series of cases, in one 
of which three cats in the household died 
with symptoms of throat disease, were 
nursed by the children, who almost imme- 
diately developed symptoms of diphtheria. 
It would seem to be desirable to examine the 
household cat when diphtheria makes its 
appearance.

The bottom 
was there reached at a depth of 40,236 feet, 
or seven and three-fifths miles. In the North 
Atlantic Ocean, south of Newfoundland, 
soundings have been made to a depth of 
4,580 fathoms, or 27,480 feet, while depths 
equaling 34,000 feet, or six and a half miles, 
are reported south of the Bermuda Islands, 
The average depth of the Pacific Ocean, be- 
tween Japan and California, is a little over 
2,000 fathoms; between Chile and the Sand- 
wich Islands, 2,500 dathoms, and between 
Chile and New Zealand, 1,500 fathoms. The 
average depth of all the oceans is from 2,000 
to 2,500 fathoms. 


In the last report of the Anthropometric 
Laboratory of London the relative strength 
and length of limbs in men and women are 
given. In man in 50.9 cases out of 100 the 


right arm is stronger than the left. In 16.4 


cases the two arms are of equal strength. 
In 82.7 cases out of 100 the left afm is the 
stronger. Thus {and here is a fact that ap- 
pears to be little known] out of every ten 
men there are more than three whose right 


arm is not as strong as the left. The pro- 
portion is better distributed in women. Out 
of 100 only 46.9 possess more strength in the 
right arm and 24.5 [say nearly one-fourth] 
have more strength in the left. Dynamo- 
metric experiments have likewise proved 
that in women the upper limbs possess the 
same strength much oftener than in men, 
since out of 100 there are 28.6 that have given 
the same results in the two arms. 

The electrical hair cutter, it is clafmed, 
consists of a comb, over the teeth of which 
is stretched a platinum wire. A switch ar- 
ranged over the handle of the comb enables 
the barber to throw a current of electricity 
through the teeth, and thus raise the tem- 
perature to a bright heat. The comb is 
then passed through the hair, which it 
“cuts” or singes off. The locks are, it is 
claimed, rather benefited by the process, 
as the hairs do not bleed“ as when cut by 
ecissors. 

One of the most notable features of this 
process is the evenness of the “cutting,” 
for the reason that the “comb” is always 
in a straight line, and since the hot wire is 
not a live flame, it does not set the hair on 
fire, as is often the case when using a gas 
flame or taper, in the old process of singe- 


ing. 


Mr. E. C. C. Baly, preparator to Prof. Ram- 
say, has just presented to the Royal Society 
of London a preliminary note tending to es- 
tablish the fact that oxygen is not a simple 
Body, as has hitherto been thought, but an 
association of two distinct gases. The fact 
that he announces is this: If oxygen be sub- 
mitted to a silent electric discharge the gas 
that goes to the cathode, according to the 
experiment, while remaining oxygen, ex- 
hibits a density sensibly different from that 
of non-electrified oxygen. In the case of 
long sparks the density.is less. The opposite 
is the case when short sparks are made to 
act. Is this as much as to say that the ordi- 
nary density of Oxygen represents Simply 
the major part of the densities of the mole- 
cules of the gas, and that the silent discharge 
has the effect of sorting out such molecules 
in assembling those that are of the same

CLERKS {N THE BANKS 


THEIR DUTIES VIEWED FROM THE 
STANDPOINT OF EMPLOYERS. 


Interviews with Prominent Chicago Fi- 
nanciers on the Article Published in 
„The Tribune of Last Sunday—Time- 
ly and Right to the Point-Employes 
Generally Selected for High Moral 
Character as Well as Business Ability= 
Losses Comparatively Small. 

The article relative to bank clerks, touch- 
ing incidentally on important matters per- 
taining to their work, which was published in 
Tun Sunpay Trisung, has met with the com- 
mendation of local bankers. “It would re- 
dound greatly to their benetitif every bank 
official and clerk would carefully consider 
that article, line for line. It embodies an ele- 
ment of strong common sense coupled with 
some excellent suggestions in reference to the 
desks of the tellers, Of course, modifications 
would be necessary to suit the individual re- 
quirements of banks, but in substance I think 
the methgds proposed practicable.“ This 
was theanswer of a cashier in one of Chica- 
go’s largest banks when asked his opinion on 
the subject. | 

E. G. Keith, President of the Metropolitan 
National Bank, thought the change of the 
first receiving teller, for instance, to the desk 
of the second was practicable and could eas- 
ily be done at any time at the discretion of 
the officers, ‘‘ With the paying teller the con- 
ditions are different, continued Mr. Keith. 
“That position requites peculiar qualifica- 
tions. Should there be, as it often huppens 
on busy days, a long line of customers at the 
window, it is most desirable they be waited 
on as promptly as possible. On such an oc- 
casion the chances area new man would, in 
a measure, loge his head and retard the work. 
This must never happen, because 
it would be liable to make 
the customers ir line nervous and 
impatient, Our receiving and note teilers 
turn over their cash every night to the paying 
teller, for which he gives his receipt. Exam- 
inations of the payer’s cash are made both by 
the officers and directors, Everything is done 
to prevent fraud by collusion. No man is 
permitted to assist in the work of another 
without the consent of authority. No book- 
keeper is under any circumstances allowed 
to write up his own passbooks. We 
have a special man for this 
purpose, The interests of our men are 
always cared for, but, as a matter of course, 
that must devolve upon some other person 
than the working head of the institution. In 
my own case the very nature of my work is 
such I must devote to it my undivided time 
and attention. Thechief executive is thus, 
perhaps, often more asa matter of necessity 
than from choice, debarred from giving heed 
to the social side of an employé. It really 
may happen a man may be six months in the 
bank without my even knowing his name.“ 

Mr. John R. Waish, President of the Chi- 
cago National Bank, said: I really do not 
think 2 could be added to the article 
in question. It seems to me it covers very 
thoroughly all the elements necessary to the 
successful operation of a banking institution. 
It is a timely topic, and one worthy of serious 
considetation. In our bank the system of 
handling the clerical force is practically * 

0 
fundamental principle, that in doing business 
some men must be trusted, is incontroverti- 

ble. I do not believe bonds are in any way a 

check on a man who ie dishonestly inclined.”’ 

Not a Dishonest Employe, 

“Eternal vigilance is the price of protec- 
tion and security from thieves of all kinds, 
be it within or without a bank, said Mr. 


John J. Mitchell, President of the Lilinois 


Trust ani Savings Bahk. ‘* During the twen- 
ty-four years of our existence we have not 
suffered a loss from the dishonesty of any 
employé. While it may be practicable, I 
would not advocate the changing about of re- 
ceiving tellers, and under no circumstances 
that of the payer. But we recognize the ben- 
efits in every possible way of keeping a 
system of checks on all our men, letters in- 
cluded. We have two men who do duty as 
examinérs. These men are constantly kep: 
busy going from one department to another 
examining into the slightest details of the work. 
The examiners never know to what depart- 
ment they may be assigned till the moment 
they are detailed for some particular work. 
In the same manner the bookkeeper or clerk 
whose work is about to be checked does not 
know at what time the examiners may be put 
on his books or any other desk he occupies. 
All our men are always given the customary 
two weeks vacation, but this year we intro- 
duced a new feature in regard to ‘these 
vacations. Our employés remain in ig- 
norance as to the date when they 
will begin their two weeks of leisure. A man 
might come down today and be told to take 
his allotted time. Of course, it may cause 
him some trifling inconvenience, but the mat- 
ter easily adjusts itself. None of our men is 
under bond, as we do not believe in anything 
of the sort. The cordial relationship between 
officers and men is always encouraged. We 
exercise the most scrupulous care in the se- 
lection of our clerks.| A man must be above 
reproach in ¢onduct and in morals to hold a 
position with us. We keep well informed of 
the doings of all our employés. No man 
whose actions or language are in any 
way offensive to officers, customers, or fellow- 
clerks can hold his position. If a man 
is uot able to live within his means, we co 
not want bim. If he does not meet ie 
obligation — for instance, if his grocer. calls 
upon us for the payment of his bills—he is 
dismissed from our service. Let me show 
you our rules,” said Mr. Mitchell, bringing 
forward a very neat frame within which was 
set forth what was required of aman work- 
ing for the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank. 
Most of these rules were extremely brief and 
to the point. Stréng emphasis is laid on the 
necessity of corréctness, speed, and neatness 
in the order mentioned. The men are for- 
bidden to enter saloons, except when abso- 
lutely unavoidable. Strict morals are also 
insisted upon. | 

Lou see by this,“ said Mr. Mitchell, we 
do not in any way demand anything unrea- 
sonable from our clerks, as the rulesare such 
they can easily be lived up to by any con- 
scientious person who has his own as well as 
the interests of this institution at heart.“ 


Losses from Dishonesty Comparatively 
Small. 


Mr. Charles L. Hutchinson, President of 
the Corn Exchange National Bank, did not 
think the recent defalcations reflected in any 
way upon the bank clerks asa class. When 
you consider their number and tho vast 
amout of money they handle the loss from 
dishonesty is really remarkably small. It is 
fallacious to suppose you can have a perfect 
check on the actions of all men. Some must 
be trusted implicity, and if 
do steal, why, you ha ve to 
tha loss, that is all. If you have trusted the 
wrong man it is your misfortune. I do not 
know of any suggestions that could be made 
to insure greater safety from men who are in 
position to appropriate the money virtually 
under their control. We always endeavor to 
secure the very best men to fill our positions 
and have never had occasion to regret our se- 
lections. I think the article referred to one 
of great interest both to the officers and em- 
ployés of banks.

‘Tl always think,” said Mr. W. T. Fenton, 
Cashier of the National Bank of the Republic, 
“when any man and any institution pride 
themselves on having a well-nigh perfect sys- 
tem, that that very one will be most liable to 
suffer. With such a condition there comes a 
lull of imagined security that often proves 
treacherous. In our bank we change the men 
about constantly, and it not only is, I think, 
a good plan, but it gives our men an ex- 
celient opportunity to qualify themselves for 
any position in the office. I regard bank em- 
ployés as a class far above ‘the general aver- 
age of clerks. Black sheep will be found 
everywhere, but the percentage is extremely 
emali among this class of men. THe TRIBUNE 
article was an excellent one and well worth 
the consideration of bankers in general.” 

The President of the National Bank of 
America, Mr. Isaac G. Lombard, did not see 
how the system of his bank could be benefited 
He onid they 
kept abreast with the times in thie regard and 
had found their present system meeting, 80 
far, all the requirements. We make ex- 
aminations of the work and cash of our tel- 
lers at frequent intervals. We do not 
tolerate in our employ any man 
who does not fulfill the requirements 
of u gentleman in every particular. We in- 
sist on all our clerks taking two weeke’ vaca- 
tion, whether they want it or not. I have the 
highest appreciation of bank clerks as a class 
and believe them to be both in honesty and in 
telligence way above the average.“ 

Among several other financial institutions 
visited the same opinion obtained in a marked 
degree. They all agreed the subject of banks 
and bank clerks attracted an unusual amount 
of attention at present, and Tue TRIBUNE ar- 
ticle had iurnished considerable food for re- 
flection. 


HOW TO PREVENT DEFALCATIONS, 


Suggestions for Directors of Banks ‘and 
Other Financial Institutions, 

All that banks or other financial institutions 
can do towards preventing defalcations is to 
reduce their risks to a minimum, for although 
an officer may be hedged about with all pos- 
sible safeguards, it eventually turns largely 
on a question of personal honor, 

I should say, therefore, be careful at the 
outset, at all times and under every circum- 
stance, to choose, so far as intuitive knowl- 
edge anda wise discretion can determine, 
only men of great integrity, who wiil work, 
not as mere time-servers, but as those con- 
scious of personal responsibility to God, 
knowing he will hold them to a strict and 
stern account. Many men strong on detail 
and quite equal to carry out and elaborate a 
pian pave no power of initiation, while many 
men of excellent administrative ability have 
no faculty for minutia, | 

Place your men well—no round blocks in 
square holes. Familiarize employés, so far 
as may be, with every department of official 
work, so no man will be looked upon as in- 
dispensable or non-removable, Let all the 
holidays to which a man may be entitled be 
taken at one time, and, of necessity, at least 
once a year. 

Let the accountant or other officer charged 
with the general conduct of the office see that 
all the entries posted in the books each day 
are checked from the vouchers the following 
morning by officers other than those whose 
work is under review, and where this is not 

ossible let the reverse order be observed. 

ave ali checks certified by the ledger keep- 
ers before payment. Throw the responsibil- 
ity for signatures on them. 

The paying teller should concentrate all his 
attention on his cash, and not have the dis- 
traction of doubt as to the sufficiency of 
funds or the genuineness of signatures. Let 
him exercise a reasonabie care as to the ne- 
cessity of the indorser’s identification. There 
is no real loss of time to an individual or 
an institution in finding out at once 
whether the checks held are good or bad. 
Count each teller’s cash and cash equivalent 
at least once a week, and let the day of check- 
ing be uncertain, and done immediately at 
the close of business before he has had time 
to strike a balance or tamper with it in any 
way. If a teller is over or short in his 
cash let him use all diligence while the 
transactions of the day are fresh in his 
mind to discover the errors, and if that 
result is not attained, open a special account, 
termed ** Teller’s Surplus Account.” If over 
in his cash, piace the amount to credit; if 
short, debit it; and when his term of office 
expires, should there be a balance remaining 
of errors undiscovered, let any shortage be 
made good by him, and transfer any surplus 
to credit of profit and loss. Let his security 
extend to one year after leaving the service, 
to provide against the contingency of dis- 
coveries., 

Let a general cash book be kept from the 
vouchers only, so the teller's cash books and 
the journal entries, to be correct, must bal- 
ance with it. Let the discount clerk’s work 
be balanced reguiarly from the maturity book 
by aclerk other than himself. Let a trial 
balance be taken off frequently by the ac- 
countant from the deposit ledgers in addition 
to the regular or monthly balaucing by the 
ledger keepers themselves. Have évery cus- 
tomer receive his checks and certify to the 
correctness of his balance once a month. 

The different departments of labor should 
so dovetail into one another that any undue 
friction would at once make it apparent there 
was something out of joint. In all statutory 
or other important statements, in additinn to 
signatures of executive officers heve signa- 
tures of clerks compiling the same attached, 
so they also may be held responsible. The 
inspector should be thoroughly familiar with 
every detail of banking routine, so no dis- 
crepancy would escape his eye. 

Avoid any complicated or fancy system of 
bookkeeping, which not only offers opportu- 
nity for concealment but frequently suggests 
it. Adhere to plain, simple, effective meth- 
ods, well systematized and efficiently carried 
out. And let it be well understood that he 
who engages in the service of the bank with 
that arduous energy and success which supe- 
rior talent and principle usually insure shall 
in due time be appreciated and rewarded, and 
his preferment will be entirely independent 
of powerful director or wealthy client.

Their 
sails are soaked in a preparation of oil 


and tar, to prevent mildew, and they present 


almost as varied a conglomeration of colors 
as those of picturesque Venice. 

We (the steamer load of excursionists tour. 
ing through Norwegian waters) anchored two 


miles off the coast at Ingo, one of the 


leading whaling establishments of Upper 
Norway, Saturday morning, July 6. 
The manager of the place had agreed some 


' weeks before, if possible, to have his men in 


the act of killing a whale on the day of our 
arrival, that the excursionists might see he 
sport. But although the men were out the 
leviathan had not materialized, so the per- 
formance did not come off as advertised. But 
the excitements of whaling in these latter 
days are entirely devoid of poetry. A bomb 
is fired into the fish and that ends it. 

The waves were rolling in from the sea in 
fine shape about our 10.000 ton steamer. and 
with difficulty the naphtha launches were 
lowered to the water on the lee side. Amid 
the cheers of the passengers on deck we were 
off and swinging over the wild waves to the 
shore, but the waves ran so high that when 
we sank to their depths the great steamer 
entirely disuppeared from view. But 
the Norwegian Captain in the bow of 
our launch, looking calmly over she 
troubled waters, was au immense amount of 
encouregement to the rest of us, regardless 
of our shipping an occasionai sea, and as the 
first launch had not swamped the second was 
soon in the water and more liberally patron- 
ized, Seven great monster whales, from sixty 
to seventy feet in length, we found anchored 
to the beach as we regained the shore, their 
“jackets” having been removed, and men 
were preparing to strip the whalebone and 
blubber. 

We entered the long sheds and saw the 
tanks in which the blubber was simmering, 
and others where they .were filling barrels 
with oil and packing away the whalebone, 
samples of which were given to each excur- 
sionist, while men in the yards were splitting 
up the great bones of the carcasses with thin 
axes,asone would cords of wood. In the 
middie of tne afternoon we crossed the Arctic 
Circle and ran directly to the northeast, among 
some beautiful islands. On the shore we 
saw, for the first time, the inhabitants of this 
lonesome region—the Lapianders, with their 
wives and children, clustered about the 
low doors of their dome-shaped huts. 
In the fields were herd after 
herd of reindeer grazing, whose 
number we could easily distinguish with our 
fleld glasses, and to amuse the passengers 
(and exercise the reindeer; we suppose) our 

cannon at the stern pealed forth its echoes 
and they ran in all directions, 

Then we ran past more islands, more high 
mountains, in the shadows of which were ad. 
ditienai Lapland villages and more reindeer 
feeding, and glaciers innumerable. Each 
island had a mountain all to itself, not with 

merous peaks, but with one high peak, ite 

sides sloping directly to the water with noth- 

ing to interfere, and this is one of the strange 

peculiar features of Norwegian island 
nery. se 

Running to the south and back of North 
Cape Island (for North Cape is an island), the 
steamer rested fora brief hour off what is 
known as Bird Island, taking its name from 
the innumerable number of water fowl which 
make its high, rocky clefts their habitation. 
We fired volley after voliey from our cannon, 
which aroused the myriads of sea-gulls, and 
not contented with that effort we threw from 
the steamer’s deck rocks into their midst, 
which stiil further increased the number al- 
ready in the air, until it seemed perfectly 
alive with them, many of whom flew over our 
heads and saiied gracefully off into the open 
polar sea, through which our vessel soon 
turned its prow on its way to North Cape, 
not many miles to the northwest of Bird 
slana, 

ow strangely did those words sound— 
the open polar sea, and what recollections 
itawakened of the heroic deeds, the sufferings, 
the privations of Drs. Kane, Rae, and Frank- 
lin; Lieuts. Greely. Schwatka, and Peary. 
It was north latitude 71 25, and here we, 
a ſolly party of excursionists from America 
and Europe, aboard a model steamer with 
every luxury possible, without care or thought 
but only on pleasure bent, were sailing over 
the Arctic Sea, while many who had passed 
over the same waters there within sight had, 
in pursuit of the North Pole, never returned. 
The Captain said that it was only about 4,000 
miles more and we could lie up to the North 
Pale, and komne suggested going, as we were 
sure we had plenty of New York ice cream 
and German larger beer to sustain the party. 

We steamed on and on to the westward, and 
at 8 p. m. July 6, in a temperature of 387 
anchored under the frowning cliffs of North 
Cape, the most northern point of Europe, A 


way, and our safe arrival at the acme of 
our excursion—the cheers for the Eiaperor 
and King Oscar being telegraphed at Ham- 
mertfest to them afterwards, The Ameri- 
cans did not cabie President Cleveland—it 
was expensive, and he might be off fishing, 
so we let the Germans and Norwegians do 
the ** gushing” over their potentates. 

North Cape is a dark gray (inclining to 
blue) slate rock, furrowed with deep clefts, 
rising abruptly from the sea to a height of 
nearly a thousand feet. On the east side of 
the rock a path has been constructed and pro- 
vided with a rope fastened to iroa stanchions 
for the benefit of bad walkers. The first part 
of the ascent is easy, then come many feet of 
very difficult climbing, while the last part to 


ends the island belt 
and the coast is washed 
the long sweeping 
Arctic Ocean, the sole 

traction being the bleakness and solemnity of 
the scene as one gazes out on the open polar 
sea. On top isa granite column commemo- 
rating the visit ot Oscar II. in 1873, and a 
beacon recording that of Emperor William 


II. in 1891, which has made the trip of this 


region very popular ever since. 

Phe naphtha launches were soon in the 
water, the first containing our band, which 
the Captain had sent to the top of the rock to 
encourage with its music the fatigued climb- 
ers, although the fellow who carried the big 
bass drum also had oursympathies. An 
enthusiastic American was in the prow 
of the boat, and with a five-foot flag was the 
first to step ashore and unfurl the Stars and 
Stripes on the most northern point of Europe. 
Not all climbed to the top of the rock, as the 
chance to see the midnight eun that night was 
very doubtful, and,as the result proved, the 
orb sank to rest ina big bank of fog, much 
to the disappointment of the Exceisiors,”’ 
who were gatnered at the summit until after 
midnight. But mostall went ashore, threw 
snowballs at one another from the glacier 
near. the landing, or picked wild flowers 
among the rocks, perfectiy contented to be- 
lieve, with a late climber of our own high 


elevations, that you can often see more of ay 


mountain than you can from it,”’ 

We were greatly surprised with the variety 
and beauty of the flowers at North Cape. 
Bluebells, geraniums, forget-me-nots, violets, 
buttercups, the latter over an inch in diam- 
eter, were to be found in profusion, and were 
pg in quantities to decorate our dining 
table. 


After the great disappointment of not wit- 
nessing a display of the midnight sun at 
North Cape we left early the next moraing, 
ahd turning southward made Hammerfest, 
the most northern town in the world, at 10 a. 
m. It is in latitude 70° 40 11’, and has 
about 2,000 inhabitants. On the way to the 
shore in the launch we passed a number 
of sioop-rigged fishing boats, engaged in the 
cod-liver oil business, which is the most 
valuable enterprise of the place, and al- 
though no alarming excitement seemed to 
prevail on our arrival, the town is said to be 
a very lively place in summer, when the sun 
does not set trom May 13 to July 29, and, 
conversely, the sun never rises from Nov. 18 
to Jan. 23. But electric light was introduced 
here a few years ago, which is kept steadily 
burning throughout the winter, while one can 
telegraph to any part of the world. We saw 
numerous Lapianders clad in white (original 
color evidently) woolen jackets ornamented 
with blue, red, and yellow stripes, their legs 
and feet incased in greasy leather shoe-packs, 
their heads ornamented with a cap that would 
put a circus clown to blush—it was a sort ofa 
cross in outline between a saucepan and 
Columbia’s liberty cap, odds in favor of the 
saucepan. 

Souvenirs for sale in the shops were mostly 
manufactured by the Lapps from the horns 
or skin of the reindeer, but the mighty whale 
also was not far astern in offoring its bony 
eye sockets and ears, and great platter-like 
sections of vertebra, while white bear and 
other arctic anima) skins were displayed in 
most of the windows, The town carries on a 
busy trade in cod-liver oil with Russia, and 
there is a small Presbyterian church, built by 
subscriptions fr America (so the pastor 
said), while a Rat sent hospital of some fif- 
teen beds offers a haven of rest to the sick 
and injured, but as it lacked at the time even 
one patron it spoke well for the health of the 
town. ‘The nurses are nuns, and their sweet, 


thoughtful faces showed their interest in the 


most noble of all professions. 

The bugle sounded at 5:30 o’clock the next 
morning, and although it required a great 
effort of will to turn out of our warm berths 
below, we were all soon on deck rubbing our 
eyes and striving to see through our half- 
closed lids the beauties of the Lyngen Fjord. 
There were mountains piled upon mountains 
in the foreground, snow-capped, the peaks of 
higher and more distant ones peeping up 
away beyond. Great masses of ice and snow 
filled the gorges, and an immense glacier of 
unusual size and whiteness pushed its frozen 
river almost to the edge of the fjord, while 
magnificent waterfalls coursed down the 
rocks on all sides, and at a distance, under 
the light of the morning sun, appeared like 
so many satin riobons waving us a welcome. 

At the end of the fjord the steamer came 
about and returned to the sea, and sailing 
along the many islands we continued south to 
Tromso. Tromso, a town of about 6,000 in- 
habitants. is a busy trading place, if one may 
judge by the number of vessels seen in the 
harbor, ita special commodities being dried 
and smoked herring and other fish, furs, etc. 
Tromso also trades largely with Russia, and 
fits out many vessels for the capture of seals 
and walruses, It was a beautiful, bright 
day, and every one wenton shore at the éar- 
liest moment and soon scattered in various 
directions to see the town, Some went 
to the museum to examine 
eollection of relics, all 
various © 6xpeditions within the 
circle, while others patronized the shops, or 
meandered along shore examining the strange 
boats and people they containéd. Fur-ciad 
Laplanders were to be met at every turn, and 
the writer had some funny experiences in in- 
ducing them to stand still long enough to be

ly successful. It was a study to watch the 
expression on the faces of these little wizzen, 
dried up, dirty inhabitants of the polar 


regions, and to hear the peculiar chatter “of. 


their voices when a trade was consummated. 
These Lapps possess a herd of 4,000 to 
5,000 reindeer which graze on the adjoining 
hills, but of these only fifty were then to. be 
seen, Some of the deer were singled out 
from the herd and captured by a lasso thrown 
over their horns and were led into the of re- 
ground to be photographed by a professional 
artist, who had accompanied us throughout 
the entire trip—the exeursionists making a 
background to the scene, The deer are 
milked only twice a week. The milk is said 
to de rich but of agamy fla vor and consti- 
tutes the chief article of diet, diluted with 
water beforg use. The Lapps never 
marry outside of the tribe and in the win- 
ter go south to Sweden on account of the 
reater profusion of moss for the deer, They 
ormerly went to Russia, but their animals 


were taken away {rom them and could only 


be bought back at auction, so oppressing were 
the laws of that country. 

We noticed that many of the Lapps wore 
glasses, their eyes having been irjured by re- 
flection on the’ snow and the smoke of their 
huts, and their diminutive forms made them 
all appear (young ar old) like so many chil- 
dren asciad in full suite of fur they ran in 
and about the crowd of strangers, selling 
various rudély ornamented articles of 
their home manufacture. On return- 
i to the launches many of the 
vehicles broke down, and Generals as well as 
others of less note were obliged to walk. It 
certainly wasone of the most interesting of 
the many side trips we made, and we returned 
to our steamer with a better knowledge of 
the inhabitants of the Arctic circle than we 
ever had before. 

It was a glorious night, and the heavens be- 
ing devoid of clouds we all feit it foretold a 
fine view of the midnight sun, so we sat out 
on deck watching it slowly near the horizon 
over the town and hills of Tromso, We 
gathered on the hurricane deck and on the 
bridge (by special favor of the officers), 
oI) come. to have a clearer view, mounted 
to the *crow’s nest, and others more 
agile climbed to greater heights in the rat- 
tlings. Norwegian midnight was 11:44 v. 
m., and we watched with intense interest the 
great red orb descend, But a hill, higher 
than many adjoining, wa; directly in line 
with the view of the sun, although there was a 
depression in the iandscape on each side of 
it. The sun came cioser and closer to the 
horizon, touched the mountain, and, as we 
looked at our Watches, we saw it had alto- 
gether too much time to spare before it 
reached its lowest point. Soon it was gone 
from our eyes on deck, but we could still see 
away up the bay its full radiance 
shining on the water, The first officer 
suggested the use of the naphtha 


launch, and a chase after it. No sooner 
said than done, and as a number of us 


scrambled down the steps and jumped into 
the boat the officer said we bad but tweive 
minutes to spare. Away we flew, first in 
the shadow and at last into the full light of 
the sun, with only fout minutes lacking as 
we regained the latter. But we had accom- 
plished our purpose, and when the officer 
announced it was just the exact time. 11:44 


p. m., and the sun still in sight, we sent up- 


in our enthugiasm a shout that could be 
heard the entire length of the bay. The 
writer had his faithful compass on his knee, 
and, gazing down upon it, discovered that 
the midnight sun had set exactly in the 
North. 


Capt. Finerty’s Irish Convention. 

Chicago, Sept. 27,—[ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
The new movement ’’ for the liberation of Ire- 
land, which has just been started in Chicago 
under the auspices of John F. Finerty and other 
Irish patriots, it is predicted by men who pro- 
fess to have the interests of the Green Isle at 
heart, will be sbipwrecked in the political sea, 
which is expected to be more than usually tem- 
pestuous next year. Indeed, those Irishmen who 
criticise the work of the convention assert that 
the delegates have not inaugurated a new move- 
ment at all, but have revived an old movoment. 
They go further and charge that the convention 
was nothing more or less than a political gather- 
ing, whose primary object. Was not so much to 
attempt the amelioration of Ireland's condition 
as to devise ways and means for securing recog- 
nition at the public crib) when the smoke of next 
year's political battle will have cleared away. 

The infamous Castlereagh, through whose 
machinations the déstruction of the Irish Parlia- 
ment was. accomplished, thanked God that he 
had a country to sell. Several of the delegates, 
those Irishmen who refused to countenance the 
convention, alliage they might thank God that, they 
have a country which they can use to their ad- 
vantage in American politics. The fact that not 
less than 90 per cent of the delegates have sither 
held office or have been aspirants for it is re- 
sponsible largely for the widespread suspicion 

tthe mission of “the new movement isto 
obtain American spoils and not to strike the 
shackles from the limbs of Erin. 

Most of the delegates from this city and county 
have served the taxbayer in one capacity or an- 
other, and they are, it is fair to presume, willing 
to do so again for the usual compensation. The 
delegates from the other States would resent the 
charge that they had been ess willing than their 
Lilinois brethren to serve. the public, and no 
doubt many of them could disprove it by 
referring to their records. It is safe to 
gay that those delegates who were not in 
favor of the old flag and a large appropriation 
were in a lamentable minority in the convention. 
Those who charge that the new movement is 
not really what its author represents it to be, al- 
lege that this convention is another illustration 
of the fact that history; occasionally. repeats it- 
self. In support of their views they recall the 
„ movement that agitated Irish-American cir- 
cles prior to the Presidential conventions of 
1884. Just about that time the Irish-American 
patriots met for the purpose of, once more, free- 
ing Ireland. Poor Ireland gained little from 
this gathering, but it wasthe meansof helping 
some of the patriots to fat offices. In that year 
the Clan-na-Gael was particularly active, al- 
though its existence wag net known generally. 
Its leaders | succeeded in inducing the 
Republican National convention to in- 
vite a Catholic riest, the Rey. Dr. 
Charles O'Reilly of Detroit, the treasurer of 
the National League, to offer prayer at the open- 
ing of one of ita sessions, Father O' Reilly. 
fortunately for himself, was so pleasantly situ- 
ated that he had no need of a political office, but 
he had friends, all of whom believed in the effi-

BURY PEOPLE FREE IN SWISS CANTONS. 


Outgrowth of the Belief That All Men 
Are Equal. 

Boston Transcript: There is at least one 
country in the world where it costs nothing 
to die. In some of the cantons of Switzer- 
land all the dead, rich as well as poor, are 
buried at public expense. Coffins and all 
other necessary articles are furnished on ap- 
plication to certain undertakers designated 
by the government. Everything connected 
with the interment is absolutely gratuitous, 
including the grave and religious service. 
All classes avail themselves freely of the 


law. 
Appropriations are made for the medical 
inspection of the body, for advertising the 
corpse, for the funeral procession and fu- 
neral, for the coffin and dressing of the 
hearse, for opening and closing the grave, 
and for putting up and numbering the head- 
board, Furthermore, the grave must be or- 
namented by growing plants in a modest 
way at the expense of the community, but 
the bereaved family has the privilege of 
adding to such decorations. A special law 
provides for the payment of subsidies by 
the cantonal government to the communities 
in cases of epidemic. 

In the Canton of Glarus strangers as well 
as citizens are buried at the expense of the 
State. The grave, too, must be kept in prop- 
er condition for a term of ten years. The 
cemetery is the property of the community 
and is placed under the care of a superin- 
tendent who arranges for and conducts 
funerals, keeps a register of the graves, 
which are numbered consecutively, and sees 
that they are properly marked and kept in 
order. The coffins are to be made of pine 
wood and after a model prescribed by the 
authorities,who establish a uniform price for 
them. The graves follow each other in reg- 
ular order, according to the date of burial, 
in uniform rows, and the dead are all laid 
side by side without distinction as to stand- 
ing in life or religious belief. Children, 
however, on account of the smaller size of 
their graves, are buried apart from the 
adults. In case religious services are dis- 
pensed with by request bells are tolled in the 
customary fashion, and the recorder of the 
life statistics reads at the grave the personal 
record of the defunct. Officials and em- 
ployés at burials are forbidden to receive 
gratuities, Wherever free burial has been 
introduced in Switzerland the principle has 
been adopted that, inasmuch as death 
makes all men equal, there ought to be no 
distinction in the interments of the departed. 
It is assumed that all citizens, high or low, 
rich or poor, will avail themselves of the 
p of the enactment, and that all 
funerals shall be equally plain and unosten- 
tatious.

It is by the dis- 
cussion of these physiognomic possibilities 
that the question of the “‘bicycle face“ has 
been raised by the English medical journals 
and taken up by the American newspapers. 
The Springfield Republican asserts with a 
positiveness that bears the imprint of care- 
ful research that in any company of whecl- 
ers the bicycle face“ can be seen, One type 
of it is described as usually flushed, bul 
sometimes pale, often with lips more or less 
drawn, and the beginning of dark shadows 
under the eyes, and always with an express- 
ion of weariness.’’ Such a careworn facé as 
this is pictured to the imagination: 

The subject is considered in its various 
lights by the Christian Intelligencer, which 
looks upon it from a Sabbatarian stand- 
point; the Boston Advertiser, which is in- 
clined to be skeptical; the Providence Jour- 
nal, which rather likes the “bicycle face“; 
and, in fact, nearly every paper of any con- 
sequence in the United States has had some- 
thing to venture, either pro or con, regard- 
ing this latest physiognomic phenomenon, 

But this all simply goes to show what 
habit can do for the face. A perfect phys- 
jognomy can never be found. There is 
always some detail that is irregular or mis- 
shapen. Lavater says: 

“The student who has discovered the fol- 
lowing features, each distinctly excellent 
and marking, and all combined with propor- 
tion, may rest assured he has discovered a 
countenance almost preternatural! 

“A striking symmetry between the three 
principal features af the face: the forehead, 
nose, and chin. *

sequently eyebrows nearly horizontal, bold, 
and compressed. 

“Eyes of a clear blue, or clear brown, that 
at a little distance appear black, with the 
upper eyelid covering about a fourth or a 
fifth part of the pupil. 

“The ridge of the nose broad, almost 
straight, but somewhat bent, 

“A mouth in its géneral form horizontal, 
the upper lip of which, and the middle line 
in the center, is gently but somewhat deeply 
sunken; the under lip not larger than the 
upper. 

“A round, projecting chin. 

“Short dark-brown curly hair in large di- 
visions.“ 

So much will serve as general directions 
for the perfect face. Few, however, have 
perfect faces, and the majority of mankind 
must rest content with fairly well formed 
features. M. Lavater has very carefully 
analyzed nearly every known countenance 
taken from many hundreds of subjects, and, 
for the purpose of applying his learned re- 
searches and deductions to the originals 
familiar to most of us, the following com- 
parisons are submitted.

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HE Presbyterian Hospital of the City 
of Chicago is probably the largest 
private hospital in Cook County, as 
it is certainly one of the most effi- 
cient and popular. It is likely a 


te degree of its fame is based on the fact 
¢hat it is an adjunct to the most celebrated 
medical college of the West—old Rush. But 
in this, the thirteenth year of its existence, it 
needs no adventitious association on which to 
rest its reputation. This has spread to al- 
most every State of the Union, with the result 


that patients are brought to it from great dis- 
tancer, and today there are more than a score 
of people receiving treatment in the institu.

$2,000 was received for an extension to the 
laundry. The annual endowment of free beds 
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Henry M. Curtis; Mrs. H. N. Hib- 
bard; Treasurer, Mrs. William Hill. The 
Board of Managers is composed of repre- 
sentatives from thirty-one churches, 

The buildings of the Presbyterian Hospital 
and Rush ‘College form an imposing archi- 
tectural group in the block bounded by Con- 
gress and Wood streets and Hermitage avenue. 
They are of red brick, of massive design, and 
handsomely ornamented with red stone. On 
the first floor are the numerous offices and 
reception-rooms of the Superintendent and 
matron, the Allen Library, the physicians’ 
offices and the living-rooms of the internes. 
On the second floor are the wards and private 
rooms for women patients. The wards are 
as bright and cheerful as sunlight and fur- 
nishing cah make them and many of the 
rooms are luturious in their appointments. 


The perfume of flowers is everywhere, and 


from one dainty room comes the sound of 
women’s voices singing an old Presbyterian 
hymn. A women is dying in there and mem- 
bers of the Devotional committee are sooth- 
ing the way for the last journey. 

bp another flight of stairs, past the cozy, 


pital was the result of a recognized need of 
such an institution to be conducted in cog 
nection with Rush College, so the students 
might have the benefit of clinical education 
and observation in the exhibition before them 
every day of operative cases. While it was to 
be an agent in the relief of the suffering rich 
and poor, it was above all things to be an ad- 
juuct to the teachings of practical medicine. 
Such was the idea in the mind of Dr. Joseph 
P. Ross, the real founder of the hospital, and 
in this form he nursed it for many years, 
constäntly spreading his propaganda. A val- 
uable tract of land was finally donated for the 
erection of hospital buildings. It adjeined, 
of course, the college at Congress and Wood 


streets, 

Dr. Ross, still revelving his idea, hit upon 
the plan of deeding this land to a corporation 
for hgspitat purposes, which in return should 
guaréntee to the college the privilege of using 
such clinical patients as would voluntarily 
consent to public operations. By hard and 
persistent work Dr. Ross succeeded in enlist. 
ing the interest and aid to his scheme of 
the Rev. Dr. ‘ Craig. 

W. Hall, Dr. R. C. Hamill, 

K. Pearsons, and the Rev. 

Barrows. The first money encouragement 
and inspiration he received, however, came 
from his father-in-law, Tuthill King, in the 
shape of a check for $10;000. With this im- 
petus a corporation was formed July 21, 
1883, and exactly a year and one month later 
the hospital received its first case. The con- 
stitution declares the institution is to afford 
aid to the sick and disabied without distinc- 
tion as to creed, nationality, or color, but that 
the inmates shall be provided with minis- 
trations of the gospel agreeably to the doc- 
trines and forins of the Presbyterian Church.”’ 

The end of the first fiscal year records 299 
admissions. Dr. E. P. Davis was the first 
superintendent, and among his first assistants 
was Dr. Alta Mitchell, the only woman physi- 
cian ever appointed to the position of interne. 
A training school for nurses was established 
at thesame time as the hospital and the 
nursing was done by the etudents. But owing 
to the fact that at that time there was no ma- 
ternity ward connected with the in- 
stitution an the lack of other 
facilities for the instruction of the nurses 
the school was abandoned for the time be- 
ing, and since then the nurses for the hospital 
have been supplied by the Illinois Training 
School for Nurses, which is located only vue 
block away from the hospital. It is broba- 
ble, however, that within a year the training 
school will be reéstab.ished on a large scale 
by the hospital management. 

The managers of the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital, with the memory of the disadvantages 
under which the physicians of Rush Coilege 
had worked before them, early adopted a gen- 


- @rous rule of allowing ail reputable physi- 


cian to treat their own patients in the hos- 
pital. This is the first instance of the trial of 
such an experiment in a general hospital, and 
the raanagement has bad no reason to regret 
it. The medical staff has always been select 
ed from men in the front rank of the profes- 
sion, with the result that the institution had 
been open but a short time before the ea- 
pacity of the hospital had been reached, and 
it became necessary to turn away patients. 
The Hamili wing was the first addition 
made to the old hospital, and this was 
erected in 1887 by Dr. Ross and the Cyrus 
H. McCormick estate. This gave the institu- 
tiona net increase of forty beds. Shortly 
thereafter Dr. D. K. Pearsons, then President 
of the corporation, sent his check for $25,000 
to the managers. The announcement of this 
contribution in the newspapers caught the 
eye of D. A. Jones, who immediately eat bis 
check to the managers for $10,000. Mr. 
Jones died in 1889 and left two-seventeenths 
of his estate to charity. In the meantime Mrs. 
Jones and her daughters had become deeply 


interested in the work of the hospital and ' 


they decided to contribute $100,000 .owards 
the building of a memorial to the father and 
husband. This was erected and is now the 
principal building of the hospita!. Dr. Pear-

of $45,000, and this was devoted to the 
building of an ell which unites the memorial 


with the old building.

The medical report shows that of 2,227 pa- 
tients treated during the year, including 208 
remaining in the hospital from last year, 
1,337 were discharged cured, 428 improved, 
and 119 died. The percentage of deaths to 
the number of patients was 5.3. 

In the report of the Board of Managers for 
1895 the subject of starting a training school 
for nurses is broached, and it has been de- 
cided to establish one as soon as practicable. 
The report says on this subject: Several 
years ago the Board of Managers, after care- 
fully review ng the subject decided that with tne 
then existing conditions it would be both wiser 
and to the best interests of the nurses to dis- 
band the school until such time as the hos- 
pital had sufficient material by which practical 
uursing could be efficiently taught. We feel 
that now that time has arrived. While we 
sincerely appteciate the conscientious work 
of our present nurses, still we also feel that 
with a nurses’ home of our own, comfortable 
and complete as it should be, with a standard 
as high as the highest, and a curriculum cov- 
ering a period. of three years. with shorter 
hours for work, the service could be made 
still more efficient. To bring about this re. 
sult we need first of allahome for nurses—a 
place provided with all the comforts and con- 
veniences that the name implies.”” When 
the management of the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital decides to make an addition or an im- 
provement itis as good as done, and it is now 
only a quest:on of detail and time until the 
trainingschool is in operation. 

Probably the most powerful auxiliary the 
hospital has had in its work is the Ladies’ Aid 
Society of the Presbyterian Hospital. This 
is a regular organization of the women of the 
various Presbyterian congregations of the 
city with a full sct of officers, constitution, 
and by-laws. ‘It was organized the year after 
the hospital was chartered, and an immense 
amount of work has been accomplished by it. 
The late Mrs. D. C. Marquis was its Presi- 
dent from the begiuning up to the time of her 
recent death. Tbe valuable services per- 
formed by the society were recognized by the 


sunny ie zess which is at every landing and 
where the convalestents read and write their 
letters, and one camestothe domain of the 
men patients. Ward No. 7 is the largest and 
now it is filled with typhoid patients. The 
typhoid wards of afl the hospitals in the city 
are full naw, but the proportion is legs on the 
West Side than on the South. Ward No. 3 is 
dark as compared with the others, the patients 
there undergomg treatment for afflictions of 
the eyes. 

The vague feeling of oppression that comes 
over one in the silence of the third floor lifts 
instantly as he steps into the wide corridors 
of the floor above. There is a chorus of 
laughter far dow the corridor to the left; 
white-capped and daintily gowned nurses pass 
rapidly in and out of rooms, and the hum of 
conversation ig everywhere. This is the busi- 
est floor in the great institution, and the sub- 
dued bustle mäkes every one more cheerful. 
All the dtessihg-rooms are here, and Miss 
Pickhart, whose position as head nurse of the 
operating rooms is indicated by her pure white 
uniform, is the busiest person on the floor. 
All the surgical patients of theinstitution who 
are able to be moved are brought to this floor 
as often as necessary during the day to have 
their wounds dressed. They are brought up 
or down on the eleyatorsin busy littie surgi- 
cal transfer carts that glide rapidly but si- 
lently over the floots of wards and corridors. 

On this floor also is the emergency room, 
where cases received at night are brought up 
n the elevator, and where patients are pre- 
pared for operations. Down below the drug- 
room, of which there is one on every floor, is 
the William Armour memorial ward of ten 
beds, which are pearly always occupied, 
This is probabiy the handsomest endowed 
ward of its size in the country. The furnish- 
ings are beautiful, the decorations tusteful 
and elaborate, and the little library contains 
a liberal education in itself. There are 
smaller endowed wards on the same floor, 
ore cozy and equally comfortable, as well 
as a numer of eudowed rooms. In fact, the 
best rooms in the hospital are on this floor, 
and here all that can be done to mitigate suf- 
fering is done by friends without and those 
within the institute, 
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managers of the hospital, and five years ago

A {air idea of the character of the work 
performed by the women can be had by a 
mention of some of the standing committees 
of the society, These are: The Furnish- 
ing committee. the Committee on Deli- 
cacies, the Library committee, and 
the Devotional committee.

society recently wrote of their province: 
‘- The physivian, the surgeon, and the nurse 
are first in importance to the sufferer from 
disease or accident, but beyond. their skiliful 
ministrations there seems something left for 
sympathizing hearts and ready hands to do. 
These are the wants which the Aid Society 
aims to supply. Furnishings of bedding and 
table linen to meet the great wants in that 
direction; delicacies to tempt the slender or 
failing appetite; books to beguile the hours of 
pain and weariness homesickness; and, 
better still, the visite of those who know how 
to comfort the depressed and lonely and to 
say a word in season to anxious und troubled 
hearts. These are some of the way@in which

Of the many ministering angels in woman’s 
form who devote much of their time to 
alleviating the sufferings of the patients of 
this institution none is so well known, so ear- 
nest, so untiring, so popular as Miss Con- 
tent. Patterson. She knows almost every 

tient in the hospital, and there is hardly a 
ay of the week she does not pass from ward 
to ward, from room to room, and from bed to 
bed, chatting with one, laughing with another, 
praying with a third, and reading or singing 
toa fourth. Tuesday nights she has a prayer 
meeting in Armour ward and many who can- 
not walk to it are wheeled there in chairs or 
iu transfer carts. Often when a patient is 
dying and wants help across the dark river, 
he or she wili ask that Miss Patterson be sent 
for instead of a minister. 

There is only one thing on that most inter. 
esting floor of the whole hospital which is sug. 
gestive of the grewsore, and that is the iron 
door down at theend of the long corridor 
that leads to an incline, down which 
the surgical carts are wheeled into the 
clinic room of Rush College, and there, at 
the base of the amphitheater, surrounded by a 
semicircle of facea that stretch away to the 
roof, all intent on the demonstrator in his 
white aprun, the knife is applied. Aud if che 
victim could look down from the window 
that he passes on his way to that amphitheater 
of staring faces he could see the little brick 
building in which is stored the “:nateria!”’ 
for the dissecting room above. But luckily 
for his peace of mind he cannot see it from 
the surgical cart, and he would not be told 
what it was if he could. 

On the fifth floor is the great kitchen where 
the food for the entire institution is cooked. 
From here it is lowered by elevators to the 
distributing kitchens, which are located on 
each floor, By this arrangement of having 
the kitchen near the roof no odor of cooking 
can penetrate to the wards or corridors. Op- 
posite the kitchen is the large dairy, and not 
far from the milk supply is the children’s 
ward, containing sixteen beds. It isa large, 
supny, and airy dormitory, where everything 
is made as cheerful as possible for the little 
sufferers. Sorrow and pain are less often 
expressed by tears and cries in this ward than 
in those below. it being a fact that children 
will bear physical suffering with more heroic 
fortitude and resignation than men and 
women. A matron isin charge of the ward 
and several nurses assist her. 

The four principa! operating rooms of the 
hospital are also on this floor. Two of them 
are large and frequently four patients are un- 
dergoing operations in one of these rooms at 
the same time. The chapel, containing 175 
chairs, in which services are held every Sua- 
day, and frequently entertainments during 
the week, is located at the end of the main 
corridor on this floor. 

The dormitories for the women employed 
in the institution are on the floor above and 
here also is probably the finest and most ex- 
clueive operating room in the country. The 
walls and floors are of white marble and the 
triiomings are of shining nickel. A tiny 
semicircle of seats runs up to the skylight, 
but these are only for consulsing physicians, 
as only operations ou private patients are 
performed here. 

This is the top floor of the building, but up 
in the tower, over the elevator shaft, is a room 
that is seidon occupied. When a contagious 
disease develops in the hospital the patient is 
quickly placed on the top of the elevator, 
hoisted to the trapdoor in the floor of the 
room, and isolated in the tower. The patient 
is accompanied by a nurse and neither may 
leave the room until the disease is spent or 
death ensues. 

Such is the Presbyterian Hospital proper. 
The maternity department is located in a 
large frame building adjoining on Hermitage 
avenue, and next to it are four flat houses 
which are used as convalescent wards. The 
department for consumptives and the treat- 
ment of diseases of the chest is located in the 
two buildings adjoining the convalescent 
wards,

HEAT GENERATED FROM ELECTRICITY. 


Wonderfal Things Done in a Reverbatory 
Furnace with Movable Electrodes. 


M. Moissan’s electric furnace is extremety 
simple; it consists of two bricks of quick- 
lime for ordinary limestone, with a hollow 
space that contains the crucible, and two 
horizontal grooves in the lower brick to 
hold the electrodes. The difference between 
this furnace and those used hitherto is that 
the material to be heated does not come into 
contact with carbon or carbon vapor. The 
apparatus is a true reverbatory furnace, an 
electric reverbatory furnace, with movable 
clectrodes. 

By means of this apparatus and the use of 
high temperatures, he was able to reproduce 
diamonds, to crystallize metallic oxides, un- 
til now thought impossible of reduction; to 
fuse refractory metals, to distill lime, silica, 
zircon, and carbon; to volatilize in quanti- 
ties metals like platinum, copper, gold, iron, 
manganese, uranium. Some of these bodies 
which could not be even liquefied, such as 
magnesium, uranium, tungsten, and molyb- 
denum, can be turned into gases by the elec- 
tric furnace. He has often handled in his 
investigations the gas vaporized from lime 
and that from silica. 

The operation of the apparatus is very 
simple. The current is brought by two pli- 
able wires to the carbon electrodes, whose 
diameter varies according to the power of 
the dynamo. The contact is established, 
the arc flashes, and by advancing or with- 
drawing thie electrodes a powerful spark of 
constant length is given out, depending on 
the amount of electric power and the con- 
ductivity of the metallic vapors that fill 
the furnace. From the outset there is a 
strong odor of hydrocyanic acid, arising 
from the combination of the nitrogen in 
the furnace with the acetylene, which forms 
at once. The purple flame of cyanogen at 
first lights up the electric arc, then the color 
disappears and the light becomes dazzling. 
The quicklime of the oven soon melts and 
flows iike wax, and then boils; the elec- 
trodes become red hot in a few moments. 
torrents of vapor break out on all sides in 
constantly increasing volume. The lime 
distills plentifully, and covers the supports 
of the electrodes with a white scale. So, 
with the use of currents of 300 or 400 horse- 
power, we have in the middle the enormous 
heat produced by the electric arc, a few 
centimeters lower down the crucible contain- 
ing the material to be reduced, and below 
that a laver of seething quicklime.—Popular

WONDERFUL START OF THE RUS- 
SIAN PETROLEUM INDUSTRY, 


Struggle of the Nobel Brothers Against 
Government Opposition — Construction 
of Great Oil Works on the Shores of the 
Caspian Sea=New Methods of Transpor- 
tatlon- Reduction in the Price of Oil 
and Oil Products=Widening of the Ex- 
port Trade=Career of Ludwig Nobel. 


Boston Transcript: The Caucasian Mount. 
ain range terminates on the southeastern side 
of the shore of the Caspian Sea in the penin- 
sula of Apsheron, which, since time imme. 
morial, has been famous for its naphtha 
springs, but particularly for its wells of in- 
flammable gas. All know the fantastic part 
which this locality played in the religion of 
the fire- worshipers, the priests of which, dur- 
ing many centuries, guarded the ‘“ eternal 
fires ’’ sustained by the evaporation of sub- 
terranean oile. The Bible contains much 
about the phenomena, clothed in character- 
istic Eastern language. 

The town of Baku, on the south side of the 
peninsula, affords excellent harbor facilities. 
It was formerly an insignificant hamlet, but, 
thanks to the development of the naphtha in- 
dustry, it has become a flourishing and pop- 
ulous town, 

The existence of the rich naphtha fields 
has been known for ages, but their develop- 
ment has come since 1832. At that time the 
naphtha was obtained in a crude manner 
from pits, and its yearly output hardly 
amounted to anything. Several hundred 
thousand ponds (one pond equals 32,243 
English pounds) a year were taken out, but 
many years passed after the invention of 
the oil lamp iu America before any serious 
attempt was made to develop the resources 
of the Caucasian fields, The first improve- 
ment came in 1871, when the first boring 
was made, and soon followed by others. 
When the lease system was a lished, 
thanks to fred competition, the industry be- 


| gan to develop rapidly, capital pe? oo 


a chance to impart new life to it. ean- 
while American enterprise in this line had 
succeeded in capturing the markets of the 
world, including Russia itself. Russian 
petroleum was only consumed in the territory 
adjoining the. Caspian Sea and the Volga 
(the Russian Mississippi). In accordance 
with the traditions of — commerce, 
mineral oil, like other raw products, was an- 
nually sent to the great fair at Nijni Nov- 
gorcd, where it brought a more or less .mod- 
erate price, according to demand. The Rus- 
sian miners clung to the use of the lutehina 
(fire-brand), but on account of the inferior 
quality of the oil, due to the primitive method 
of distillation, ana the bad quality of the bar- 
rels in which it was transported and stored, 
it was impossible to compete in markets 
where American oil had gained a foothold. 
Besides this the material trom which the bar- 
rels were manufactured was brought froma 
distance, as there was no native timber at 
Baku. 

All these causes hampered the full develop- 
ment of the oil industry in Russia. 

The conveyance of the crude oil from pits 
and borings to the refineries was effected in 
skins and barrels on carts, and as the roads 
over which these carts traveled were in a very 
bad condition, part of the time only small 
quantities of the crude oil could be transport- 
ed on one cart, thus arriving at the refineries 
burdened with so many charges that it was 
impossible to compete with the American 
product. 

The refinad oil had again to be poured into 
barrels to be loaded into sailing vessels tak- 
ing it to Astrakhan, at the mouth of the 
Volga, thence to be towed in barges to Nijni 
Novgorod, where it was sold with all the 
charges added, making it impossible to carry 
on a profitable trade on a large scale, 

It was in the commencement of the seven- 
ties that Robert Nobel, at the instance of 
his brother Ludwig, undertook a journey 
through the Caucasian district of Russia in 
order to organize the exploitation of the local 
walnut wood plantations for military pur- 
poses. While thus engaged his attention was 
called to the deplorabie condition of the oil 
industry in and around Baku. He soon saw 
there was a large field here for enterprisi 
men if becked by intelligence and capital. 
On his return he persuaded his brother Lud- 
wig to aid hitn in establishing a small petro- 
leum refinery at Baku. . 

Interested by Robert's report his brother 
visited the place in 1876, studied the geolog- 
ical and economic condition of the peninsula 
of Apsheron, and came to the conclusion that 
the naphtha industry could be developed into 
a gigantic enterprise if organized in accord- 
ance with the latest technical improvements. 
The two brothers at once began work and in 
1879 formed a stock company, which bids 
fair to become a dangerous rival to the Stand- 
ard Oil company in tne United States. 

The prime object in beginning operations 
wus to remove as far as possible the existing 
drawbacks and by reducing transportation 
charges to such a minimum amount that the 
Russian petroleum could at least command all 
the native markets of European Russia. They 
took immediate steps to connect with pipes 
the principal naphtha pits near Balakhany 
with Baku, a distance of about ten miles. At 
Baku, situated on the border of the Caspian 
Sea, they erected their refinery, and at these 
latter works every care was taken to in- 
troduce the most perfect working system and 
methods. From here the refined product was 
sent out in specially constructed cistern steam- 


ers, into which the oil was pumped from the. 


refinery through pipes connecting it with the 
steamer lunding. In addition to the build. 
ing of large cistern steamers to transport the 
oil across the Caspian Sea to Astrakhau (these 
steamers, owing to their great draft, 
could not enter the shallow water of the 
Volga), they built immense cistern barges 
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: to the shallow Volga. Into these the 
Oil wes pumnped at Astrakhau and thence was 
carried to Tsaritin, where the network 
of Russifin railways. Here they established 
a large store, from which the distribution all 
over Russia took place. They also discon- 
tinued here the use of barrels by introducing 
tank eure. | 

The erection of stores and reservoirs at the 
8 railway stations perfected theysys- 

n. and then began trade with St. Peters- 
burg, Warsaw, the frontier towns of Austro- 
Hungary and Germany without the oil having 
been in a barrel and without any other mode 
of loading than by means of a steam pump. 
Of all the innovations adopted by the Nobel 
brothers the most striking was the transporta- 
tion of the oilin tank steamers, without which 
the eistern cars would have had no use. It was 
thé mode ot transport by sea and land which 
put e special character upon the Russian pe- 
troleum trade, Owing to that and to the per- 
fect appliances adopted for loading and un- 
loading, the Caucasian petroleum has won a 
market not only in all parts of Russia but also 
in all the States of Western Europe and lately 
in Affica’and Asia. This result is wholly due 
to the enterprise of Ludwig Nobel, and to him 
is due the present cheapness of illuminating 
oil in Russia; whereas it was formerly very

which créate employment for thousands of 
working people, 

Like all innovators, the Nobel Bros. had 
a very hard road to travel at first, and the 
necessary funds with which to get their project 
under way were difficult to procure, To over- 
come this difficulty Ludwig Nobel, as far back 
as 1896, applied to the principal naphtha 
men in Beku, proposing that they should join 
him in constructing pipe lines. At first he 
met with ridicule and rebuffs. He then pro- 

ed to the steamship company Kavkas & 
ercuri, on the Caspian and Volga, and to the 
Griaze Tsaritsin railway (both companies 
being subsidized by the Russian Govern- 
ment), that they should construct, jointly 
with him, or on their own account, several 
cistern vessels and tank cars for the special use 
of transporting naphtha. Both companies, 
however, rejected his proposition as chimer- 
ical and unrealizable. Thereupon the Nobel 
Bros., instead of restricting themselves to in- 
dustrial activity alone, were compelled to 
take into their own hands the task of distrib- 
uting and disposing naphtha products through- 
out the Russian Empire by constructing dars 
and vessels. Thus their enterprise embraced 
new branches, and they demonstrated to the 
incredulous railway and steamship officials 
the practicability of their project. The pict- 
ure soon changed, When the pipe line 
worked not only admirably but also 
fabulously cheap, and cistern steamers 
and tank cars built by them suited the pur- 
pose excellently, their opponents, of course, 
understood the immense significance of the 
innovation, and in a very short time the vi- 
cinity of Balakhany-Sabunchi was bisected 
with pipe lines, and noone ever dreamed of 
conveying the crude’product from the pit to 
the works im any other way. Tank steamers 
on the Caspian, tank barges on the Volga, 
and tank cars on the various railway lines 
adjacent to the Volga became more numer- 
ous, and railway and steamship companies, 
one after another, introduced tank lines of 
their own accord. At the present time there 
are on the Caspian Sea and the Volga several 
hundfed tank steamers and barges, and in the 
Black Sea there are thirty tank steamers 
specially built for the transportation of pe- 
troleum. On the Russian railways there are 
over 15,000 tank cars engaged in transport- 
ihg mineral oil, 

Owing to the abundance and cheapness of 
the crude oil the Nobel Bros. turned their 
special attention to improvements in the work- 
ing of the oil instead of to the acquisition of 
the naphtha- produeing land and, notwith- 
stand ing that their output of petroleum repre- 
sents 22 per cent of the whole industry at 
Baku, they possess only 15 per cent of ail the 
borings and are purchasers of the crude oil 
from other producers. 

The seventy productive borings belonging 
to the company are situated partly in the dis- 
‘trict of Baiakhany and partiy in Sabunchi 
and are separated from Baku by a distance of 
about teo English miles. 

The works of the company near Baku, in 
the so-called Black Town,” are connected 
with the latter two points by two pipe lines, 
through which annually pass 160,000,000 to 
170,000,000 pounds of crude oil. Besides 
this two special pipe lines connect the works 
and Balakhany for the water supply, and there 
is a canal to the works from the sea for the 
same purpose. The works are divided into 
six sections—distillery, refinery for illuminat- 
ing oll, refinery for beuzine, lubricating oil 
works, sulphuric acid works, soda works. 

The illuminating oil obtained is 35 per cent 
of the natural product. Benzine is turned 
out in inconsiderable quantities (about 200, 
000 pounds annually), owing to the small 
demand, and there remains a considerabie 
residue (ostatki), which findsa variety of 
uses, 

The greater portion of it is used as fuel in 
Baku itself, in the Caspian Sea, in the Voiga 
and in the adjoining territory. A smaller 
quantity is used in producing lubricating oils, 
and after distilling there remains only the 
heavy component parts, which, added to the 
ordinary residue, are used in heating the 
works. 

The stills for extracting illuminating oils 
ha ve a capacity of 1,100 tons in the course 
of twenty-four hours. 

The ſubricating oil works produce annually 
33,000 tons. The sulphuric acid section 
manufactures the requisite quantity of acid 
for treating illuminating and lubricating oils, 
and also has lately furnished ‘sulphuric acid 
to other works.

At the 
present rate of progress of the work it is ex- 
pected that the new lock will be ready for use 
some time during next season. 

This season has shown an increase of 20 
per cent in the traffic over last year, and, as a 
result, the congestion at the St. Mary's Canal 
has been very rime The recent opening of 
the Hay Lake Channel and the improvements 
of the St. Clair Flats Canal have both result- 
ed in increasing the traffic between Lakes 
Superior and Huron, with the result that the 
present canal is considerably overtaxed, It 
is proposed as soon as the new lock ip com- 
pleted to use it for the vessels of heuvier 
draught, while the lighter and smaller ones 
will be handled by the lock now in use, 

The Canadian traffic through the St. Mary’s 
Fails Canal amounts to about 5 per cent of the 
total business. During Harrison’s ad minis- 
tration it was proposed by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment to tax ali United States vessels usi 
the Welland Canal. The United States retal- 
iated by threatening to close the St. Mary's 
Canal to Canadian vessels and the affair was 
adjusted. This opened Canada’s eyes to the 
importance of ownmga canal around the St. 
Mary’s Falls and steps were immediately 
taken to procure one. 

The canal and lock which Canada set her- 
self to bu Id are now practically completed 
and are merely waiting the will of the gov- 
ernment to be put in regular use. The canal 
itself is 3,000 feet long. This ineludes the 
two approaches and the lock proper, Througb- 
out the length of the canal a depth of 21 
feet and a width of 100 feet are kept. The 
lock is 900-feet long by 100 feet wide and 
has a depth of 21 feet on the miter-sills. It 
has a litt of 18 feet, This lock is the largest 
in the world. 

Asa piece of engineering construction the 
Canadian lock appears to the most ordinary 
observer to be far inferior to the new Amer- 
ican lock. The stonework is much less 
massive and well finished. The vaives show 
considerable inferiority, and the gates are 
made entirely of wood instead of iron, The 
plans for the Canadian lock are stated by men 
in charge of the American work to have been 
copied almost exdctly from the lock now in 
use. There is certainly a great ei. in 
the two constructions. The Canadian lock 
has cost but $2,000,000 to build. 

The power for the Canadian lock. which 
seems to be the only thing lacking for its im- 
med iate use, is to be obtained from a power- 
house situated some distance away. Water 
turbine Wheels wili be used, and they in turn 
Will drive electric generators. 
and closing of the gates and valves will be ac- 
complished by electric motors arranged with 
special worm gearing. The dynamo which 
furnishes power for this purpose will also 
light the canal and run the pumps for empty- 
mg the locks. At present one turbine wheel 
is in place, and work is bemg done atiexca- 
vating the sluice way from the power-house 
to the river. The remaining work to be done 
could be accomplished in a week. 

In amount of traffic the Work done the 
St. Mary’s Canal is much greater than of 
the great Suez Canal, buiit to aecommodate 
the commerce of the world. The open season 
at Sault Ste. Marie is approximately from 


May 1 to Dec. 1, and during that time an av. 


of about sixty vessels a day pass the 
lock. At the lowest estimate the value of the 
freight carried in a season is 000,000. 
The operating force consists of forty-five men, 
and the average cost to run the canal a year 
is under $64,000. The expense is entirely 
borne by the United States Government and

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FICTIONS OF ALCHEMY 


FALLACIES EXPOSED BY A WRITER 


ON SCIENTIFIC SUBJECTS.

History of the Search for the Philosopher's 


Stone aud Birth of the Theory That 
Gold Could Be Produced Artificially= 
Belief in the Trgusmutation of One 
Metal Into Another Found Its Origin 
in the Mixing of | Copper and Zinne 
Adepts of Olden Days Tormented. 

May Lowenthal in Pppular Science News: 
The theory that gold ould be produced artifi- 
olally from other metals was first recorded in 
the fifth century after Christ; beginning at that 
time the problem of findmg the Philosopher's 
Stone—that is, a substance by which base 
metals could be turnedinto gold—began to 
excite public interest. Most alchemists trace 
the origin of their art back to Egypt, and 
recognize as the first to practice it a certain 
i mes Trismegistus. 

hough many of his supposed writings are 
still in existence, nothing definite is known 
about his life. Alchemy was largely developed 
and practiced from about A. D. 400 to the year 
642. From the Egyptians it passed over to the 
conquering Arabs, It was not long before they 
began to acquaint themselves with the scien- 
ces, by contact with the conquered people, 
producing celebrated scholars in ma themuties 


natural sciences, and, above all, in medicine, 


Quite a number of Arabians turned their 
attention to chemistry, and here it received 
the new ndme Al-chemy; they added to the 

ed wre „chemie their 
al. n the Arabian school at 
Seville the celebrated Arabian philosopher 
and alchemist, Gebir, made a great reputation, 
and at tis time it is particularly inter- 
Stimm to trace the progress of alchemy froin 
the Arabs in Spain to the remainmg couh- 
tries of Europe, especially France, Germany, 
and England, The high schools of the Ara- 
bans in Cordova, Seville, and Toledo were 
frequented by men frdm all lands desirous 
ofacquirmg knowledge, and chietly after the 
pattern of these institutions were the univer- 
sities of France, Italy, and later those of 
Germany, shaped. As early as the Thirteenth 
century alchemy was spread over the entire 
Northwest of Europe and was practiced by 
Aldertus Magnus in Germany, Roger Bacon 
in England, and others. 

Albertus Magnus (von Bollstadt) the most 
eminent scholasticist of his time, was then 
equally prominent as philosopher and alche- 
mist. Although the Pope assumed at first an 
opposing attitude towards alchemy, there 
were, nevertheless, numerous ecclesiastics 
who were the first to master the art, and main- 
* the mont steries did it ud a home. But 
the thought to produre the Philosopher’s 
Stone, and by means of it procure infinite 
riches, was too alluring for it to remain hid- 
den in the narrow sphere of cloister lite. 

With the beginning of the seventeenth cent- 
ury, after the failure of several experiments 
had become known, societies sprung into ex- 
istence, whose purpose it was to discover the 
production of the Philosopher’s Stone. The 
most celebrated of these was the Rosicru- 
cians.” Another was the “Nurnberg 
Alehemical Society,” which was founded in 
1654 and is noteworthy on account of ite 
having had for its secretary the eminent phi- 
losopher and statesman, Leibnitz. 

Even long after the science of chemistry 
had branched out into the medical direction, 
the search for the Philosopher’s Stone was 
continued, and extended into the Phlogistic 
epoch, yes, even into'the age of modern chem- 
istry, as it ig well known that Goethe prac. 
ticed alchemy with great zeal in his youth. 
Even a book printed as late as 1832, relating 
to the history of alchemy, is concluded with 
the following words: There exists a chem- 
ical preparation by means of which other 
metals may be changed into gold.“ Conse- 
quently *‘a Philosophet’s Stone.“ 

But the star of alchemy was no longer at its 
height. With the triumphs of a Copernicus, 
a Keppler, anda Galileo in the sphere of 
astronomy, and a Newton in that of mathe- 
matical physics, a ddcttine like that of the 
N Stone gould not stand, so it 
gradually sank into oblivion and was forgot- 
ten, except in history. | / 

Only after the time of Gebir accurate de- 
scriptions of this mystical stone came to the 
surface. Atthe beginning it was pretended 
to consist generally of a tireproof powder of 
various coiors, - only later it assumed the 
shape of a precivus stone. Especially Rai- 
mund Lulli repeatedly speaks of it as Car- 
bunculus, and according to Paracelsus it 
consists of a ruby red, transparent crystal 
“ which is as flexibie as-rosin and brittle as 
glass. Somewhere later it was principally 
employed in the form of a powder, and was 
frequently called “trixture,”’ also ‘elixir ”’ 
or magisterſum.“ It must also be re- 
marked that many alcliemists made a distinc- 
tion between two stones differing In their ex- 
terior appedrance, one for the production of 
gold and the other for ailver. 

The belief in the transmutation of one 
metal into another no doubt resulted from 
the fact that it was noticed if molten copper 
is mixed with zinc it qttains a beautiful yel- 
low color, and in former years, wher people 
were not particular abbut noticing saali dif- 
ferences, the obtained brass may have been 
mistaken for a kind of gold. Similar changes 
were seen to take piace in the formation of 
other alloys. 

Perhaps also the citcumstance that many 
metals T ona, hte contain gold, or that they 
used for their fusion experiments sand con- 
taining gold, without ftneir knowledge, gave 
rise to these illusions. Without noticing tnese 
sources of error it could not be explained how 
notoriously excelient and honest alchemists 
olttimes believed that they had the Philoso- 
pher’s Stone in their passession. 

A remarkable proof that the existence of 
the Philosopher’s Stone and the transmuta- 
tion of metais was actually believed in is 
exemplified by a verdict rendered in the year 
1680 by the judicial faculty of Leipzig 
against the alchemist of the Eiector August 
of Saxony, David Beuther. The latter had 
promised under oath to communicate in the 
presence of witnesses the secret of how to ap- 
ply the Philosopher’s Stone in order to make 
goid but had not kept his word. The verdict 
rendered read: Beuther shall be questioned 
about his processes under torture, shall for 
his infidelity be hit with the rod, his two 
fingers be cut off for perjury, and shall be 
held in captivity so that he may not harm the 
country by communicatmg his secrets to the 
other sovereigus.“ This verdict was read 
to Beuther in prison, and in ad- 
dition to it the Elector wrote to 
bim with his own hand: ‘ Beuther, return to 
me what beloags to me by the grace of God 
and justice, otherwise, 1 have to undertake 
something against youof which I would rather 
be relieved. and I beg of you, let it not come 
to mat. Thereupon Beuther wrote the fol- 
lowing words on the walls of the cell: 
“Barred cats do not mouse.“ Yet he was 
finally persuaded to ask the Elector for 
merey, whereupon he was again permitted to 
return to his laboratory (gold-house) in order 
to continue his é¢xperiments. After some 
time he was found lying senseless on the 
ground and died soon after, as is believed, by 
suicide, | E 

Cases were frequent that adepts were kept 
in captivity for fear that they might injure 
their own country by betraying the art of 
makmg gold to others; they were tortured 
and tormented in order to extort this val ua bie 
secret from them, and it was at that time

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HARLESTON, III., Sept. 3.— [Special 
Correspondence.}]—The ‘‘broomcorn 
belt“ of Central Iilinois if a strip of 
territory about thirty miles wide, 
north and south, and sixty miles 
long, east and west. It comprises 

the whole of Coles County and portions of 
Edgar, Douglas, and Moultrie. The sofl and 
climate of this small portion of the great 
and fertile State of Illinois seem to be par- 
ticularly adapted to the growth of broom- 
corn. It has been tried in other parts of the 
State, but nowhere else have the farmers 
been successful in its culture. 

The four counties named above produce 
probably one-half of the broomcorn grown 
in the United States, Coles County pro- 
ducing as much as the other three com- 
bined. The crop of the “ belt last year was 
about 16,000 tons, and the estimate this year 
is for a larger amount, though on account of 
drought and chinch bugs the quality will be 
inferior. Fifty thousand acres are required

for its production, and $1,250,000 is a fair 
estimate of the gross receipts from this crop; 
but it is not all profit, as will be shown 
further along. 

Just now the harvest, or cutting season,“ 
is at its height. It lasts ffom four to six 
weeks, owing to the difference of time in 
planting. The harvest is done with a rush, 
as it is necessary to get the crop in at a 
certain stage of ripeness. The acreage of 
the individual farmers ranges from twenty- 
five to 200 acres, and the working forces cor- 
respond to the size of the crop. Fifteen to 
twenty hands will cut, thrash, and shed 
thirty to forty acres in a week. Great im- 
provements have been made in broomcorn 
machinery in the last few years, so that now, 
instead of scraping off seed by hand, the 
growth on ten or fifteen acres can be run 
oe a self-feeder with, steam in a single 

ay. , 

The cutting is done with a knife that hasa 
broad blade with a backward eurve. Con- 
siderable skill is required in separating the 
head from the stalk so that the boot“ will 
be left behind. The impression prevails that 
anybody can cut broomcorn, but the expert 
cutter, the man who does his work well and 
with ease, is generally an experienced and 
intelligent feliow. Every year brings a 
horde of strangers to this section, some of 
them of a very tough and desperate charac- 
ter. The farmers come to town in big two- 
horse wagons and haul them out to their 
homes by the dozen. The wages of these 
hands range from $1 to $1.25 a day, with 
board and lodgine—though the latter gener- 
ally consists of sleeping in the barns or 
sheds. 

Briefly described, the harvesting of broom- 
corn is as follows: When the full heads 
show themselves and just before the color 
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SCENE SHOWING THRASHING AND 


begins to turn from dark green to reddish- 
ness, the cutters go into the fleid, and walk- 
ing backwards between two rows break the 
tall stalks [usually from ten to fourteen feet 
high] even with their hips, laying the heads 
of each row across on the other, thus form- 
ing the table on which the heads are laid 
when cut. Then with his keen-edged knife 
in his right hand, and again walking back- 
wards alongside the table,“ he picks up 
the heads with his left hand, and with a skill- 
ful pull and slit of the knife at the same time 
he separates the heads from the stalks. 
When a handful, usually eight or ten heads, 
is gathered it is thrown on the table. An 
expert cutter will cut four rows of eighty 
rods length in a day—about 5,000 heads of 
brush. 

These are gathered up by the haulers, 
one team and two men being required to get 
in the cutting of a gang of twenty hands. 
The heads are piled up and allowed to 
“sweat” over night. Then in the morning, 
while the dew is on, which makes cutting 
the whole force runs the 
thrasher for an hour or two. These im- 
proved serapers,“ as they are called, will 
take in all the heads of brush that can be 
crowded into their ravenous jaws. Six or 
eight men pile the heads on two long tables, 
as many more straighten them up, and one 
man stands by the belt and sees the teeth 
take hold, while three or four others carry 
them off to the shed, where they are 
‘ghelved.”” After a week's drying the broom 
is taken off the “sticks” and bulked. Then 
at the end of two weeks more it is ready for 
the baler. The baling process is similar to 
that used in baling hay, excepting that the 
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brush is all carefully laid in the press by 
hand, with the butts outward. A bale will 
weigh from 300 to 400 pounds, It is then 
ready for the market, though it has often 
been sold while standing in the fleld. 

The mstake that most broomcorn growers 
make is holding brush too long. A big cash 
outlay is always necessary in harvesting a 
crop, and as soon as this is done, if nob 
marketed, insurance and perhaps storage 
charges begin, which with shrinkage and 
very likely interest on borrowed money all 
tend to run the expense bill up a notch 
higher. 

In the early '60s Col. Cofer, a farmer near 
the Coles-Douglas line, planted the first 
broomcorn in Iilinoig. He received the seed 
from Tennessee. His entire crop of twenty 
acres was harvested by hand, the seed being 
scraped off with curry-combs and tied up in 
bundles for want of a baler. But the price 
he received—30 cents a pound—made up all 
that was lacking In other respects. One of 
the most remarkable things about broom- 
corn is the variableness and fickleness of 
the price. In 1870, even after considerable 
quantities of it had come to be planted, it 
sold as high as $300 per ton, and then a few 
years later as low as $60. Last year $125 
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was readily paid for good brush, while the 
year before the price ranged from $45 to $65. 
This year’s crop is starting off at $60 and 
will probably reach $75, though the price 
will be kept down by the unusually large 
quantity of old brush on hand. 

The secret of the business is that broom- 


corn is a peculiar crop. As long as there 18

a demand for it for manufacturing purposes 
there is a market, but as soon as this demand 
is supplied there is no further use for it ex-

nothing but brooms, and so the matter of Its 
growth can be easily overdone, 


by speculators. It can be made into 
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SHELVING. 
The man who did most for the promotion 


and encouragement of broom-corn culture 
in this country was R. A. Traver, a former 
resident of this city. He died in California 
last year, a bankrupt; but at one time he 
owned hundreds of acres of rich prairie 
soil, which was devoted almost exclusively 
to broom corn. He followed the business 
about thirty years as a grower, a buyer, and 
manufacturer of the brush into brooms. He 
also published a little book which was wide- 
ly circulated, a broom-corn grower's man- 
ual, giving instructions as to the growth, 
culture, and harvesting of this new crop. 

Broom-corn is almost a sure crop in this 
section, and if a fair price could always be 
realized there would be “big money“ in it. 
But in the last twenty years the selling price 
at cutting time (when the bulk of the crop 
changes hands) has averaged only $65 per 
ton. As the cost of preducing a ton is be- 
tween $45 and $50, it is readily seen that the 
margin of profit is very small when grown 
on land worth from $60 to $90 an acre. 

In the early days of broom-corn growing 


in this section the product was all shipped 
away, mostly to New York, and there made 


up into brooms; but within the last few 


years broom factories have been put into 
operation in Charleston, Paris, Arcola and 


Mattoon, and brooms and brushes of the 


best grades are turned out by hundreds and 
thousands of dozens. A ton of brush will 
make 100 dozen brooms, Which sell whole- 


sale for about $2 a dozen. As the wholesale 


price of brooms varies but little, there is 
quite a range in the profits of the broom 
manufacturer when brush costs him $60 and 
$150 a ton.

Eighty acres of Jackson Park’é 560 acres 
are complete.

ful outiines of the Columbian Museum and 
the high, red gables of the German Buiiding. 
The German Building wili be permanently 
retained and eventuaily it will be turned into 
arefectory. The great geographical globe 
made for the government exuibit at a cost 
of $12,000 has been suspended in the cathe- 
drai end of this building. It is so p.aced 
that excelient opportunity is given for study- 
ing it irom all sides.

contemplated by ‘the board. It is now esti- 
mated that $175,000 will be spent on the 
park in removing foundations — $15,000 
more than the full amount received from the 
World's Fair. 

There was another loss t6 the Park Board; 
so considered, at least. In receiving the park 
from the Exposition the water pipes and 
sewers were figured as of great value to the 
Park Board. By some chance, however, the 
water pipes were all sold to Thomas Kelly & 
Co., which con¢ern dug the tubing and ap- 
propriate it to its oon uses. To wake this 
good the Park Board is iaying its water pipes, 
pianned with reference to ohe day connecting 
with its own pumping station, which shail 
supply the whole South Side park system and 
boulevards, Just now the board is paying for 
city water. | 

The sewer system used by the Exposition 
company was found to be worthiess because 
of its intticacy. It will have to be rebuilt. 
There were thausands of connections made 
with the old system, leading from surface 
drains, house drains, water fountains, and 
closets, and to use the sewers would bave ne- 
ce-sitated digging down and bricking off 
these gonnectiuns. There was a network, too, 
of air pipes and gaspipes everywhere. 

When compiete the park will have between 
eight and ten miles of sewers and about six 
miles of water pipes. There will be fifteen 
miles of electric light conduits, five miles of 
which are now in. Power for these 
Uchts is generated in the Washington 
Park plant, whichis one of the finest ia the 
country. This plant was the first to lay its 
wires whoily. utderground. In Jackson Park 
it will furnish light to 200 are lamps. 

There is a beautiful system in ali this work. 
In the beginning the whole park was surveyed 
into squares of 100 feet. A chart was made 
of ths, numbering the lines in one way and 
lettering them in another, until 5 W,.“ for 
justauce, meant au exact location to be de- 
termined to a dot. Every five squares there 
are stone monuments planted with uli the 
care and exacthess of the surveyor. By this 
system the underground network of pipes, 
sewers, and wires is known to a nicety. 

Before the work of flilmg an “ earthwork 
balance was struck, determining the amount 
of eatth to come from the lagvons and fixing 
the amount necessary to complete the topeg- 
raphy of the park as planned. A system ot 
earth tram ways was constructed, w.th rolling 
stock consisting of short, dumpy cars holding 
one and a ha:f cubic yaras of earth. Seven 
hundred carigads vf dirt are handled every 
day as the materiat is lifted from the lagoons 
by the dredgers. This material is obtained 
at a cost ot 20 cents a yard. | 

Over this filling material a black loam is 
spread in thickness varying according to the 
vegetation whien is to be planted. This earth 
comes from the drainage canal, and, accord- 
ing to contraét, it must be lifted from a clay 
subsoil. It is a costly dressing, and for the 
70,000 cabic yards spread in tne Mid way the 
Park Board | paid $63,000, In the park, 
north of Filty-ninth street, 832.000 worth 
was spread oper eighty acres. At this rate 
$224,000 worth of biack dirt wili be re- 
quired to cover the 560 acres of Jackson 
Park. In addition to this earth eighty 
teams haul manure from the  Stock- 
Yards all ine winter long, spreading it over 
the sown surface of the park. In the summer 
these teams haul sprinkling carts for the 
South Side park system.

Washington letter to Boston Transcript: 
The Bureau of Ethnology believes that it has 
now solved the greatest problem which 85 
has at last come toa point where it can an- 

wer the question, Who were the mound 
‘builders?’ This question has been debated 
by archaeologists and ethnologists the world 
over for a hundred years or more. Ever 
eines the latter part of the last century, when 
the antiquity of these mounds was first real- 
ized, speculation has been rife as to who 
were the people able to construct edifices 
differing so widely from the modern 

tbitations of the modern Indians. Dr. 
tea attributes them to De Soto and his 
follawers.. Savants of the present century 
have said they were temples, others sacrificial 


Altars, and still others burial structures, built 
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by a tribe now lost in oblivion. The intro- 
duction to every historical text devoted to this 
Continent and taught to the American and 
foreign youth as well, opens witha chapter 
on this subject. Almost all of these speak of 
the mound builders as a prehistoric race dis- 
tinct from the Indians and who were driven 

at by the latter. This has been the state of 

airs even up to the present day. 

But the opinion of the Bureau of Ethnology 
And its opinion is paramount—is that all 
these historians have gone astray on this 

estion. In other words, it is now believed 
Set the mound builders were no more than 
the ancestors of the same Indians found by 
the first Europeans landed on our shores. 
rok. McGee, chief ethnologist of the bureau, 
a few days ago, announced this decision to 
the press, through the writer. He says that 
ite-+m portance will be felt by the makers and 
readers of history in all parts of the world. 
It was as early as 1858 when Maj. Powell, 
the present chief of the bureau. began to 
amine the mounds of Ohio. Since 1881 
his institution has carried on a sytematic 
line of work under Prof. Cyrus Thomas 
epee Corps of assistants, who have examined 
possibly all of the many hundreds of prehis- 
toric niounds to be found in the whole east- 
ern half of the continent. This work has 
now been completed. In considering the 
opposing opinions of ‘those who believed that 
wun first landed on the Pacific coast, and 
those who think he first arrived on the At- 
lantic side, Prof. Thomas ‘splits the differ- 
ence with them by concluding that he came 
to both sides in two distinct tribes, each 
afterward occupying a distinct half of the 
continent. In other words, the Indians were 
two separate races of men. | 

Very briefly the arguments made by Prof, 
Thomas in behalf -ot the bureau are as fol- 
lows: Ali the ancient, artificial works known 
as * mounds found east of the Rockies are 
attributed to those tribes found in possession 
of this region at the time of its discovery and 
their ancestors. It is probable that there was 
intercourse between some tribes of this region 

the early people of Mexico and Central 
America, as well as the Pueblo tribes, but the 
three latter-named races must not be given 
any credit for building the mounds, 
Indian has been considered unable to 
build such structures because of the universal 
opinion that when first discovered by Euro- 
2eans he was the same roving, unhoused, and 
Gr cerieuitural being he is today. The In- 
dian, however, degenerated since the 
Coming of the white man. Judging from the 
extent of their works the’ mound builders 
must have had fixed villages, and they must 
have depended on agriculture, rather than 
the hunt, for food.

ornament, and a quartz arrow-point. In all 
of these cases the articles must have been 
placed in the mounds at the time they were 
thrown up, or the soil would have been dis- 
turbed, | 

In making general observations after the 
completion of this work Prof. Thomas is led 
to the conclusion that the ancient remains 
found in America belonged to two general 
classes of people. One of these inhabited the 
Atlantic slope, the other the Pacific, The 
Rocky Mountain Range was the dividing line, 
The Eastern race lived over the whole of the 
continent east of those mountains and down 
to the Gulf of Mexico. The Western race 
lived on the western side, ahywhere from 
Alaska to the Isthmus of Panama. The Alas. 
kaus are the only inhabitants of the Polar 
regions who are descended from either of 
these aboriginal people. Both the tern 
and Western people had distinct character- 
istics. 

But how did these ancestors of the Indians 
get here? This question, Prof, . Thomas 
says, has recently been answered by eminent 
ethnologists. Some say they came from 
Asia, others that they came frum Europe by 
way of the North Atlantic. Some say that 
they landed first on the Atlantic coast, others 
that they arrived on tne Pacific coast. The 
truth, Prof. Thomas believes, lies between 
these two latter opinions. In other words, the 
continent was peopled from both sides—one 
part coming to the s«ction east and the other 
to that west of the Rockies, But did they 
come directly .from different countries? 
Archwological remains point rather to the 
probability that they both came from 
across the Pacific. They all have greater re- 
semblances to the people of the Od Worid 
living along the greater ocean than ta those 
bordering the smaller. He does not believe 
in the supposed relationship between the 
mound builders and the ancient civilized 
races of Mexico and Central America. The 
peoples of the two sections have been too long 
separated,
